AT THE HERALD 


When is a contract agreement not a 
contract agreement? 

When management refuses to acknowl- 
edge it, which is what Newspaper Guild 
officials assert has happened at the Boston 
Herald under new owner Pat Purcell. 

According to Jeffrey Krasner, vice- 
chairman of the Guild’s editorial unit, the 
union’s editorial and commercial employ- 
ees on June 16 overwhelmingly approved a 
new contract — replacing one that had 
expired two years ago — by a vote of 191 
to 15. The key financial terms of the five- 
year offer include a series of four raises of

three percent, three and a half percent, 
four percent, and four and a half percent. 
The company’s share of health-insurance 
costs — more than 90 percent of which 
are currently borne by the employee — 
would increase negligibly. 

But Krasner says the agreement has 
| been stymied by the company’s desire to 
| create a new “advertising services” depart- 
| ment that would erode Guild protections 
| for its employees, and by management ef- 

forts to remove nine editorial positions 
from union jurisdiction. 

The Guild considers those two matters 
“permissive” issues to be negotiated sepa- 
rately from the contract, and has filed a 
complaint with the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board. The regional office rejected 
that complaint, which is now being ap- 
pealed to the national office. 

“Our bottom line is there’s nothing stand- 

| ing between this union and a signed con- 
tract with the company except Pat Purcell’s 
unwillingness to pay us,” says Krasner. 

But the company appears to have no in- 
| tention of doing that without prior resolu- 
tion of the so-called permissive issues. 

“We have received your letter regarding 
| the ‘ratification’ of nonexistent collective 
bargaining agreements,” wrote Herald 
| vice-president for human resources David 
| St. Mary to union officials on June 20. 
| “However, as the Commercial and Editori- 
al Units know full well, there is no agree- 
| ment to ratify.” (Management representa- 
tives were unavailable for comment.) 

Where does all this leave the Guild? 
| Ready, says Krasner, to consider options 
ranging from informational pickets to 
work actions. And before it’s all over, Her- 
ald employees could create the kind of 
embarrassing public war with Pat Purcell 
| that their Globe colleagues waged against 
| publisher Bill Taylor before finally agree- 
| ing to a new contract last February.

BOSTON SCHOOLS 
HELP GAY YOUTH 


By a vote of six to zero, the Boston 
School Committee on June 15 became the 
first school district in the state to adopt the 
recommendations of the Governor’s Com- 
mission on Gay and Lesbian Youth. 

“A lot of the recommendations are 
things we’ve already taken steps toward 


implementing,” says school department 
spokesperson Larry Faison. 

These recommendations include protec- 
tions against harassment of sexual-minori- 
ty youth; the formation of gay/straight al- 
liances and support groups for gay, les- 
bian, bisexual, and transgender teens; and 
the training of teachers and school staff in 
suicide and violence prevention and coun- 
seling for the families of gay teens. 

Though the school department had be- 
gun to implement some of these recom- 
mendations on its own, it was nevertheless 
an important step for the school commit- 
tee to take a public vote, says governor’s 
commission chairman David LaFontaine. 
“There have been many teachers who 
wanted to support gay youth but felt they 
had no backing in formal school policy. 
Because Boston is such a large and diverse 
school system, there was a reticence to 
take on what’s perceived by some as a new 
issue,” he says. 

LaFontaine credits the recommenda- 
tion’s passage to school committee chair 
Felix Arroyo: “He encouraged us to make a 
presentation before the committee, and has 
been unequivocal in his support of us.” 

LaFontaine also notes that the gover- 
nor’s commission will begin to make pre- 
sentations at school committees across the 
state. “Conservative groups have gone to 
school committees and tried to get books 
on gay and lesbian issues banned,” he 
says. “It’s important we be pro-active.”

BUSINGER FACES 
STIFF CHALLENGE 


State Representative John Businger (D- 
Brookline), a 22-year incumbent, is being 
challenged by Democrat-turned-indepen- 
dent Jules Levine, a Boston University law 
professor. Levine, a liberal Democratic 
Party activist who has campaigned for 
Mike Dukakis, Barney Frank; Rosaria 
Salerno, Ted Kennedy, and Joe Kennedy, 
says he’s running as an independent “to 
ensure that all the voters of the district will 
be able to choose our next state represen- 
tative, not just a far smaller number of pri- 
mary voters.” 

Levine hopes to follow Democrats such 
as George Bachrach, who was elected to 
the State Senate in 1980 as an indepen- 
dent, and US Representative Joe Moakley 
(D-South Boston), who employed the 
same strategy in his first race for 
Congress. 

“I will vote pro-environment, pro-hu- 
man services, pro-choice, pro-civil liber- 
ties, and pro-affordable housing,” Levine 
says. “But I know that voting is only part 
of the job.” 

Levine charges that Businger has be- 
come an ineffective legislator: “He does 
not have clout despite having served 12 
terms. His colleagues do not vote him into 
leadership. As a result, he does not get 
major legislation passed, he does not per- 
suade committees, and he does not get 
majority support for his policies. All he 
does is cast progressive votes.” 

Levine has also accused Businger of fail- 
ing to act in Brookline’s best interests, 
claiming the town does not get its fair 
share of local aid, and that Businger 
should have had enough clout to prevent 
the loss of two Brookline House seats dur- 
ing redistricting. Levine also charges 
Businger with botching the legislative rati- 
fication of a recent home-rule petition 
passed by Brookline Town Meeting to reg- 
ulate university property. Levine claims 
that although the town meeting sent the 
petition to Businger in December, he did 
not file it until March. 

Businger responds that he did, in fact, 
file the town’s bill on December 10, “but 
that was too late.” Businger says he refiled 
the bill in March, “at a time when | 
thought the town was organized to sup- 
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port it, and when the Local Affairs Com- 
mittee was ready to hear new legislation.” 
He says the committee’s Senate chairman, 
Bob Travaglini (D-East Boston), “wasn’t 
even returning my phone calls,” which, he 
said, indicated Travaglini was not pre- 
pared to give the bill a hearing. 
Levine’s reaction: “It’s pretty embar- 
rassing.”

ANTI-VIOLENCE 
CUT GRITICIZED 


Advocates for victims of anti-gay and 
-lesbian violence are outraged that the Na- 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force, the 
country’s largest gay-and-lesbian organiza- 
tion, has eliminated its full-time anti-vio- 
lence position as part of recent budget cuts. 

Task force spokesperson David Smith 
says the anti-violence position will become 
part-time, with consultants doing the 
work. “We'll continue to convene the anti- 
violence round table, and we’ll continue to 
put out our yearly report,” he says. “We’re 
just going to do it more efficiently.” 

But some, noting that the task force re- 
cently expanded its workplace-organizing 
staff, question the organization’s priorities. 

“There are only nine anti-violence pro- 
jects across the country that have any paid 
staff, and most of those are either one full- 
time person or a half-time person,” says 
Bea Hanson, director of client services at 
the New York City Gay and Lesbian Anti- 
Violence Project. “The. idea. that these 
AVPs ‘can address the need out there is 
ridiculous. 

“This decision was made without any 
consultation from the AVPs,” Hanson 
continues. “They didn’t even inform us. 
There are lots of major cities — like New 
Orleans — that have lots of anti-gay vio- 
lence but no anti-violence projects. 
They’ve relied on NGLTF.” 

“The anti-violence project has always 
been the task force’s signature work,” says 
Terry Person, of San Francisco’s Commu- 
nity United Against Violence. “There are 
real questions in my mind about how the 
consultants are going to work, whether 
we’re going to be able to get in touch with 
them.” 

Counters David Smith: “The demand 
for information on workplace organizing 
has increased two, three, four times, while 
the demands of anti-violence organizing 
has reached a kind of plateau.” 

But Hanson contends, “This is going to 
set back any movement we’ve made over 
the last 10 or 15 years.”

OLYMPIC-SIZE 
PARKING IDEA 


Rachel Kisker is looking forward to an 
aspect of the 1996 Summer Olympics in 
Atlanta that most people would rather 
skip: the parking. 

That’s because the 24-year-old Kisker, 
of Scituate, Massachusetts, a landscape-ar- 
chitecture grad student at the Rhode Island 
School of Design, has won a large-scale 
competition to design a parking lot next to 
the Georgia Dome, which will host the 
Olympic basketball and volleyball events. 

Kisker can’t quite account for how she 
got her idea. “I really don’t know,” she says. 
“The first time I looked at the site I said, 
‘Okay, this is what we’re going to do.’” 

Her flash of inspiration: section off an 
area in the middle of the 400-car lot and 
build 250 single-car garages arranged in 
facing rows “like little Monopoly houses.” 
Each garage would be equipped with a 
lockable door that can slide up, and the 
garages might be set on artificial turf, per- 
haps decorated with plastic pink flamin-

gos. Kisker describes it as “a perfect kind 
of Beaver Cleaver world. Just sort of a sil- 
ly, fun place to be for a day.” 

In her proposal, Kisker suggested that 
the single-car garage represents the Amer- 
ican dream. The American reality: devel- 
opers of the site are now evaluating 
Kisker’s design to determine whether it’s 
financially feasible. Kisker has been 
crunching the numbers herself and is dis- 
turbed to find that the cost per garage 
works out to be about $6000. But she sees 
options. Architectural firms in Atlanta, or 
even outside the US, could design and pay 
for the garages individually, or work with- 
in a limited budget set by the competition. 
The value of the garages would not be 
temporary; after the Olympics they could 
serve as shelters for tailgate parties and 
flea markets. 

Kisker won both the first-place award 
for the site and $2600. How will she 
spend it? Says the creator of garages, “I 
want to buy a car.”

PROPORTIONAL 
WHAT? 


Candidates for secretary of state are or- 
dinarily safe from public debate on issues 
(there aren’t any). Perhaps that explains 
the difficulty the four hopefuls faced in 
discussing what passes for a hot voting 
topic: proportional representation. 

At a recent Kennedy School forum, the 
candidates professed only a passing ac- 
quaintance with alternatives to winner- 
take-all elections, and none would consid- 
er replacing that exercise in political self- 
preservation, redistricting. 

“At this point in time, I would say that I 
do not support it,” said Democrat Augie 
Grace. “I, like most citizens of Massachu- 
setts, have only recently become familiar 
with proportional representation, and I’m 
not yet totally familiar with the issue.” 

More familiarity might be expected from 
pols who want to be the state’s chief elec- 
tion officer. Lani Guinier’s support of pro- 
portional-voting schemes croaked her 
nomination to the US Justice Depart- 
ment’s civil-rights post. And recently, such 
mechanisms have gained more favorable 
attention as alternatives to race-based re- 
districting. (As an example, under propor- 
tional representation a congressional dis- 
trict might elect five people. If the Demo- 


-crats win 60 percent to 40 percent, then 


three representatives would be Democrats 
and two Republicans.) 

“The bottom line,” said Howie Fain, 
president of the Fair Ballot Alliance of 
Massachusetts, which hosted the forum, 
“is that there are huge numbers of people

in every district who are not successful in 
electing a representative of their choice.” 

But even though Democrat Bill Galvin 
agreed that proportional voting “ought to 
be on the table,” he added it’s “more plau- 
sible” in states whose districts are more 
bizarrely drawn than Massachusetts’s. A 
campaign stand-in for Worcester Republi- 
can Arthur Chase said he “remembered 
fondly” proportional voting in his home- 
town’s elections prior to 1960, but felt that 
such schemes were appropriate only “at 
the local level.” 

Even the lure of electing more Republi- 
cans was not enough to tempt the fourth 
candidate for the office, House Minority 
Leader Peter Forman, who alone among 
the hopefuls dismissed electoral alterna- 
tives outright. 

“Proportional voting would favor my 
party,” Forman acknowledged. “But I still 
reject it. The fact is, Republicans, while 
usually correct in our philosophy, can 
make terrible candidates. If we are under- 
represented, the burden is on my party to 
do a better job in getting our message out.”

SKIN ON 
CAPE COD 

After Summer Skin, the supplement in- 
cluding the nude-sunbathing article (Sum- 
mer Preview, June 17), a few words are in 
order to crystallize the present situation on 
Cape Cod (the Cape Cod National Sea- 
shore, or CCNS): 

In spite of what you are hearing and 
reading about, the current anti-nudity 
regulations will continue to be enforced 
by the CCNS park rangers and autho- 
rized personnel within the CCNS 
boundaries, especially at the seven 
known sites where swimming and other 
forms of beach recreation take place. 
The Herring Cove Beach area, men- 
tioned in the article, leads in the number 
of citations issued during the 1993 sea- 
son. According to arrest data provided 
by the park service, a total of 17 cita- 
tions were handed out. Race Point, 
Wood End Cut, and four other areas 
were each the site of one citation. Each 
citation carries a fine of $50. At other 
times a courtesy tag bearing the force of 
a warning was issued to violators. 
“There seem to be no hassle-free zones,” 
said Lee Beverage, representative of a 
naturist group, following our meeting 
with park officials and planners on March 
8 at the CCNS Headquarters, in South 
Wellfleet. 

Lee and I, along with various naturist 
groups, will continue to pursue all possible 
avenues in the hope that a compromise can 
be worked out in the near future. Our pre- 
sent recommendation to all persons plan- 
ning to use the CCNS facilities: tread with 
care!

‘but Kennedy can still salvage it

little-known provision in 
the crime bill now being 
negotiated by a House- 
Senate conference commit- 
tee would greatly expand 


| the number of prison cells available to 
| house violent criminals, and it wouldn’t 


cost a dime. But it may be doomed unless 
Senator Ted Kennedy is willing to spend 
some political capital. 

The provision is called the “safety valve,” 
a reform that would allow federal judges to 
bypass mandatory sentencing when dealing 
with first-time non-violent drug offenders. 
And in a rare display of political smarts and 
courage, both houses of Congress would 
make the safety valve retroactive. Accord- 
ing to the US Sentencing Commission, this 
means between 1600 and 5000 current 
federal inmates could qualify for release — 
thus freeing up those cells for criminals 
who are truly dangerous. 

But the retroactive clause is in jeopardy. 
The Clinton administration, wary of being 
cast as pro-criminal, is working against it. 
Attorney General Janet Reno, once a 
staunch advocate of releasing first-time 
non-violent offenders, has quietly 


switched. And Senator Joseph Biden (D- 
Delaware), chairman of the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee, is doing the White 
House’s bidding. 

“The Department of Justice has a prob- 
lem with it,” says a congressional source. 
“They’re afraid of a Willie Horton ad that 
says, “You let somebody out of prison.’ ” 

Kennedy, who helped insert the safety 
valve in the crime bill, is the senior Demo- 
crat among the 19 senators and represen- 
tatives who make up the conference com- 
mittee. Unless he is willing to stand up to 
Bill Clinton and Joe Biden, the retroactive 
provision is not likely to survive. Thus far 
Kennedy has given little indication of how 
hard he’ll fight for it, and it surely doesn’t 
help that he has a tough re-election battle 
on his hands. 

But there is a light at the end of the cell 
block. The emerging consensus on target- 
ing prisons for violent offenders includes a 
growing number of conservatives and Re- 
publicans, including both of Kennedy’s 
GOP opponents. 

“Of course, it’s counterproductive to jail 
these people on mandatories,” Kennedy 
said in an interview with the Phoenix, 
adding judges should be allowed to exer- 
cise their discretion as long as they follow 
federal guidelines. 
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The US Sentencing Commission estab- 
lishes guidelines on sentencing for certain 
crimes. If a judge wishes to disregard the 
guidelines, she or he must put those rea- 
sons in writing. “I am strongly in favor of 
the sentencing guidelines,” Kennedy says, 
“and I’m strongly opposed to mandatory 
minimums. We have undermined, in a very 
important way, the integrity of the guide- 
lines by putting the wrong people in.” 

The safety valve is part of the massive 
crime bill being negotiated by the confer- 
ees. The Senate approved a $22 billion 
crime bill last November in a 96-to-four 
spasm of bipartisanship. 

The Senate bill offered up plenty of ma- 
cho for conservatives: 53 new death- 
penalty provisions (among them: capital 
punishment for murdering a federal poul- 
try inspector); a three-strikes-and-you’re- 
out law to lock up three-time felons for life 
without parole; funding for 100,000 new 
police officers; and $8 billion for more 
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prison cells. Liberals got much of 
what they wanted, too: gun-control 
initiatives, expanded drug treatment, 
and a gaggle of prevention programs 
aimed at young people. 

The House voted for an even more 
expensive $27 billion package, which 
is nearly as draconian as the Senate 
bill but would spend more on crime- 
prevention programs. Now the con- 
ference committee is attempting to 
reconcile the two versions. 

By spanning the ideological spec- 
trum, the bill would allow every in- 
cumbent running for re-election this 
fall to boast about how she or he got 
tough on crime. But in many ways — 
especially the three-strikes provision 
— it’s a cheap applause-grabber that 
could actually make things worse. 

If the retroactive safety valve is left 
on the cutting-room floor, the crime 
bill could serve to jam the nation’s 
overcrowded prisons and backlogged 
courts even further, hampering the 
goal of swift and certain justice for 
violent criminals and their victims. 

Twenty percent of federal inmates 
are first-time non-violent offenders, 


spectrum agree that the prison space 
those offenders are taking up could 
be put to better use. What’s standing in 
the way of this consensus is Bill Clinton’s 
timidity — and Janet Reno and Joe 
Biden’s willingness to take a hit for the 
president. 


Local hero 

In this election year when crime — and 
fear of crime — dominates the headlines, 
Kennedy’s supporters tout his membership 
on the conference committee as yet anoth- 
er example of how Kennedy, with 32 years 
of seniority, can deliver for Massachusetts. 

Kennedy underscored that point during 
a June 17 meeting at Boston Police head- 
quarters with Boston Mayor Tommy 
Menino and Police Commissioner Paul 
Evans. Following that closed-door meet- 
ing, Kennedy emerged to meet the press 
and to predict swift passage of the bill. 

“There’s agreement on 85 to 90 percent 
of the essential parts,” he said. 

It was a chance for Kennedy to show 
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that he’s tough on crime and that his national clout bene- 
fits his constituents. He boasted of a truth-in-sentencing 
law he sponsored in 1984, noting that federal inmates 
serve about 85 percent of their sentences, as opposed to 
just 40 percent at the state level. 

The senator said he’d added flexibility to the bill regard- 
ing how cities can use community-policing money — at 
Menino’s request. “Now they can use the resources for 
people currently in the training program,” Kennedy said. 
“We don’t want to delay the utilization of individuals who 


more expeditious way. We will stay in close touch with 
both the mayor and the commissioner as the conference 
moves ahead to make sure that the special needs of Boston 
are represented.” 

“That’s a big boost,” Menino echoed on cue, 
up the issue several months ago to have flexibility on com- 
munity policing. Now it’s in the bill.” 

In addition to highlighting the senator’s clout and re- 
sponsiveness to local concerns, the Kennedy-Menino pol- 
and-pony show was also a demonstration of political loyal- 
ty: Menino is a long-time Kennedy operative who traveled 
the country for Teddy’s 1980 presidential bid. 

To critics, it must have looked like an election-year ploy. 
But according to Joe Biden, Kennedy established his crime- 
fighting credentials long before the current public hysteria. 

“One of the things that surprises me when I come up 
here is how little people understand the part Ted Kennedy 
‘| plays in criminal justice,” Biden told the Phoenix in a recent 
interview. “He’s been my absolute ally on 100,000 police. 
He’s been talking about community policing for five years. 

“Teddy is the author of the flat-time sentencing. Teddy’s 
the author of drug rehabilitation. Teddy’s the author of re- 
quiring treatment of addicts in prison. The big ideas for the 
last 15 years have been Teddy’s. But it always amazes me 
that people think, you know, Teddy’s a liberal. If you look 


with me on the creation of the sentencing commission. 
Well, it was Teddy’s idea.” 

And Biden credits Kennedy with exercising leadership on 
the safety valve — a provision that has attracted true bipar- 
tisan support. Among the unlikely allies who back the idea, 
according to Biden: Kennedy and Senators Paul Simon 
(D-Illinois), Alan Simpson (R-Wyoming), Orrin Hatch (R- 
Utah), and Strom Thurmond (R-South Carolina). 

Recalls Biden: “They all came to me and said, “‘We’re go- 
ing to eliminate existing mandatory minimums and provide 
this review process.’ I said, “You have the votes for that?’ 
They said, ‘Oh yeah, we do.’” 

A Justice Department study last year revealed that 20 
percent of federal inmates are first-time non-violent offend- 
ers. Biden’s committee conducted a similar study of state 
prisoners nationwide. According to Biden, the results were 
appalling: of the approximately 863,000 inmates in state 
prison, about 160,000, or nearly one in five, are first-time 
non-violent offenders. At the same time, Biden says, some 
30,000 violent criminals went free because of federal court 
orders aimed at easing prison overcrowding in 32 states. 

“One of the conclusions I made,” Biden says, “and it’s 
not rocket science, is to take those 160,000 first-time of- 
fenders, take them out of the prison system, and put them 
into a boot camp. And while in the boot camp, the deal 
would be that they have to undergo drug treatment.” 

But despite Biden’s initial good intentions, he has appar- 
ently caved in to the baser concerns of the Clinton admin- 
istration. Biden held a staff meeting on Sunday, June 19, 
and announced he was removing the retroactive portion of 
the safety valve. 


Fear of paperwork 

“It’s pretty impossible to implement and enforce a 
retroactive safety valve,” insists Justice Department 
spokesperson Bert Brandenburg. “Somehow you need to 
safely and reliably go back over thousands of cases, whether 
there was violence, weapons, force, whether the defendant 
was cooperative. It would cost enormous amounts of mon- 
ey in resentencing, motions, and litigation.” 

But Julie Stewart, president of Families Against Manda- 
tory Minimums (FAMM), based in Washington, says the 
information needed to evaluate each inmate is already 
available. 

“The sentencing commission has records on every feder- 
al prisoner,” she notes. “The judge laid it out, whether 
there were weapons, whether it was a first offense. It 
would be simple using that data. The sentencing commis- 
sion has already done an analysis and come up with 1600 
people who would definitely benefit from the safety valve.” 

Last year, she notes, the commission adjusted its sen- 
tencing guidelines for people convicted of distributing or 
conspiring to distribute LSD. “Two hundred defendants 
applied for a reduction,” Stewart says. “It was handled 
very smoothly.” 

Responds Brandenburg: “We don’t really agree that all 
the information would be there. Prosecutors make choices, 
maybe to go after a violent person on a drug charge to get 
a mandatory sentence. The evidence for the other crime 
was never preserved or presented. We just don’t know in a 
lot of cases. You have a risk of letting violent folks out 
without realizing it. We have judges estimating that there 
would be 16,000 cases. More time would be taken away 
from prosecutions. When you’re adding up reasons to do 
it, it becomes a problem.” 

But Representative Bill Hughes (D-New Jersey), a mem- 
ber of the conference committee, says the standard ought 
to be what’s the right thing to do, not what will create the 
least amount of work. 

“I really feel very strongly about it,” Hughes told the 
Phoenix. “I'vealize that it’s a tough vote because it sounds 
like you’re coddling criminals, and that it may create some 
paperwork and inconvenience for the Justice Department, 
but we’re talking about basic justice here.”

On June 6 Hughes joined with three 
other Democratic House members of the 
conference committee — and two conser- 
vative Republicans, Henry Hyde, of Illi- 
nois, and Bill McCollum, of Florida — in 
writing a letter to Attorney General Reno 
urging retention of the retroactive safety 
valve “to ensure that our limited and costly 
prison space is not taken up by low-level 
non-violent drug offenders with no signifi- 
cant criminal history who do not belong 
there.” 

Less than a year ago, Reno spoke force- 
fully of the need to clear the jails of non-vi- 
olent offenders (“Mothers in Law,” News, 
January 7). “They take up costly prison 
cells that are better used for the truly dan- 
gerous offenders,” Reno said. Her goal 
with violent criminals, she added, was “to 
incapacitate them, to get them off and 
away from the streets.” 

But the White House has spoken, and 
Reno has gotten with the program. 

“Janet Reno was on our side in the be- 
ginning. But she seems to have switched 
sides,” laments Domenica Piscitelli, direc- 
tor of the Massachusetts chapter of 
FAMM. “I think she’s taking orders. Her 
hands are tied.” 


in Kennedy’s court 

With the Clinton administration doing 
all it can to scuttle the retroactive part of 
the safety valve, and with Reno and Biden 
in retreat from their own principles, the 
gauntlet has thus been thrown into Ted 
Kennedy’s court. As the senior Democra 
on the conference com- 
mittee, he has the influ- 
ence — if he chooses to 
use it — to restore the 
retroactive provision. 

A majority of House 
members on the confer- 
ence committee have al- 
ready written to Reno ex- 
pressing their support. 
Kennedy is the one Dem- 
ocratic senator on the 
committee with enough 
clout to stand up to 
Biden, and to lead the 
way for the other senators 
who are already on record 
in favor of the provision. 

“There’s review now 
and discussion with re- 
gards to what they call 
the mules, those that are 
virtually first-time non-vi- 
olent individuals who are 
involved in some aspect 
of the drug trade but are 
not violent,” Kennedy ex- 
plains. 

Kennedy says he’ll also 
work to restrict the three- 
strikes provision so that 
non-violent drug offend- 
ers don’t end up serving 
life without parole. “The 
definitions are going to be adjusted so it 
has to be violent crime,” he adds. “That 
was not defined in the Senate version.” 

But Kennedy also says he’ll be looking to 
Biden for leadership, so there’s still a dan- 
ger that Kennedy will follow Clinton and 
Biden’s lead and allow the gutting of the 
retroactive provision. “I believe, the last 
time I talked to Senator Biden,” says 
Kennedy, “I think he’s got a good attitude 
on this.” 

Kennedy need not fear that a successful 
effort to reinstate the retroactive safety 
valve would hurt his re-election chances. 
Both of his Republican opponents — and 
the state’s junior US senator — say they 
support it. 

“I think it makes sense to consider it be- 
ing retroactive,” says Republican Mitt 
Romney, who supports the overall crime 
bill. “It depends, of course, on the specific 
charge that’s applied. If it’s a first-time and 
not involving violence to another person 
and no weapon was involved, then it’s 
something I think we ought to consider. 

“I would also prefer to have the three- 
strikes focused on violent offenses,” Rom- 
ney adds. “The focus should be on violent 
crimes.” 

Says Romney’s Republican-primary op- 
ponent, John Lakian: “My position is really 
straightforward. They incarcerate people 
who don’t need to be incarcerated. I would 
be for the retroactive, vigorously. That 
would create immediate space for the peo- 
ple who are violent.” 

Lakian goes so far as to say that the ab-

trigger his opposition to the entire bill: “If 
it didn’t include retroactivity and funding 
for additional prison space without a lot of 
hocus-pocus, I’d have to very carefully 
look at it. I’m a great believer that an elect- 
ed official shouldn’t pass ‘feel good’ legis- 
lation. If they don’t have the guts to do 
retroactivity and some other provisions, I 
don’t feel obligated to support it.” 

Democratic Senator John Kerry, who is 
not on the conference committee but who 
played a key role last fall in the passage of 
the Senate crime bill (“Talking Politics,” 
News, December 17, 1993), says he’s 
been in touch with Biden and is optimistic 
about the chances for the retroactive pro- 
vision’s survival. 

“He [Biden] has made some offers and 
has really been in a mating dance with 
House chairman Jack Brooks [a Texas 
Democrat] and the Republicans, trying to 
figure out what works,” Kerry says. “I 
don’t think a consensus has formed yet. 

“Without specifically mentioning the 
safety valve,” Kerry adds, “I have been giv- 
en assurances that they will try and con- 
struct the program in a way that minimizes 
unnecessary prison construction, includes 
modular prisons, and deals with the ques- 
tion of first-time non-violent offenders. I 
think we could open up a lot of prison 
beds through a more reasonable policy.” 

But Kerry says opposition from the ad- 
ministration has been intense: “Justice has 
been playing a lot of games. It’s very frus- 
trating.” 


More than a game 

One Massachusetts citizen for whom the 
government’s actions represent more than a 
game is Michael O’Rourke (not his real 
name), a Boston-area resident who is serv- 
ing a five-year mandatory 
sentence in a federal 
prison for attempting to 
buy marijuana from an 
undercover agent. 

O’Rourke had a full- 
time job and paid taxes 
for years, but he could 
not pass up the opportu- 
nity to purchase 100 
pounds of grass. No mar- 
ijuana was actually in- 
volved, just his money 
(which was seized) and 
the desire to purchase the 
illegal plant. But because 
he had talked with a gov- 
ernment agent about 
eventually buying a total 
of 500 pounds, he was 
charged with conspiracy 
to purchase that amount 
— triggering the five- 
year-mandatory sentence. 

“If the safety valve went 
through,” he says, “it 
would allow the judge to 
resentence me under the 
guidelines, which could 
give me a 14-month re- 
duction. I’m doing 60 
months. That’s not bad, 
there are guys who are 
doing life for marijuana, 
so I guess I’m fortunate. 

“The government claims the retroactive 
safety valve will cause them a lot of aggra- 
vation,” O’Rourke says. “It would help me 
out by giving me another hearing. The 
judge doesn’t have to do anything; he 
could keep me in. But that’s what judges 
are for. Sentencing guidelines take into ac- 
count my conduct. I would get a certain 
amount of credit for taking responsibility 
for my crime. Normally, that would have 
saved me a year and a half, but I can’t use 
it on a mandatory.” 

The conference committee is in recess 
until July 18. When it begins its delibera- 
tions again, FAMM’s Domenica Piscitelli 
hopes its members will realize the retroac- 
tive safety valve would do nothing more 
than give non-violent offenders the same 
rights as prisoners doing time for far more 
serious crimes. “Rapists and murderers are 
given good time and are released,” she 
points out. 

Piscitelli’s son is serving a mandatory 
sentence for dealing cocaine. 

“When he’s reviewed every six months, 
they look at his sheet and they tell him, 
point blank, that he does not belong there,” 
she says. “I’m not saying that my son and 
the rest of them did not do something 
wrong or that they should not be penalized. 
But the sentence should fit the crime.” 

Ted Kennedy laments that we’re 
“putting the wrong people” in prison cells 
that should be caging violent offenders. 
But as a leading member of the conference 
committee, only Kennedy may have the 
power to get them out. Q

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Gang anarchy 
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Authorities can’t get a handle 


on Asian organized crime

nder ordinary circum- 
stances, the brutal stab- 
bing of a Vietnamese 
youth in Chinatown earli- 
er this month might have 
| been an open-and-shut case. Here was a 
victim who was seriously wounded on a 
well-traveled street and, according to po- 
lice sources, knew his attackers. 

But three weeks after the assault, which 
police believe was sparked by a dispute be- 
tween two rival Asian gangs, no arrests 
had been made. And for investigators per- 
petually frustrated by the unwillingness of 
many Asian-American victims and wit- 
nesses to testify in court — or even to re- 
port crimes — the explanations are famil- 
iar: fear of gang reprisal, cultural and lan- 
guage barriers, and a mistrust of authority. 

Though the impediments may be well- 
known, city officials say the stabbing is 
also an indication of a change in the dy- 
namics of Asian-gang-related crime in the 
region. What used to be an enterprise 
controlled by well-established organized- 
| crime bosses who maintained a certain 
| degree of order among their ranks has 

disintegrated. 


Today, the traditional hierarchical syndi- 
cates that for generations controlled Asian 
communities in Boston, Lowell, Revere, 
and other Massachusetts cities are being 
supplanted by a new wave of impulsive 
street gangs that more closely resemble 
drug-driven, turf-centric American posses. 

It’s a trend that runs counter to devel- 
opments in other major cities across the 
country, where organized-crime syndi- 
cates in Asian communities have grown to 
alarming levels. In fact, the rapid expan- 
sion of Asian organized crime prompted a 
comprehensive probe by the US Senate 
Subcommittee on Investigations two years 
ago. The committee’s report, issued in De- 
cember 1992, concluded: 


Today, Asian criminal groups repre- 
sent a problem of dramatic proportions, 
both in the Unites States and interna- 
tionally. Indeed, Asian criminal groups 
are a major new threat confronting law 
enforcement around the globe. Such 
groups have become involved in a wide 
range of organized criminal activities, 
including narcotics trafficking, money 
laundering, bribery, business extortion, 
alien smuggling, home invasion rob- 
beries, computer chip theft, and credit 
card counterfeiting. 
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The report went on to say that the jus- 
tice Department “now ranks Asian orga- 
nized crime as its No. 2 priority nation- 
wide, just after La Cosa Nostra.” 

But at least for the time being, the so- 
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phisticated operations of the syndicated 
Asian gangs in Boston and nearby com- 
munities have ebbed. “It’s fluid in China- 
town,” says one law-enforcement source. 
“We’re all just waiting to see what hap- 
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pens.” The gang believed to be responsible 
for the Chinatown stabbing, he adds, “is 
one of the new ones coming up, one with 
no name.” 

A decade ago, when Chinatown was 
controlled by secret fraternal organizations 
known as tongs, the stabbing in China- 
town may well not have taken place. Orga- 
nization leaders, some legitimate business- 
men who also operated gambling dens and 
heroin-distribution rings, were wary of 
drawing police attention to their activities. 
The Dai Lo, or “elder brothers,” discour- 
aged senseless acts of violence among 
their affiliated gangs, which acted as en- 
forcement arms for their activities. 

That sort of discipline appears to be 
waning in the Boston area. Last April, for 
example, a 23-year-old member of the 
Laotian Boys was shot to death in Revere 
by an alleged member of the rival Blood 
Red Dragons two days after an altercation 


| in a pool hall. The alleged triggerman, who 


lived in Lynn, was arrested the following 


| day. And like many of the recent violent 
| episodes involving Asian gangs, the China- 


town stabbing stemmed from a petty 
squabble, according to law-enforcement 
sources. 

The randomness and volatility of newer 
Asian gangs in the region — such as the 
Tiny Rascal Gang and the Oriental Street 
Boys, in addition to the Laotian Boys and 
the Blood Red Dragons — pose a serious 
threat, according to police. But their dete- 
riorating ties to national and international 
syndicates give law-enforcement officials 
some advantages. One result, as was evi- 
dent from the arrest of the Blood Red 
Dragon member, is that local gangs are 
easier to track and arrests are more easily 
made. 

That wasn’t the case three years ago, 
when five Asian men were shot to death in 
a Chinatown social club on the same street 
as the recent stabbing. In that earlier inci- 
dent, police identified the assassins as three 
Vietnamese gang members who had ties to 
Philadelphia and Los Angeles — two other 
hubs of Asian crime activity. An official 


| from the Immigration and Naturalization 


Service suspected the three were part of 
the nationally syndicated gang known as 
Viet-Ching, a group composed of Viet- 
namese men who are ethnically Chinese. 
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But by the time the warrants were is- 
sued, the suspects were nowhere to be 
found. Police speculated they had already 
left the state, and perhaps the country. To 
date, no arrests have been made in con- 
nection with the murders. 


17th-century roots 

The decline of prominent Asian orga- 
nized-crime syndicates in the Boston 
area is a peculiar phenomenon, accord- 
ing to crime-watchers, in part because 
many have lasted for generations and 
had roots in and connections to so-called 
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enforcers have been known to punish be- 
trayers by hacking them with meat- 
cleavers and leaving them to bleed to 
death. 

Like triads, tongs are steeped in tradi- 
tional Asian culture. But in many cases 
they play more of a visible role in the com- 
munity. In the United States, many tongs 
are legitimate business associations with 
chapters in cities nationwide. Many tong 
members, however, also dabble in criminal 
activities, such as gambling, heroin traf- 
ficking, and prostitution, and use the 
tongs as fronts for their enterprises. In 
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CULTURAL BARRIERS and the decline of the traditional hier- 
archy have kept investigators on the outside looking in. 


triads and tongs that spanned continents 
and generations. 

Some modern triads — which exist ex- 
pressly for the purpose of extortion, pros- 
titution, smuggling, drug trafficking, and 
murder — can be traced to secret political 
societies formed in China during the 17th 
century. And as Communist China pre- 
pares to take over Hong Kong, in 1997, 
federal officials say, triads are expanding 
their worldwide networks to gain larger 
footholds in Chinese-immigrant communi- 
ties. Their ruthlessness is renowned; triad 


New York, three tongs comprise what law- 
enforcement agencies call the Chinese 
Mafia. 

The street gangs that have traditionally 
provided the muscle for the triads and 
tongs are known as some of the most fear- 
less and cut-throat groups anywhere. 

“They’re much more ruthless and vio- 
lent because they’re products of conflicts 
in Southeast Asia,” says Yon Lee, Boston 
City Hall’s Asian-community liaison. 
“Many of them were born and bred in 
refugee camps, and they survived. That 
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tells you something. And now they’re 
here.” 

The fierce social order imposed by the 
triads, tongs, and street gangs in Asian- 
American communities across the country 
has become accepted by residents, many 
of whom know life only under repressive 
regimes. And it’s that acquiescence on 
which Asian crime thrives. 

Store owners dole out “protection mon- 
ey” as if it were part of their rent. New im- 
migrants and children work 16-hour days 
in illegal textile factories. Immigrant wom- 
en are forced into prostitution to pay off 
fees charged for illegally smuggling them 
into the country. 

Concepts such as democracy, individual 
rights, and police protection are as foreign 
to many Asian immigrants as Happy Meals 
and the Home Shopping Network. In the 
countries from which many Asian-Ameri- 
cans have immigrated, the government ex- 
isted to protect the privileged. There are 
many immigrants who have lived in their 
Asian-American subcultures for years 
without ever speaking to a non-Asian. The 
notion of taking that one step further — 
reporting a crime to what is often a white 
police officer — is unthinkable to many, 
says Lawrence Turner, senior conciliator 
for the US Justice Department’s commu- 
nity-relations division in Boston. The divi- 
sion works to bring together various ethnic 
groups and law-enforcement agencies. 

And though, for the time being, the tra- 
ditional tong-tied gangs are being over- 
shadowed by young street gangs of myriad 
nationalities in the Boston area — be they 
Vietnamese in Dorchester or Cambodian 
in Lowell — Turner says the institutional 
fear among many residents is still palpable. 
“One thing is clear: they are being victim- 
ized by the younger folks because they 
know the older folks won’t report it,” he 
says. “And as long as they can operate un- 
der the protection of the community, they 
think they can do as they please.” 

Lee agrees: “Their anonymity and invis- 
ibility equates to invulnerability. And when 
there are no witnesses or victims to testify, 
there is no case.” 

For years, that cultural cloak allowed 
Asian crime bosses to operate relatively 
unfettered in Eastern Massachusetts. The

most prominent Asian crime syndicate 
was the notorious Ping On gang/tong. 
Said by law-enforcement officials to be 
operated by Stephen Tse throughout the 
1980s, Ping On, among other things, 
controlled the illegal gaming business in 
Chinatown. 

In the late 1980s and early ’90s, Tse’s 
impenetrable operation showed cracks. 
Tse ousted one of his chief lieutenants 
who was engaging in robberies and as- 
saults that drew police attention to Ping 
On. Tse also spent a year in prison after 
being convicted of running a high-stakes 
game in Chinatown. Sometime after his 
release, he was arrested by US authorities 
on racketeering charges. He is now in fed- 
eral custody. (Earlier this year, the FBI 
also arrested a former Boston Municipal 
Court clerk-magistrate who allegedly re- 
ceived weekly bribes from Ping On in ex- 
change for tips on impending raids of the 
group’s gambling dens.) 

Prior to Tse’s arrest, federal authorities 
in Boston convicted Harry Mook, a high- 
level tong member operating in Chinatown 
who was the past president of Hung Mun 
(the Chinese Freemasons Association). 
Mook was linked to smuggling proceeds 
of New York-based narcotics trafficking 
from Boston to Hong Kong. He also pled 
guilty to bribing Boston Police officers to 
protect his illegal gambling operations. 

Tse’s and Mook’s arrests sent ripples 
throughout the Asian crime community in 
Eastern Massachusetts, ripples so strong 
that an heir apparent has yet to surface. 

But the fall of Ping On and Hung Mun 
is only part of the reason that Asian-gang 
activity in the region has become so frag- 
mented and disenfranchised from tradi- 
tional tongs and triads, officials say. Attri- 
tion among other organized-crime opera- 
tions and the Americanization of the new 
generation of Asian gangs, many of which 
have diminished reverence for their crimi- 
nal and cultural lineage, also accounts for 
the current leadership void. 

“Some of the leaders got old and moved 
or passed on, and their power never went 
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beyond themselves,” Lee says. “They never 
passed it on to their children, and no one 
else could live up to it. There is a gap be- 
tween the older generation and the 
younger generation. The older ones don’t 
trust the younger ones, and the younger 
ones don’t want to wait that long to move 

p.” (State records show that 50 percent 
of Massachusetts’s burgeoning Southeast 
Asian population — an estimated 64,400 
— is under the age of 18. Those figures 
do not include Chinese 
immigrants, many of 
whom live in China- 
town.) 

The break from the 
traditional hierarchy 
within local Asian 
crime operations has 
clipped the far-reach- 
ing tentacles of some 
gangs. Without nation- 
al and international 
connections, large- 
scale heroin-traffick- 
ing, money-laundering, 
and immigrant-smug- 
gling operations are 
difficult to pull off. 

Nevertheless, even sana me younger 
Asian gangs are more akin to American 
street gangs, they still carry out some of 
the criminal activities that were the hall- 
marks of the tongs. Extorting money from 
businesses is just as easy for them as it 
was for their predecessors. Home inva- 
sions are still common in communities 
with high concentrations of Southeast 
Asians, such as Lowell, Malden, Dorch- 
ester, and Revere. Knowing the older gen- 
eration’s aversion to depositing savings in 
bank accounts, young Asian gangs contin- 
ue to burst into houses, brutalize the oc- 
cupants, and steal their money. 


Building trust 

Still, because the underground network 
that historically allowed such crimes to go 
undetected has waned, police are begin- 
ning to make tracks in once-uncharted 
territory. One way they’re doing that is by 
attempting to build trusting relationships 
with Asian-American residents. 

In Lowell, where the nation’s second- 
largest population of Cambodian immi- 
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grants and refugees resides (up to 
25,000), the police department has in re- 
cent years hired four Cambodian police 
officers to help bridge the cultural divide. 
Since then, the outbreaks of home inva- 
sions, shootings, and murders that put the 
community on alert a few years ago have 
subsided. And as information about crimi- 
nal activity and who’s behind it slowly 
trickles into the police station, more ar- 
rests are being made. The results, says Jef-

frey Davidson, an inspector for the Lowell 
Police Department’s community-policing 
unit, are significant. 

“Things have changed,” he says. “We’re 
making great inroads into the community. 
They’re working closely with us, and we’re 
not experiencing near the problems we 
have previously. Taking care of the small 
percentage of trouble is the key.” 

Boston Police Captain Robert Dunford 
reports similar progress in Dorchester’s 
Southeast Asian community, where there 
are as many as 10,000 documented and 
undocumented immigrants, most of 
whom are Vietnamese. Though drugs, 
weapons, and extortion are still common, 
he says that with the help of a new Viet- 
namese community-relations specialist, 
“we’ve had some luck in breaking down 
those barriers.” 

Boston, however, still has no Viet- 
namese police officers, nor any who 
speak Mandarin, the predominant Chi- 
nese dialect. But Lee says two tacks have 
proven successful in addressing the Asian 
gang problem in Chinatown: putting 
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Asian-American police officers, some of 
whom speak Cantonese (another Chinese 
dialect), on patrol in Chinatown, and vig- 
ilant efforts by the city’s Asian Crime 
Task Force to identify and pressure gang 
members. 

“We can neutralize them by piercing 
their invincibility,” he says. As evidence 
that their efforts are beginning to pay off, 
he notes that many gang members living in 
Chinatown are now plying their trade out- 
side of the neighbor- 
hood. 

It’s for that reason 
that law-enforcement 
officials believe a cen- 
tralized regional task 
force that crosses 
state lines is needed. 
Officials hope that an 
international confer- 
ence on Asian orga- 
nized crime — to be 
hosted by the Boston 
Police Department 
next March — will be 
a catalyst for such an 
operation. 

Though progress is 
slowly being made in combatting Asian 
gangs in Eastern Massachusetts, law-en- 
forcement officials continue to look over 
their shoulders. An unsettling reminder of 
the possibility of an outside takeover of the 
region’s once-flourishing Asian organized- 
crime network came just last September, 
when federal prosecutors indicted two 
members of the notoriously violent New 
York-based crime syndicate Fuk Ching. 
The members were charged for their role 
in attempting to smuggle 137 illegal immi- 
grants into New Bedford, an operation 
some law-enforcement officials saw as an 
attempt by Fuk Ching to test the waters in 
Massachusetts. 

It’s a prospect that continues to worry 
police, who recognize that they now have a 
small window of opportunity to prepare 
for what many believe is the inevitable res- 
urrection of organized Asian crime in 
Massachusetts. 

“Something could emerge from the 
street gangs or someone could come in,” 
says one law-enforcement official. “The 
situation could change overnight.” QO

A civilized solution 
to the horror of 
child molestation

hildren’s nightmares are haunted by demons, some 
‘ imagined, others real. I’m one of the real ones; I 
haunt the dreams of scores of children. You’ll find 
me in a Texas prison serving an eight-year sentence for 
molesting a single boy. That’s all the court convicted me 
of, but I have abused close to 200 children. 

In the United States, thousands of kids meet monsters 
like me each year. We prowl your communities, stalking, 
pouncing when possible, forcing children to endure de- 
grading, violent acts. We wear the innocent-looking mask 
of a father, a stepfather, an uncle, a cousin. We could 
wear the caring face of a babysitter, or a teacher, or a 
priest. I myself have worn various masks: brother, cousin, 
stepfather, uncle, school-bus driver, family friend. All to 
molest unsuspecting boys and girls. 

Scarcely a week goes by without another disturbing 
news report about another poor soul who was victimized 
by a child rapist. Listen carefully to the next report. Odds 
are you'll hear that this same sex offender had a past con- 
viction for molesting at least one other child. 

That’s because prison is not a deterrent for most sex of- 
fenders, and it definitely will not be a deterrent for me. I 
do not want to return to prison; I would like to be a law- 
abiding citizen. But the threat of being incarcerated for 
the rest of my life — and the threat of spending, as I be- 
lieve I will, an eternity in Hell — will not stop me from of- 
fending again when I am released. 

In fact, in many cases, prison intensifies sex offenders’ 
conditions by making us more savage. Whereas once we 
would “playfully” undress victims, we now roughly strip 
them. What was once inappropriate touching and “caress- 
ing” escalates to a full-scale invasion. What was fondling 
and masturbation becomes dehumanizing sodomy. What 
used to be a cultivated “relationship” that took time and 
preparation becomes an unplanned kidnapping and rape 
in which children are beaten, tortured, ravaged, and often 
found dead and mutilated, or never found at all. You see, 
sex offenders who’ve been to prison not only emerge with 
an appetite for violence but also learn a lesson about how 
to stay out of jail: make sure that the next victim can’t ever 
report them. 

I speak from experience. Lately, many of my dreams 
and fantasies have become more violent. My sleep is 
plagued with fantasies of raping kidnapped children in a 
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Removing the libido may be the only treatment that works

arry Don McQuay was once a child himself. From 

the innocence of youth, no doubt filled with the 

promise of life, he became an uncle, a stepfather, a 

school-bus driver, and a child molester. A self-proclaimed 

monster who haunts the nightmares of children, fearful 

himself of spending eternity in Hell. Who is Mr. McQuay 
and what should we do with him? 

To be sure, even the mention of castration has an ugly, 
jarring sound to it; it is an idea that polite people naturally 
shrink from. But as Mr. McQuay’s own words show, there 
is a terrible problem out there, and the ways we are cur- 
rently using to solve it aren’t working. So if castration — 
in any form, and even in combination with other measures 
such as counseling — strikes you as the wrong solution, 
keep thinking about the problem, because everyone can 
agree that putting people like Mr. McQuay back on the 
streets is crazy. 

Let’s be clear about the stakes here. According to the US 
Department of Health and Human Services, approximately 
two out of every 1000 children have been sexually abused, 
a figure that totaled 138,000 youngsters nationally in 
1986. A significant percentage of this figure likely reflects 
the prevalence of pedophilia in a given community. Be- 
cause of the driven nature of the disorder, an individual pe- 


dophile may make contact with two or three different chil- 
dren per week, some of whom may be teenage prostitutes. 
This can add up to hundreds of youngsters over a period of 
several years. Most pedophiles are physically non-violent. 

Let’s also be clear about castration. Many people believe 
that castrating a sex offender is like cutting off the hand of 
the crook. Not so. Cutting off the penis would be like cut- 
ting off the hand of the crook, but that is not what castra- 
tion is. Surgical castration involves removal of the testes 
only. When the penis is removed but the testes are left in- 
tact, a man will still try to have sex. If the testes are re- 
moved but the penis is left intact, a man is far less likely to 
attempt to engage in sexual behavior. Removal of the 
testes generally decreases the desire for sexual activity, 
rather than affecting the capacity to perform. 

The testes are the major source of testosterone produc- 
tion in males. It is the marked elevation in testosterone in 
males at the time of puberty that is associated with a 
marked increase in sexual desire and interest. Lowering 
testosterone levels can reduce the intensity of sexual desire. 

A man can will his right arm to move. He cannot will an 
erection. He can get an erection by thinking certain 
thoughts. Tragically, for him and for the rest of us, Mr. 
McQuay apparently discovered that thoughts and cravings 
about children are what arouse him. To be“afflicted with 
such a condition can itself be a nightmare. It is a condition 
that cannot be willed, legislated, or punished away. Re- 


ported rates of recidivism in the scientific literature for pe- 
dophiles who don’t receive treatment have varied consid- 
erably. It’s difficult to know whether a given pedophile has 
not re-offended or has simply re-offended and not been 
caught. Recidivism rates could, however, be as high as 65 
percent. This figure makes intuitive sense: if one goes to 
prison because of a sexual attraction to 10-year-old boys, 
there is nothing about being in prison that will erase that 
attraction. 

The good news is that lowering testosterone levels 
works. One Danish study reported a 4.3 percent recidi- 
vism rate over a period of up to 18 years among 117 sur- 
gically castrated sex offenders, whereas 58 noncastrated 
offenders were 10° times more likely to re-offend. A 7.4 
percent recidivism rate was reported among 121 castrated 
sex offenders in Switzerland over five years, compared 
with a 52 percent rate at the 10-year follow-up of men 
who had not undergone the procedure. Yet another Dan- 
ish study involving more than 900 castrated sex offenders 
followed for periods of as long as 30 years reported a 
mere 2.2 percent recidivism rate. 

Surgical castration, however, is neither necessary nor 
foolproof. Its effects can be reversed by taking testosterone. 
A better idea is so-called chemical castration. This involves 
n® surgery — it consists of injections that lower testos- 
terone levels. Compliance would not be a problem, because 
medications used to lower testosterone, which can be given 
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scares me. It should scare you, too. 

To reduce these crimes against your children, Texas 
Governor Ann Richards, for one, advocates more prisons 
and “harsher” sentences for sex offenders, especially repeat 
child molesters. Thus she’s pushing to enhance a solution 
that does not work, a solution that only means | will take 
up bed space in one of the many new prisons she is spend- 
ing millions of dollars on so that later I can commit the 
same crime. 

The fact is, prison is nothing more than an oversized, 
overpriced shelter for the homeless. Inmates are well fed 
and clothed, and have warm beds to sleep in — all for free. 
To sex offenders, loss of freedom simply means there are 
no children available to rape. But we can get child pornog- 
raphy, we can fantasize about the children we watch on 
television, and we have the memories of our past crimes. 
Moreover, sex is plentiful in prison. We substitute young- 
looking partners for children and let our imagination do 
the rest. 

Our victims, meanwhile, retain the searing, ghastly 
memories of abuse, memories that can last a lifetime. Who 
is punished more? 

According to Texas statutes, as well as those of most 
other states, child molesters currently in prison can be 
paroled. But a grotesquely high percentage of all untreated 
sex offenders rape again. Returning us to prison makes us 
stop — but getting us back in jail means that another child 
must first fall prey. The system returns a child molester to 
prison after he is captured by the in after the child-vic- 
tim has suffered the gccu. 
torture and savagery 
of being abused, af- 
ter the child-victim 
has endured a gruel- 
ing and humiliating 
interrogation by | 
strangers. Always 
after, and always too 
late to save the © 
child. By releasing 
criminals like me 
into communities 
without effective 
treatment, our jus- 
tice system now dooms countless children to abuse. And 
most child rapists get away with raping many children, 
some over and over, before they’re caught. 

There is a civilized alternative to this tragic cycle: cas- 
trate repeat sex offenders. 

Now, some good and decent citizens claim that castra- 
tion itself is barbaric. What is barbaric is what I have done 
to so many children; refusing to castrate me is barbaric to 
the children I will molest. Mandatory castration of sex of- 
fenders, whether for their first, second, or third conviction 
on a sex offense, is currently a violation of the United 
States Constitution because it is considered “cruel and un- 
usual punishment.” But no punishment is crueler or more 
unusual than the pain I have caused my victims. Voluntary 
castration is not unconstitutional, but no state allows it. 

The governor of Texas, as well as many other state gov- 
ernors, is well aware of the statistics and other information 
regarding castration, but she turns a deaf ear to my pleas. 
In doing so, she turns a deaf ear to the children who are 
my future victims. Criminals who want to be rehabilitated 
are rare, so it is inconceivable to me that those who volun- 
teer to be castrated are denied this treatment. 

I do not write as a scared or worried parent. I — thank- 
fully — have no children at all. I am scared for your chil- 
dren. When they have nightmares, let them be about the 
ghouls they see in horror movies or on the Saturday-morn- 
ing cartoons. They shouldn’t have to have nightmares 
about me. 

My next parole date is June 1995. QO 








by means of periodic injections, can readily be monitored. 
This treatment recently made headlines. In Florida, a legisla- 
tive attempt is being made to impose testosterone-lowering 
injections upon possibly unwilling repeat offenders. 

There is a precedent in this country for having people 
undergo medical procedures without choice. At one time, 
because of the danger of smallpox, everyone was required 
to be vaccinated so no one would pose a danger to the 
community. Convicted felons lose certain rights (for exam- 
ple, the right to bear arms). If it were clear that a commu- 
nity would definitely be safer with a sexual offender’s 
testosterone lowered, then society would likely have a right 
to insist that he make himself safe. 

Lowering testosterone is not a cure, a guarantee, or a 
panacea, but it might be far more palatable to a society in 
which many people are squeamish about mandating surgi- 
cal castration. In conjunction with psychological counsel- 
ing, most testosterone-lowering treatments are effective, 
especially when used to help individuals who want to 
change. With combination treatment — chemical castra- 
tion and counseling — we’ve seen encouragingly low rates 
of recidivism; one study found a 15 percent rate, but that 
figure is deceptively high because the study broadly defined 
re-offending to include nonsexual contact, like visits to 
schoolyards. 

Today most people still consider sexual offenses, even 
the many that are non-violent, to be more a question for 
the legal system than one in which science and medicine 
can play a useful role. But like it or not, it is a fact that 
more than 90 percent of incarcerated sex offenders sooner 
or later will be free. If legislation and punishment alone 
cannot fully solve the problem, medicine and science need 
to be called into action. And if society can be made safer by 
such means, why not use them? Mr. McQuay, we should 
remember, will be among us again soon. Q

riumphant Life Ministries sits 

high on a hill in the Green- 

dale section of Worcester, oc- 

cupying a sprawling Victorian 
with an ill-fitting addition hitched up 
to the back by the parking lot. 

The azure sky swirls with the gos- 
samer of mare’s-tails. Inside the Tri- 
umphant Life sanctuary, the usual ac- 
tivity — the saving of souls — has 
been supplanted by something more political: a “statewide 
education conference,” sponsored by the religious-right 
group Concerned Women for America and WVNE 760 
AM, a fundamentalist-Christian radio station. 

It’s a conclave planned with the conspiracy theorist in 
mind. “The Hidden Agenda Behind Education Reform” 
bleats a flier announcing the event. “Outcome-Based Ed- 
ucation. Globalism. Multiculturalism. ‘Parents as Teach- 
ers.’ School-Based Clinics. Lifelong Learning. Education- 
al Choice. Electronic Tracking.” 

Across the country, these phrases have become red 
flags, attracting religious-right activists with questionable 
motives. So heated have debates on these subjects become 
that Virginia Governor Douglas Wilder withdrew his 
state’s “Common Core of Learning” initiative last Sep- 
tember rather than face continued fury. In Massachusetts 
(see “Mass. Hysteria,” page 23), Pennsylvania, and other 
states, education reform in general, and the specific edu- 
cational strategy called outcome-based education (OBE), 
has been the subject of divisive political campaigns. 

Some say these activists are hell-bent on dissolving 
public education. “The leaders of the movement are trying 
to discredit public schools,” says Deanna Duby, director 
of education policy for the liberal group People for the 
American Way. “I think in the long term, they want to get 
public funding for private education, so they’re trying to 
stir up controversy.” 

And the National Coordinating Council, the unofficial 
political arm of the right-wing Coalition on Revival, 
doesn’t disagree: the council’s called for the abolition of 
public education by the year 2000. 

But that’s not something most religious-right groups 
admit to publicly. Instead, they characterize their mem- 
bers and their members’ children as the victims of a 
malevolent “humanistic” conspiracy. As the aforemen- 
tioned flier warns: “ ‘There is nothing concealed that will 
not be disclosed or hidden that will not be made known.’ 
Matthew 10:26 NIV.” 

Actually, what’s being made known on this day in 
Worcester is the apocalyptic fantasies of the presenters. 
Charlotte Iserbyt, a US Department of Education official 
during the Reagan years, barks out her barely coherent 
speech like a character in an Ayn Rand novel. “You may 
be looking,” she says, “at sex ed, drug ed, cooperative 
learning, critical thinking — which is Leninist! He coined 
the word, Lenin! No right, no wrong. Critical thinking! 

“Cooperative learning is Leninist, Soviet, communist 
type of working together, polytech system!” she continues 
at breakneck speed. “That may sound frightening to you, 
because communism is supposed to be dead. But the sys- 
tem isn’t dead, the word is dead.” 


In fact, there are a number of conspiracy theo- 
ries in the air at this convention. Speaker Samuel 
Blumenfeld puts forth the notion that educational 
innovator John Dewey took part in an interna- 
tional socialist scheme to “deliberately dumb 
down” America’s schoolchildren. (In addition to 
his appearance here, Blumenfeld recently ad- 
dressed a State House forum entitled “Are Public 
Schools Harming Your Kids?” on behalf of the 
John Birch Society.) 

Mildred Jefferson, MD, the only African-Ameri- 
can at this otherwise all-white event, believes sex 
education is a plot by gays and lesbians to recruit 
America’s schoolchildren. “How else do you orient 
a society and make it sex-focused when it is based 
in the Judeo-Christian tradition?” she asks, before 
receiving a standing ovation. 

One speaker, Tab columnist Larry Overlan, doesn’t buy 
into the paranoia and tales of left-wing subversion. He’s 
more of a conservative’s conservative, and he objects to 
the Massachusetts education-reform law because he be- 
lieves school governance should be left in the hands of lo- 
cal communities. But after he speaks, several women in 
the pews speculate that he’s an agent of Satan. 

“There’s a saying that everywhere the godly meet,” says 
one, “the devil’s there, too. And I think he’s it.” 

Given the inaccurate, hysterical assertions that pose as 
facts at this conference, it’s tempting to think of the atten- 
dees and speakers as some kind of lunatic fringe. ‘What 
harm could 100 right-wingers missing out on a nice day 
do, anyway? 

Quite a lot, actually. The religious right has long been 
obsessed with sex education in the public schools (“Pious 
Lies,” News, July 30, 1993). But its attacks on sex repre- 
sent little more than a tactical move in a long-standing 
war of attrition. By contrast, the anti-education-reform 
effort is nothing less than a quest for the Holy Grail — a 
chance to end public education in its present form and 
usher in a golden age of Bible-based schooling, subsidized 
through taxpayer-financed vouchers. 

Because this assault comes during a time of national 
anxiety over the state of public education, the danger is 
magnified. Despite statistical evidence that American pub- 
lic schools are doing a better job than ever, there’s a per- 
vasive sense that they’re not doing as much as their coun- 
terparts in Europe and Japan to prepare kids for the in- 
creasingly global economy. For every encouraging tale 
from an American school district, there are horror stories 
of Japanese and German 10-year-olds mastering college- 
level calculus during 12-hour school days. That such sto- 
ries may be atypical does little to assuage the worries. 
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Thus, the right-wingers are able to play off fears that 
the next generation of children won’t be able to compete. 
Members of the secular majority may not accept the 
right’s thesis that education reform is the handiwork of 
Satan, but it’s not hard to persuade them that “reform” is 
a euphemism for “frill,” and that what’s really needed is 
for lazy administrators and greedy teachers’ unions to get 
back to basics. 

It doesn’t help that the reforms the right has turned into 
a cause célébre are poorly understood, and often poorly 
explained by advocates. In fact, reforms like the ones listed 
on the conference flier have been introduced over the past 
20 years to address a host of problems and concerns faced 
by students and educators alike. Among them: technology, 
which evolves with blinding speed; the concomitant 
changes in the job market; and increasing numbers of stu- 
dents who are not native English-speakers, or who grow 
up in poverty, or in single-parent families, or in families in 
which the parents themselves are quite young. 

Moreover, the total amount of “teachable” material — 
literature, art, and science — doubles every three to six 
years, leaving educators with questions about not just 
what to teach, but how to teach in a way that will enable 
their students to adapt to rapid change. 

In the decade since the seminal report A Nation at Risk 
was released, public school systems across the country 
have sought to silence critics who charged they were 
graduating kids who could barely read and write. Ironical- 
ly, the reforms under fire from the right would, in many 
cases, require students to pass various proficiency tests 
before they could advance to the next grade level or re- 
ceive a high-school diploma. But rather than hail this 
trend as a return to basic educational values, right- 
wingers denounce it as part of a grand conspiracy.

"You may be looking at sex ed, drug ed, cooperative learning, critical thinking — which 
is Leninist!

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Here in Massachusetts, for instance, right-wing ac- 
tivists have denounced the newly proposed “Common 
Core of Learning” as “outcome-based education” and at- 
tacked it as a plot to turn children into socialist, world- 
government drones. 

“A lot of people don’t realize it,” says Ted Maravelias, 
host of the Danvers-based cable-TV show The Ted Mar- 
avelias America First Hour, “but this education-reform 
movement called OBE is a political, psychological manipula- 
tion of their sons and daughters.” Maravelias, who’s chal- 
lenging State Representative Sally Kerans (D-Danvers) in a 
second consecutive election (in 1992 he suggested she 
would go to Hell for her advocacy of abortion rights), helped 
spearhead an emotional battle over OBE in Danvers — a 
battle ultimately won by the pro-OBE school committee. 

The OBE controversy, a favorite of the John Birch Soci- 
ety, is particularly bizarre because OBE is nothing more 
than an educational philosophy under which curricula are 
designed to make sure students are proficient in certain ar- 
eas by the time they are promoted or graduated. In the 
business world it’s known as measuring outputs rather 
than inputs, and the business community, in fact, has been 
among OBE’s biggest supporters nationwide. 


Persecution complex 


A couple of things to know about these conference at- 
tendees in Worcester: 1) almost to an individual, they’re 
Christian fundamentalists with a recently ignited flair for 
politics; and 2) they imagine themselves the sole true heirs 
of the early Christian believers. 

Those early Christians, you may remember, were fed to 
lions; entombed alive in catacombs; subjected, indeed, to 
all manner of torture. 

And even though today’s fundamentalist Christians, as 
members of a civil society, are not barred from practicing 
their religion, these activists see themselves as the victims 


of social and governmental conspiracies! After Alt what’'St.. .1. 7 ; ‘ 

























a Christian-fundamentalist politico without a government 
plot against him? 

But Christians of this ilk have always prided themselves 
on their ability to dig out deception. So, in the lobby out- 
side the Triumphant Life sanctuary, vendors at display 
booths offer all sorts of skullduggery revealed. Like “the 
evolution conspiracy,” which will be unmasked, advertises 
WVNE, at a two-day creationism seminar organized in 
Worcester by the Southern California-based Institute for 
Creation Research. 

Or the press “conspiracy” against Christians, in the 
book Prodigal Press: The Anti-Christian Bias of the Ameri- 
can News Media. 

Groups like Concerned Women for America (CWA) 
and the John Birch Society also hawk their wares at the 
conference: anti-gay pamphlets with titles such as Making 
Sin a Civil Right and From Stonewall to the White House 
are displayed next to a host of anti-education-reform ma- 
terials, including a pro-voucher newsletter entitled Free- 
dom of Choice — ironic, to say the least, given that the 
groups present here represent the right flank of the anti- 
abortion movement. 

These small, isolated groups hardly represent the main- 
stream, of course. But because they share with the main- 
stream an uneasiness over the direction of public educa- 
tion, their influence could be out of proportion to their 
actual strength. According to Dick Elmore, a professor in 
the Policy and Administration Program at Harvard’s 
Graduate School of Education, the right has been able to 
capitalize on the anxieties many people have about the 
public school system. 

“People feel they’ve lost control of their children to pro- 
fessionals, and project their values and their anxieties on 
the education system,” he says, adding the right’s anti-ed- 
ucation-reform effort is part of a longer-term strategy to 
gain political power. 

“The main thing that’s fueling this is political ambition 
based on the discovery that people on the right can con- 
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Ithough battles over outcome-based educa- ' 

tion (OBE) and other reforms have been 

particularly intense in states where the reli- 
gious right wields clout, such as Virginia, Califor- 
nia, and Pennsylvania, a similar fight is under 
way in Massachusetts. 

Last year’s education-reform law requires the 
creation of statewide educational standards and 
goals, called the Common Core of Learning. That 
requirement has angered right-wingers. 

“The Commons Core of Learning is definitely 
OBE,” says Sandi Martinez, head of Concerned 
Women for America’s Massachusetts chapter. 
“From having studied it for about a year, as I take 
a look at how OBE functions, I have a lot of the 
same concerns most parents do. We're getting 
away from the three R's and focusing more on at- 
titudinal beliefs and behaviors, which isn’t why 
most parents send their kids to school.” 

Moreover, Martinez charges, local school dis- 
tricts are required to teach what the state requires 
rather than curricula they decide upon themselves. 
“T’ll quote Peg Luksik,” says Martinez, referring 
to the leader of the anti-OBE campaign in Penn- 
sylvania. “She uses an example of building a Cess- 
na airplane. The state tells you you can build it 
any way you want, but in the end it has to be a 
Cessna. So you’re allowed local input, but it’s a 
sham. It makes parents believe they’re part of the 
process, but they have to agree with the state.” 

According to Education Commissioner Robert 
Antonucci, though, parents have been directly in- 
volved in drafting the Common Core of Learning, 
a point that runs counter to Martinez’s charge 
that parents will merely be co-opted into carrying 
out the dictates of the state. 

“The process has been wide open,” Antonucci 
says. “We literally heard from about 10,000 peo- 
ple in group response, public hearings, and writ- 
ten comments. What we heard from some people 
was that we should just focus on academics and 
nothing else. From other people we heard it was 
too focused on academics.” 

Statewide standards ensure that students across 
Massachusetts receive the same high level of edu- 
cation, he adds. 

As to whether the Common Core is another 
name for OBE, Antonucci is philosophical. “I 
know there are religious-right people out there 
talking about OBE,” he says, “but there’s no com- 
mon definition of what that is. If OBE is wanting 
results and accountability, then the Common Core 
of Learning supports that notion. What we're say- 
ing here is there are standards and expectations 
we have for students. So it’s accountability-driven, 
but it still focuses on the individual.” 

Among other things, the most recent draft of the 
Common Core embraces such right-wing bugbears 
as teaching students lifelong learning, decision- 
making, and communication skills. It also calls 
for safe schools and neighborhoods, and a closer 
working relationship between schools and the 
business community. 

Not all criticism of the reform law is coming 
from the right. Progressives are uneasy about 
some provisions as well, 

“There’s a lot of potential there,” says Steve 
Bing, executive director of the Massachusetts Ad- 
vocacy Center, a nonprofit that advocates for kids 
in the areas of public education, health, and child 
welfare. “But we don’t think the law is great.” 

In particular, Bing is concerned about provi- 


. sions for tests. For instance, the law recommends 


“a 


something called a “determination of mastery” 
test in the 10th grade; if a student fails, he or she 
can’t graduate. “That's a little late to start remedi- 
ation,” Bing notes. At the other extreme, Bing 
charges that if a school discovers a fourth-grader 
is experiencing academic problems, there’s no re- 
quirement for the school to do anything about it. 
Still, don’t expect much of the controversy to be 
fueled by the left. If CWA’s recent conference in 
Worcester is any indication, the fire is going to 
come from the right. —LG 
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struct careers on these issues,” says Elmore. “Education 
issues are a training ground for people. They pass 
through school boards on their way to someplace else.” 

Elmore doesn’t doubt the schools need fixing. He also 
admits there’s no question that schools and young peo- 
ple today face crises that older generations escaped: vio- 
lence, poverty, drugs, teen pregnancy, and sexually 
transmitted diseases. 

“What’s driving a lot of this concern about public edu- 
cation is that people are worried about deeper problems 
than the schools, problems that have to do with distribu- 
tion of income and the problems of race in this society,” 
Elmore says. “Lots of research indi- 
cates that the best predictors of edu- 
cational outcomes and the problems 
kids face with drugs and alcohol and 
violence are highly related to social 
status,” he notes, adding that the 
schools rarely cause social problems, 
they merely react to them. 

In an attempt to solve these prob- 
lems, Elmore says, many people are 
looking backward to their own public 
schooling as a model: “A lot of parents 
think that what they learned in school 


school. And as a professional educa- 
tor, I can tell you that’s not all of what 
kids need to know. I think that idea is 
the biggest single constraint on trying 
to fix the schools.” 

There was no golden age of Ameri- 
can education, Elmore contends. 

“What people don’t realize is that we 

didn’t educate a large portion of the 

population in the old days. We didn’t 

get the high-school-completion rate 7 

above 50 percent until well into the 1950s, and now it’s 
over 80 percent,” he notes. 

Elmore says the schools will have to do a lot more to 
prepare kids for a changing world and the global econo- 
my, but, he asserts, “we aren’t going to improve schools 
by going back. We have a larger, more diverse school 
population, and in order to get everybody up to a higher 
standard, we’re going to have to do things differently.” 

It’s into this tempest of anxiety and social transformation 
that the soldiers of the religious right step, with heavy boots. 

As usual, they’ve analyzed the root of the problem. “To- 
day’s wave of crime and violence in our streets, promiscu- 
ity, divorce, shattered dreams, and broken hearts can be 
laid at the door of secular humanism,” writes minister 
Tim LaHaye, in a 1980 book, The Battle for the Mind, 
that’s become the blueprint for the right’s attacks on 
modernity. (LaHaye is the husband of CWA president and 
founder Beverly LaHaye). 

LaHaye cites the rise of the university system in Eu- 
rope, during the 18th and 19th centuries, as the source of 
many of today’s social problems. “Gradually the human- 
ists literally took over most of the colleges and universities 
of the continent and became the high priests of education. 
With missionary zeal, they taught their philosophic preju- 
dices of ‘No God — no absolutes — self-sufficient and 
self-indulgent man,’ much to the consternation of the stu- 
dents’ parents.” (No devotee of historical method, La- 
Haye offers absolutely no corroborating evidence in his 
book of parental dismay or the philosophic prejudices of 
early-university professors.) 


One step beyond 


Such work has been taken one step further by individuals 
such as Samuel Blumenfeld, Charlotte Iserbyt, and other 
leading lights of the religious right’s anti-education-reform 
movement. Both Iserbyt and Blumenfeld advance the theo- 
ry that modern education is a “deliberate attempt to dumb 
down” Americans and embrace world communism, and 
they see modern education-reform programs such as out- 
come-based education as an integral part of that scheme. 

“It’s becoming frighteningly clear that educational re- 
form through OBE is a major part of a sweeping Or- 
wellian plan to radically restructure all of American soci- 
ety along revolutionary socialist lines from top to bottom,” 
writes Iserbyt’s colleague William F. Jasper in the mono- 
graph “Outcome-Based Education: Skinnerian Condi- 
tioning in the Classroom.” The paper was a top-seller at 
the Worcester conference. 

“Deliberate dumb-down is all being planned by the ed- 
ucation establishment,” says Blumenfeld, who’s a popular 
speaker on the anti-ed-reform circuit. Blumenfeld is also 
a paid consultant for the Christian Reconstructionist 
group Chalcedon, which calls for the death penalty for 
“practicing homosexuals,” abortionists, heretics, blasphe- 
mers, and even disobedient children. (In a phone inter- 
view Blumenfeld denied his paid affiliation with the group. 
. “I’m a volunteer,” he told the Phoenix. IRS documents in- 

dicate he received $27,000 from Chalcedon in fiscal year 
1991, and $37,000 in ’92.) 

Blumenfeld also asserts that schools themselves are the 
cause of many social problems, despite evidence cited by 
Harvard’s Dick Elmore and other researchers. “The 
whole system is geared toward destroying the mind,” Blu- 
menfeld contends. “All of these young kids who are hav- 
ing kids out of wedlock were given public-school sex edu- 
cation, and we’re now reaping the harvest. That is what’s 
leading to the social wreckage we have today.” 

Blumenfeld attributes the “deliberate dumb-down” and 
the rest of the “social wreckage” to educational reformers 
such as John Dewey, who began his work in the late 19th 
century: “Dewey’s goal was to change America from a 
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capitalist, individualistic, religious society to a socialist, 
collectivist, atheist society.” 

Moreover, Blumenfeld believes the supposed collapse of 
American education is intentional, not just the result of 
poor oversight, incompetent teachers, lack of funding, or _ 
any of the other problems that sometimes befall the na- 
tion’s public schools. “Of course it’s deliberate,” he main- 
tains, “because all of this is being done by highly trained 
people. The system now is being run by behavioral psy- 
chologists. This is not something being put over by little 
old ladies‘on a back porch somewhere.” 

Scholars of Dewey’s work dispute Blumenfeld’s asser- 
tions. “Dewey’s objective was to create a balance between 
a child-centered curriculum and a curriculum-centered 
curriculum,” says Steven C. Rockefeller, a professor at 
Middlebury College and the author of John Dewey: Reli-

gious Faith and Democratic Humanism. “Traditional edu- 
cation had been curriculum-centered. Dewey was a deep 
believer in Emersonian individualism, and he believed that 
genuine learning only occurs when a child is personally 
interested in the subject matter being studied. He wanted 
American schools to build on children’s innate love of 
learning rather than to crush it.” 

But Blumenfeld is undeterred by such comments. And 
he doesn’t believe statistics that indicate Americans are 
more literate now than ever before. “In 1915,” he says, 
“the US Bureau of Education reported that in 1910, only 
22 out of 1000 children between the ages of 10 and 14 
were illiterate. In 1930, the illiteracy rate among blacks 
was 16.3 percent. What is it today?” he asks. “It’s proba- 
bly back up to 50 percent.” 

Indeed, recent US Department of Education statistics 
indicate that 47 percent of the adult population “demon- 
strates low levels of literacy.” But DOE officials say that 
you can’t compare literacy rates from the turn of the cen- 
tury with literacy rates today. 

“Our understanding of what comprises literacy has 
changed,” says Rod Pelton, a DOE senior educational spe- 
cialist. He notes that until the turn of the century, literacy 
was defined as an individual’s ability to sign his or her 
name. “Then, in the early part of the century, different cri- 
teria were used, such as the number of years of education 
someone had,” says Pelton. “Sometimes it was considered 
four years of schooling. So if someone had attended 
school for four years, they were considered literate.” Mod- 
ern literacy tests were introduced only 35 years ago. 

Nevertheless, Blumenfeld links literacy and the type of 
schooling popular in the early part of the century with the 
economic and social success achieved by many whites be- 
fore World War II. 

Again, Blumenfeld’s claims about education are contra- 
dicted by many scholars, including Stephanie Coontz, au- 
thor of The Way We Never Were, a social history of the US. 

“Historically, the main route to social success for immi- 
grants and working-class people in America was to drop 
out of school and get a job early in life,” says Coontz, a 
faculty member at Evergreen State College, in Washing- 
ton State. “Parents who had achieved social mobility then 
sent their kids to school, so sending your kids to school 
was more a mark of social mobility than a cause.” 


Changing job market 


Whatever function public education served in the past, 
its function in the present and the not-too-distant future 
will be, in large part, to prepare young people for a rapidly 
changing job market. 

“Technology is advancing extremely fast, and that’s 
part and parcel of the need for a new level of performance 
of kids in school,” says Harold “Doc” Howe, US com- 
missioner of education under Lyndon Johnson and cur- 
rently a senior lecturer at the Harvard Graduate School of 
Education. 

Howe says the future will offer most young people three 
kinds of jobs: “positions needing much more skill in deal- 
ing with machinery, and simplistic jobs that require no 
skill at all. There will also be more and more jobs in the 
service sector, which will require the ability to communi- 
cate with people, to work with people in groups, to dis- 
cuss issues and problems, and handle situations where 
people disagree and need to come up with a solution.” 

Unfortunately, says Howe, gone are the days when a 
person with a strong back could make enough money to 
support his or her family. 

To prepare kids for this market, many schools are in- 
troducing reforms that teach them how to work coopera- 
tively, solve problems, and, perhaps most important, learn 
how to learn. School systems are also attempting to 
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change their curricula so that the emphasis is on what 
kids learn, not on what teachers teach. 

Some of these innovations have come about through 
outcome-based education. But contrary to claims made by 
anti-reform campaigners, OBE is not one particular type 
of curriculum. It’s a system by which schools and school 
districts determine the education outcomes — or goals — 
they want students to achieve (for example, being able to 
balance a checkbook) and then figure out how the cur- 
riculum can help them do that, rather than developing the 
curriculum without an eye toward the goals. 

“The reality is that OBE is not a monolithic thing,” says 
William Spady, PhD, a sociologist and educator who has 
helped develop the philosophy. Spady is on the staff of the 
High Success Network, an independent consulting firm. 

The OBE method has been used with tremendous 
success across the nation, in places 
such as Johnson City, New York, 
and Arroyo Grande, California, 
where standardized test scores and 
high-school-graduation rates have 
risen dramatically. 

“We’ve had an outcome-based pro- 
gram for about six years now, and de- 
spite how some people have charac- 
terized OBE, we still have a fairly tra- 
ditional curriculum,” says Nancy De- 
Pew, assistant superintendent for in- 
struction at the Lucia Mar Unified 
School District, in Arroyo Grande. 

DePew says the teaching in her dis- 
trict has changed, though. Teachers 
now give kids more than one opportu- 
nity to learn the material, because not 
all kids learn at the same rate. And 
teachers understand now that all kids 
can learn what’s put before them if it’s 
taught correctly. 

“We used to have this philosophy 
that if you didn’t learn, it wasn’t the 

= = ~ teacher’s fault, it was the kid’s fault, 
especially if he or she didn’t come from a strong home,” 
says DePew. “Now we take each child where they are and 
know they can learn. It doesn’t look all that much differ- 
ent than the traditional education, except that we spend 
all our time thinking how kids can be successful.” 

And successful they are. Lucia Mar is the poorest school 
district in the county, with about 30 percent Latino kids, 
but the number of kids passing advanced-placement exams 
has become the highest in the county — up from 3.7 
passed AP exams per 100 students in 1986, to 32.7 in 
1993. SAT scores increased by more than 60 points in one 
year, and the dropout rate is down from 32.6 percent in ’86 
to 11.4 percent in 93. Moreover, the number of graduates 
attending college has more than tripled in the seven years 
between ’86 and ’93, from 22.8 percent to a full 77 percent. 

Critics have charged that OBE needs to be evaluated in 
national tests, but educator William Spady says there’s no 
way to do so, because each curriculum is different. 

Spady also says OBE’s been scapegoated. “OBE is the 
label the religious right has found for everything they 
don’t like. When you combine that with the religious 
right’s fundamentally different view of the world, their be- 
lief in government ‘interference’ and badly written goals, 
you come up with the idea that it’s a government conspir- 
acy of some kind,” Spady observes. 

“How else did a goal statement that said ‘Students 
should be tolerant of others’ become — within a week — 
‘There will be rampant homosexual sex in all classrooms 
in Pennsylvania’?” 


Forced political correctness 


“The two big concerns we have are further federal cen- 
tralization of education and that we feel that elements of 
the education-reform movement are usurping parental 
authority,” says Concerned Women for America’s legisla- 
tive coordinator, Lisa Nagle. 

Around the country, groups like CWA and the Chris- 
tian-right Citizens for Excellence in Education have been 
asserting that most of OBE’s desired outcomes — as 
many as 80 percent of the outcomes put forth by states 
and school districts — are “affective,” or pertain to ques- 
tions of personal belief. 

They contend OBE is a plot to force children into polit- 
ical correctness. The CWA literature on OBE asserts that 
students will be tested on whether they are “good world 
citizens” and whether they support homosexuality. 
“Teachers give reading assignments,” says Nagle, “where 
they say ‘rearrange the letters in the word ‘parents’ to 
spell ‘entraps.’ The outcomes may not be 80 percent af- 
fective now, but in eight to 10 years, they could be.” 

Still, observers say the religious right and its supporters 
hold a double standard, complaining when schools don’t 
impart the values they support, and then complaining 
again that schools should be “value neutral.” 

“Schools have been dealing with these issues forever 
and a day,” says Bill Steinhart, of the Pennsylvania State 
Education Association, the state’s affiliate of the National 
Education Association. Steinhart was active in the battle 
to support education reform in Pennsylvania last year. 

“First of all, it’s impossible to teach school without 
dealing with values,” Steinhart says. “When it comes time 
to deal with a reform package, those with an ax to grind 
for some purpose, like vouchers, use the ‘values’ issue to 
beat their drum. Some of the educational outcomes here 
were badly written. They talked too much about ‘attitudes 
and behavior.’ ” 

In fact, Steinhart believes there are other motives: 
“Many of us feel that a lot of their protests were simply 
aimed at discrediting the public schools. They don’t have 
to do with helping kids learn. They just wanted to create a 
climate in which. voucher bill would pass.” Q

lice K. (not her real initial) lies in bed, 
contemplating the nature of intimacy 
between women. 

It is the morning after, you see. Alice 
K. has spent the night with Elena Z., and 
they have been up half the night, making love (a fact that 
astonishes Alice K.) and then talking for hours, and the 
whole experience has left Alice K. more than a little 
dazed. 

Actually, Alice K. is stunned. Stunned! In a way, she 
thinks, the whole thing was a lot like what happens with 
guys: they’d had dinner together, and then they’d had a 
long relationship dialogue, and they’d ended up deciding 
that sleeping together probably wasn’t a good idea right 
now. And then, the way it just sort of happens once 
you’ve decided it shouldn’t happen, they started to kiss 
and . . . well, it just happened. That’s happened with 
Alice K. and guys her whole life: you think you’re moving 
in one direction and then — wham! — you just careen 
off the other way. 

But in another way, the experience with Elena Z. could 
not have been more different from an experience with a 
man. The sexual side of it had a whole different feel, in 
ways Alice K. can barely describe. Usually, the first time 
she sleeps with a guy, Alice K. gets all wrapped up inside 
her own head: she gets 
self-conscious and 
uncertain about how to 
act and worried about 
performing. Usually, at 
first, she also feels as if 
she’s watching herself 
from the outside, from a 
great distance, and that 
phenomenon creates a 
vicious circle of inhibi- 
tion that leads to passivi- 
ty that leads to even 
more inhibition that 
leads . . . well, generally, 
the first time isn’t very 
satisfying for Alice K. 

With Elena Z., the 
main word that comes to 
Alice K.’s mind is soft. 
She can’t say for sure if 
this was because Elena 
Z. is a woman and 
women are just physical- 
ly softer, and gentler, or 
if it had to do with Elena 
Z. more specifically, with 
some special sensitivity 
on her part. Whatever 
the case, Alice K. just felt 
very different, less detached from her own body, more 
able just to let go and close her eyes and give in to things. 
She still wasn’t very active — Elena Z. did most of the 
work — but she felt more present somehow, and this 
realization both reassures Alice K., makes her feel more 
connected to her own sexuality, and scares her to death. 

Does this mean I’ve really found myself on some level?, 
she wonders. Does this mean I’m really . . . She realizes 
she can barely get herself to think the word “gay” in her 
own head; that word, and what it might imply in terms of 
her definition of self, still seems too foreign and strange 
and way too big. 

She turns in the bed and looks at the clock; it’s just 
before 9 a.m.; Elena Z. is still asleep, curled up on her 
side with her back to Alice K. Alice K. looks at the soft 
curve of her shoulders, and the way her hair falls against 
the pillow. She doesn’t know what to think. 

They stayed up talking until almost 3 a.m., and this 
also amazed Alice K., the way the sexual intimacy flowed 
back into emotional intimacy and lingered, like a per- 
fume.

somewhat unresolved. For the last six months of it, Elena

Again, she was reminded of her relation- 
ships with men, the way a first sexual encounter raised

And what in the world 
would happen to her other relationships, to her romance 
with Elliot M., to her friendship with Ruth E.? 

She could have agonized about all this all night, but 
somehow she managed to feel as though these were 
questions she and Elena Z. could work out together, 
given the right combination of time and honesty. And 
slowly, gently, she drifted off to sleep.

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Thanks for nothing, Cecil. At first your column on 
condoms seemed long overdue: a concise rebuttal to the 
Christian right’s disinformation campaign about how 
HIV supposedly can readily pass through “pores” in latex 
condoms [June 3]. Too bad it took you only a few para- 
graphs to lapse into the kind of tired, false propaganda 
about “abstinence” and “high-risk partners” that would 
fit quite comfortably alongside the vitriolic bigotry in the 
pages of the Washington Times. 

You point out that the five-micron “intrinsic pores” 
scare is based on the latex in rubber gloves, not in con- 
doms, and you note the vast differences in how the two 
are manufactured. Good. You cite studies about correct, 
consistent use of condoms, a distinction the anticondom, 
antisex troops never draw while making the rounds of 
talk shows. Fine. 

But why skip the biggest hole in the “porous latex the- 
ory”? HIV isn’t some free-ranging microscopic bug; it’s 
an intracellular virus, and it’s the cells that would 
somehow have to squeeze through those fabled five- 
micron holes. 

And then, for you, it’s back to the same old idea that 
“only bad people get AIDS”; and for the self-satisfied 
schmucks behind Cecil Adams, bad people are evidently 
those who have sex outside the confines of a heterosexu- 
al monogamous marriage contract. “If you’re a gay male 
and in a high-risk group to start with, at least stay away 
from IV-drug users”? It must be quite reassuring to think 
of all queer men as inherently diseased and of all drug 
users as inherently self-destructive. Too bad that’s a 
crock. The queer men who have made safe sex a consis- 
tent part of their sexual lives and the IV-drug users who 
make a point of cleaning and not sharing their works are 
exercising a hell of a lot more self-restraint and self-pro- 
tection than the idiots who think they’re immune 
because they’re not in a high-risk group.

Great letter, P. In my more than 20 years of writing 
this column, it’s the first defense I’ve gotten of IV-drug 
use, which, to be honest, I do think of as “inherently 
self-destructive.” But I did not say “queer men” are 
“inherently diseased,” and you are vulgar to suggest 
that I did. I said they are in a high-risk group, which no 
one seriously disputes, and that though condoms signif- 
icantly reduce the risk of HIV infection, no one should 
think they will render you immune to AIDS. Discretion 
in your choice of sexual partners is a sound strategy 
regardless of your sexual orientation. That said, by all 
means use condoms as well. 

As for the substantive issue you raise, it’s true “the 
transmission of HIV by genital fluids most probably 
occurs through virus-infected cells since they can be 
present in larger numbers than free virus in the body 
fluids” (Jay Levy, “Pathogenesis of Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus Infection,” Microbiological 
Reviews, March 1993). But it would be wrong to con- 
strue this to mean that HIV is transmitted only by cells. 
When I spoke to Dr. Levy, he readily conceded that 
HIV may be transmitted as free virus as well. He did 
add that the viscosity of semen may hinder the passage 
of virus through the latex barrier. 

We could debate the technical stuff all day. My point 
is this: for whatever reason — pores, improper use, and 
so on — real-world research shows condoms don’t 
offer 100 percent protection against AIDS. Maybe not, 
say the AIDS experts, but if you tell people that, they’ll 
use it as an excuse not to use condoms. To which I 
reply: the arguably greater danger is that they'll use 
condoms the way some weight watchers use Diet Coke 
— as an excuse to continue dangerous behavior (for 
example, promiscuous sex, not gay sex per se). A friend 
of mind who died of AIDS attributed his illness to a 
wild weekend he’d once had. It is hardly antisex, or het- 
erosexist, to wish he’d stayed home.

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you ask someone whether 

she’s heard David Sedaris 

on National Public Ra- 
dio’s Morning Edition and that person 
says she might have but she’s not really 
sure, you can be absolutely, positively cer- 
tain that she has not, ever. 

David Sedaris isn’t like other NPR 
commentators. He’s best known for his 
first segment, in which he related the trials 
and tribulations of working as an elf in 
Macy’s SantaLand during the Christmas 
season. David Sedaris, in other words, is 
one odd customer. 

What is it that distinguishes him from, 
say, Cokie Roberts or Frank Deford? 
Partly it’s his indelible voice, disappointed 
and quavery, with at least a half-teaspoon 
of Peter Lorre mixed in somewhere. Partly 
it’s his hilarious observations, both 
tamped down and inflamed by the blasé 
delivery. Partly it’s that his commentaries 
are personal — they consist of selections 
from his diary, and he opens each one by 
reading the date. And partly it’s that at the 
end of each of his NPR segments, he’s 
identified as someone who cleans apart- 
ments for a living in Manhattan — which 
is true. Sedaris has no plans to stop clean- 
ing apartments, either. Isn’t that great? 

For a couple of reasons, it is. 

First, Sedaris, now 37, is a neatnik. Al- 
ways has been. Growing up in Raleigh, 
North Carolina, with five siblings, he was 
the family’s self-appointed Felix Unger. 
“My own bedroom was immaculate, a 
shrine,” he has written. “My sisters were 
not allowed to cross the threshold. They 
stood in the hallway, observing me as if I 
were an exotic zoo animal displayed in his 
natural habitat.” How this neatness jibes 
with his ability to be breathtakingly gross 
is a conundrum worthy of future research. 

Second, and more important, his choice 
of cleaning as a career suggests that he’s a 
regular guy — or at least an irregular reg- 
ular guy — not some enterprising jour- 
nalist or pundit. Further proof: he’s baf- 
fled by NPR’s refusal to broadcast the 
piece he wrote about an enormous turd. 

Sedaris moved to Chicago a decade 
ago, and it was there that NPR’s Ira Glass 
discovered him, reading aloud from his 
diary in a club. For a while, Sedaris read 
on a local radio show, but he got his big 
break about a year after he relocated to 
New York City. Glass asked Sedaris for 
something Chistmasy, and on December 
23, 1992, Morning Edition broadcast the 
eight-minute Macy’s-elf segment. 

All hell broke loose. Calls from Holly- 
wood, calls from publishers and talent 
agents, calls from listeners who appreciat- 
ed that NPR hadn’t edited out the part 
where Sedaris, by describing his ill-fated 
crush on a male elf named Snowball, 
offhandedly indicated that he’s gay. The 
response to the piece was so positive that 
NPR gave Sedaris a regular gig; once a 
month he now reads from his diaries on 
Morning Edition. He’s always both funny 
and profound. 

Little, Brown has just published 
Sedaris’s first book, Barrel Fever (196 
pages, $19.95), a funny-and-profound — 
but mostly funny — collection of stories 
and essays. When his publicist phoned to 
say Sedaris was coming to town to pro- 
mote the book, there really wasn’t any 
question about whether to go meet him. 
Imperative mission: to check the guy out. 
In what ways, if any, would he resemble a 
normal human being? What would he 
wear? What would he smoke? What 
would those eyes look like? How would 
that brain work, unrehearsed? 

Preliminary data: Sedaris is 5 foot 5, 
and looks and acts a good deal more nor- 
mal and content than one would expect 
from his radio pieces. He wore baggy 
jeans and a T-shirt the color of sludge. He 
smoked numerous Kools. His eyes tilt up- 
ward slightly at the outer corners, exactly 
the kind of eyes you might expect to find 
on an elf. He’s equipped at all times with 
a wicked rapid-fire laugh, of which he 
makes frequent use. 

As for his unrehearsed brain, the evi- 
dence is laid out below. 


. 

Q: For how long have you been keeping 
a journal? 

A: Nineteen years. I was hitchhiking in 
Oregon and Washington State, picking 
apples. And I wrote letters to people, but 
they had no return address for me, so they 
couldn’t write me back. So I just started 
writing to myself. I would read over it two 
weeks later and think, “This is really so 
awful.” So then I just said, “Well, I won’t 
look at it, because then it would be just 
too easy to be discouraged.” Even now, I 
go back through my diaries looking for 
material, but I won’t go back that far. It’s 
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me, having read The Women’s Room by 
Marilyn French, and, you know, quoting 
from it because now I really understand. 
And quoting from Joni Mitchell albums. 
It’s just as pretentious as you can possibly 
get. 

Q: How did you get from there to read- 
ing the journals aloud to audiences? 

A: I think I waited a respectable amount 
of time. I was living in Chicago, and there 
were these variety shows. This woman 
had a variety show, and you only had sev- 
en minutes in which to perform. I was 
writing stories by that point, but you 
could only perform for seven minutes, so I 
wrote something that was about 20 min- 
utes long, and, wisely, she said, “No. Sev- 
en!” At the last minute I read some stuff 
from my diary. It never really occurred to 
me to do that before. I rewrite stuff that’s 
on the radio now; it’s all rewritten. I think 
it’s pretty presumptuous to read a first 
draft. 

Q: And what was the reaction to that 
first reading? 

A: It went over pretty well. But then, 
also, you know, compared to the other 
things, compared to “Oh! You tufted 
fuck-puppet fancy/I want to be like Sid 
and Nancy,” you know, compared to that, 
a trained seal looks really good. 

Q: Are you surprised by the way your 
segments sound on Morning Edition? 

A: I don’t listen to them. I can’t! It’s 
like, when Little, Brown gave me a copy of 
my book, I thought, “Oh, that’s nice.” | 
would go to clean someone’s house, and I 
would lay the book on the bed and admire 
it in the landscape. But I could not open 
it. Because all I would see would be the 
mistakes. 

But, you know, enough drugs, and you 
can get over just about anything. So I’m 
at the point now where I can read from 
the book. I wouldn’t just sit around doing 
it, but for the readings and stuff I read out 
of the book. I can’t stand the sound of my 
own voice. 

Q: What’s better, reading your stories 
aloud or reading from the journals for the 
radio? 

A: I get more excited reading the sto- 
ries. When you record the stuff for the ra- 
dio, I must do like eight takes of each 
page, until every page is my enemy, and I 
hate it. And when I walk out of there I 
don’t care if I ever see it again. But in 
front of the audience — it sounds kind of 
goofy, but really — they fuel you up. You 
think, “Oh, I think this line might be pret- 
ty funny.” And when they laugh, then you 
say, “Oh, I was right. So maybe I’m right 
about this line, and this line, and this 
line.” On the radio, I can’t picture anyone 
listening. You know, it’s just an engineer, 
playing solitaire. 

Q: What do you learn about people from 
cleaning their homes? That must be a real 
education. 

A: Oh yeah. I don’t go through people’s 
drawers, and I don’t read their mail, but I 
don’t have to. I look at the underside of 
the toilet seat: tells you everything about 
their digestive habits. Their refrigerator, 
their medicine cabinet, their laundry. 
There’s one guy I clean for — I’ve never 
met him, okay? I go every other Friday to 
his place, and the last time I went he had 
42 pairs of socks to be washed. That was 
in two weeks! So this guy’s changing his 
socks — like, what? — three times a day. 
He’ll buy new socks and then he’ll have 
me wash them before he wears them. The 
second a pair becomes frayed, he gets rid 
of those and gets new socks. So I don’t 
understand — if someone’s that way 
about their socks, why do they draw on 
the inside of their shoe with ballpoint 
pen? He’s just got, like, doodles on the in- 
side of his shoe. So I say, oh-kaaay. Okay, 
how do these things fit together? Like, an 
obsessive desire for clean socks — yet, 
you draw on the bottoms of your shoes. I 
don’t get it. But I love thinking about it. 

Sometimes they’ll have CDs that I 
would never have. They’re not home, so 
you play the music and you lie on their 
bed and you think, “Then what?” You 
know, what else makes them what they 
are? Making a lot of money, for one 
thing. 

Q: Most of your listeners probably don’t 
realize that you've written plays. 

A: I would never call myself a play- 
wright. To me, a real playwright would 
write plays every day, whether they were 
going to go on or not, and he would per- 
fect them. I wait until six weeks before the 
play opens, and then I start working on it. 
I do it with my sister Amy [Sedaris]. She 
and I are the Talent Family, that’s what 
we call ourselves. We just finished our 
sixth show, which was at La Mama last 
winter. I was shocked. None of our previ- 
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ous plays got reviewed. That one got re- 
viewed in the New York Times, the New 
York Daily News, New York Newsday, the 
New York Post, Theater Week, the Village 
Voice. All the reviews, it was like I wrote 
them myself. We sold out every night. 
People would say, “I came all the way 
from Indiana to see your play, and we 
couldn’t get in.” We were so 
thrilled. 

La Mama gives you a chance 
— they’re not about money. 
But after the play went over 
well, we were contacted by a lot 
of people who were completely 
about money, and they were 
just really scary. It costs so 
much to put on a show Off-Off 
Broadway, and you know, then 
your ticket prices go up to like 
$36. And to my audience, 
they’re thinking, “I could spend 
that on pot.” 

Q: Describe this play. Where 
did it come from?

You know how 
sometimes you'll meet some- © 
body at a party, and they'll be 
really kind of nutty, and com- © - 
pletely entertaining, and you = #§ 
think, “Wow, I want to be 
around this person”? And 
then you see them a week lat- 
er, and they’re kind of re- 
peating themselves, and they 
just disappoint you? I like to 
get the characters in their 
perfect 20 minutes. You’re 
never going to see them 
again, you’ve never seen them 
before, but they would be the 
kind of people who, whether 
you like them or not, you 
would think they tell a good 
story. 

Q: Does living in New York . 
City provide lots of real-life chanmeers you 
can use? 

A: No more so, really, than anywhere 
else. I mean, if anything, you have a lot of 
access to lunatics in New York. But not 
the kind of hands-on access you might get 
in a smaller town, because you have to 
share them with too many other people in 
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New York: “He’s my freak! I’m doing a 
photo essay on him!” “No! I’m studying 
his characteristics for a screenplay!” 

I just always wanted to live in New 
York, always wanted to live there. I just 
thought that it would be the most glam- 
orous place in the world to live. And I’m 
not convinced that it’s not. 

Q: How did “Season’s Greetings to Our 
Friends and Family!!!” come about? 

A: I collect Christmas newsletters. And I 
got a great one last year. It’s this woman, 
she’s 60 years old, and she’s talking about 
her overbearing, controlling mother: “I at- 

ended a John Bradshaw work- 
shop, and I haven’t forgiven my 
mother, but I’m learning to learn 
0 forgive.” It’s printed out on the 
green stationery, and it’s all about 
how much she hates her mother. 
And she’s 60 years old! And then 
t the end, it’s, “Merry Christ- 
mas!” Everyone talks about their 
ast year, and they brag as much 
s they can. I got another one in 
which this woman wrote, 
“Christopher and I got married 
last January 15th, and the honey- 
moon was incredible, and we re- 
turned to our hotel room and dis- 
covered that Christopher’s par- 
ents had sent all these flowers,” 
and, anyway, at the end of the 
‘year, they’d gotten a separation, 
,it’s just not going to work out. 
. Then: why? Why the whole. . . ? 
~ You know what I mean? Why? 

I love the form. I love that peo- 
ple always refer to their computer, 
you know, “Our trusty PC, 
Snoopy II.” They name it. People 
think that if they have a computer 
it automatically means they can 
write. And that an exclamation 
point conveys more than words 
can possibly convey. It doesn’t 
matter what’s in the sentence, if 

“you put enough exclamation 
points at the end of it, then that 
means it’s a good thing. After a 
while they don’t mean anything 
anymore. You just start counting 
them: “There’s 20 exclamation 
points after this one!” 

Q: How have readers taken 
“Season’s Greetings”? 

A: That story was first pub- 
lished in New York [in NY Press], 
and I got angry letters to the edi- 
tor saying that perhaps Mr. 
Sedaris should go to Germany, 
where some skinheads might be 
interested in his Nazi philosophy. 

I found interesting, too, how 
hard it is to write any kind of a 
moral story when, like, I’ll read

And 
then men in white coats carried 
him away, and he had 37 elec- 
troshock treatments.

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Bombay Cafe 


A good-luck spot with 
nods to fish and fried foods

n a recent column I touted the fine 
Colombian food at El Cafetal, in 
Jamaica Plain, by explaining that it 
had been enjoyed not long before 
by Colombian soccer star Carlos 
Valderrama and other members of the 
World Cup team, then in Foxborough. 
The Colombians promptly went on a 
two-game losing streak, inspiring world- 
wide discussion about whether Latin 
American soccer tactics are obsolete. 

Fortunately, none of the soccer fans 
blamed the superb tostones at El Cafetal 
(which in the short term produced an ex- 
hibition victory over Northern Ireland, it 
must be noted). 

Since then, I have been urged to re- 
view a restaurant patronized by the Ro- 
manian soccer team, next opponents of 
the USA. 

Could I not check out some of the 
Boston hangouts catering to visiting 
baseball teams? 

Political challengers want me to review 
the lunchrooms on Beacon Hill; incum- 
bents suggest a visit to the 
hometown burger joint fa- 
vored by the opposition. 

Now that the Nadeau 
Curse of Culinary Approval 
has hexed the Colombian 
soccer team, everyone 
other fellow’s favorite food. a 

But as a critic, I cannot 
allow outside considera- 
tions — not even national 
security or Butch Hobson’s 
job — to determine my 
choice of restaurants to re- 
view. So don’t go thinking 
that I went to Bombay Café 
looking to do a favor for 
Pakistan, or hoping to 
clinch the case for Buddha 
over Kali. I was strictly in- 
terested in finding a good 
place for people to eat 
some Indian food, maybe before the sym- 
phony or a concert at Berklee. 

Come to think of it, all you musicians 
better stop reading right here. 

But for non-musicians, Bombay Café 
is a good-luck kind of place. Although 
the menu has little to do with Bombay — 
it’s the usual Punjabi-and menu we see at 
all the other Indian restaurants — there 
is some catering to Bombay’s historical 
tastes for seafood and fried food. 

We got started on this right away, with 
a menu special on shrimp samosas 
($3.95). The pyramidal turnovers were 
extra large but fried extra crisp and not 
at all greasy. The filling is quite a lot of 
tiny shrimp, stretched with cashews that 
are both a visual pun on the shrimp and 
a nice texture and flavor contrast. An 
easy-to-love blend of sweet spices, with 
lots of cardamom, made it even more 
memorable. 

For Punjabi bites, the “non-vegetarian 
platter” appetizer ($6.95) may be the 
best way to get samples of tandoori. I 
was particularly taken with the lamb ke- 
bab and chicken tikka, as well as the 
seekh kebab, a spicy lamb sausage. Here 
Bombay Café has catered to non-spicy 
tastes with a meat samosa as gentle as a 
Cornish pasty, and chicken pakoras that 
any child will recognize as nuggets. Fla- 
vor can be added, of course, with a sour 
tamarind chutney, a red-hot raw-onion 
chutney, and a fiery-green mint purée. 

Mulligatawny soup ($1.95) is here a 
purée with a good flavor of channa dal 
— pretty close to yellow split-peas. The 
South Indian feature of this one is a dry,

not-that-earthy lentil-like flavor. 

Tandoori shrimp ($12.95) is quite a 
good job with simple broiled shrimp. The 
six shrimp are large and reasonably ten- 
der, and there is an intriguing hint of a 
celery-like spice, perhaps ajowan, dusted 
on. 
Shrimp biryani ($11.95) is also a gen- 
erous dish, with real basmati rice. The 
strongest spice here is fresh ginger, 
which makes the pilaf seem as Chinese as 
it is Indian. 

A special on tandoori seafood jalfrezi 
($15.95) showed a kind of two-step 
Mogul cooking that has taken hold on lo- 
cal Indian menus. Foodstuffs are broiled, 
then reheated in a rich sauce. Unfortu- 
nately seafood can toughen under such 
treatment (the lobster meat in this one 
did that), and one less-than-fresh ele- 
ment (a piece of, perhaps, king macker- 
el) can harm the overall impression. The 
tomato-cream sauce was otherwise fit for 
a rajah, so this one might get another try 
on another visit. Another aspect that can 
easily improve was the rice, which was 
real basmati, but not well seasoned with 
saffron. 

The other special our 
night, tandoori tikka saag- 
wallah ($13.95), was out- 
standing. This is tandoori 
chicken (already a good 
idea) reheated in a spinach 
purée punched up with 
spices and cream. We or- 
dered “medium hot” on a 
night when Boston’s cli- 
mate was like that of India, 
and we got food that was 
quite highly spiced but not 
difficult to eat. I should 
add that Bombay Café has 
good air-conditioning in 
the dining space. 

North Indian breads are 
heavily featured at Bombay 
Café, and we enjoyed sev- 
eral. The stuffed nan 
($2.50) had a spicy mix- 
ture of curried potatoes 
and nuts inside. The mint paratha 
($2.95), a buttery griddle bread, had a 
refreshing hint of mint. Garlic nan 
($2.95) will take care of the diner who 
really wanted to go to an Italian restau- 
rant. The nans are tandoori breads, and 
some pieces are almost grilled, adding 
the toasty flavor of grilled pizza. 

I don’t usually recommend Indian 
desserts if there is a pastry shop or ice- 
cream parlor nearby, but Bombay Café 
had several good ones. The gulab jamin 
($2.25) — usually soggy, primitive 
doughnut balls — were here better than 
flapjacks on a country morning, with a 
fresh-cooked sweetness I’ve never be- 
fore noticed in this common dessert. 
Badami kulfi ($2.50), possibly the moth- 
er of all the world’s ice creams, can be 
icy, but here the coconut-pistachio-car- 
damom flavors are blended into a smooth 
sherbet with just a few bits of pistachio 
for contrast. Mango ice-cream ($2.25) is 
a new kind with the mango bits worked 
in. Delicious and effective. 

Masala tea ($1.50) is made, correctly, 
of boiled milk, water, tea, and spices, but 
it didn’t have enough spice our night. 

Bombay Café is a small storefront 
across from Dixie Kitchen. The decora- 
tion is nicer than one might expect, per- 
haps influenced by the nearby Thai 
restaurants. The decor is framed folk art 
— some like the movie Aladdin, some 
more PG-13 rated. The food, once you 
can pick out the underspiced from the 
fully flavored items, is useful to all sorts 
of diners. And the air conditioning 
works!

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Caruso's 


Caruso’s calls itself a “Pizzeria & Ristorante,” and boy is it ever. Just try 
to spend 30 seconds here without becoming aware of the very Italian pro- 
prietor, Don Michele Caruso. The knickknack-laden walls boast numer- 
ous photos of Don Michele, and the paper placemats explain that he came 
to America from Naples in 1961. Sometimes in a chef’s hat (and some- 
times with enormous cigars riding in his shirt pocket), Don Michele him- 
self boisterously mingles with the patrons, many of whom speak Italian

ian bread. Modestly portioned pasta dinners, such as the potato gnocchi 
($7.95) or the spicy-hot penne arrabiata ($8.95), come with a bland ice- 
berg-lettuce salad, but they’re also accompanied by a plastic basket of 
wonderful garlic bread, barely toasted, with tiny garlic slivers visible. Try 
the house specialty — the Zazza pizza ($6.95 for a small thin-crust; 
$10.95 for a large Sicilian-crust), which incorporates fresh basil and 
tomatoes, mozzarella, garlic, olive oil, and “special secret ingredients.” 
Caruso’s, located at 685 Main Street, in Melrose, is open Monday 
through Saturday from 11 a.m. to 11 p.m. Seating for parties of up to 
80 is available. The restaurant also does a strong take-out business.

t’s been 60 years since Frank Capra put Clark 
Bic. on a bus in pursuit of Claudette Colbert in It 
Happened One Night, thereby igniting not only ro- 
mance but the entire tradition of American romantic 
comedies. The film that launched a thousand more — 
from the Lubitsch and Hawks masterpieces of the ’30s 
and ’40s up through latter-day ripoffs When Harry Met 
Sally and Sleepless‘in Seattle — gets an anniversary 
screening (as well as a spanking new 35mm print) next 
Sunday at the Brattle Theatre as part of “Laughter in 
the Dark: Four Decades of American Comedy.”

Clowns of horror 


ou’ve heard of from Russia with love. How 
about from Canada with blood? Compared to 
America the homicidal, our neighbor to the 
north is supposed to be safer. But the Canadian come- 
dy team of Mump (Michael Kennard) and Smoot 
(John Turner) advertise themselves as clowns of hor- 
ror, bozos of the apocalypse. Absurdist pieces such as 
Caged and Ferno, which the duo are bringing to Cam- 
bridge as part of the American Repertory Theatre’s 
Wide World of Comedy, are closer to Beckett than to 
the circus. Moreover, while Mump and Smoot wait for 
Godot, one of them is usually getting the crap beaten 
out of him. And audiences find the mayhem hilarious. 
“There aren’t buckets of blood, just a little,” explains 
Kennard. “The thing about clowning is that if you do 


it’s funny because we look like clowns. Historically, the 
idea of the clown has been somebody who entertains at 
birthday parties or circuses. We cover the full range of 
emotions, or at least try to, so it isn’t always happiness 
and slapstick. All of our phobias boil down to the fear 
of death.” 

The trick is to make our terror of the hereafter hu- 
morous. The gibberish-speaking Canadian knotheads 
say they pull it off by fusing violence and buffoonery. 
“If somebody did what we do in a play,” says Kennard, 
“people would perceive it as real and there would be 
gore. In that case it would be called violence. When 
clowns do it in the circus context, it is a gag. What we 
do is a sort of in-between thing in that it does become 
horrific, but it’s also comical. We are pretty fundamen- 
tal, we don’t make an awful lot of sociological/political 
points with our humor. We attack fundamental levels 


Turner adds that audience empathy is also necessari- 
ly — it’s what separates Mump and Smoot from the 
more ghoulish forms of black humor. “In really nihilis- 
tic comedy there isn’t a lot of emotional attachment on 
the part of the audience. We have plenty of bloody 
gags, but, as a rule, if it is that kind of gag, such as 
cutting off an arm or something like that, it has a really 
good chance of being cut because it doesn’t contribute 
to the emotional throughline of the plot. If I get hit 
over the head and the audience doesn’t care, it usually 
gets cut. The bit, not the head.” 

Mump and Smoot’s Ferno and Caged will play in rep 
as part of the American Repertory Theatre’s Wide 
World of Comedy, July 7 through 24, at the Loeb Dra- 
ma Center.

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Fresh Fish 


Director Rose Troche pulls 
in the catch of the day

s Go Fish the movie that will finally 
make mainstream cinema safe for 
lesbianism (or vice versa)? Who 
knows, but for lesbian viewers used 
to taking whatever they can get, or 
anyone else who’s starved for romantic 
comedy in this season of live-action car- 


toon characters, Go Fish should prove a 
welcome treat. It also proves first-time 
writer/director Rose Troche one of the 
most promising of today’s young, inde- 
pendent filmmakers. 

Thank goodness Go Fish isn’t one of 
those movies where the characters ago- 
nize over coming out of the closet. Ev- 
eryone in the film’s coterie of Chicago 
lesbians is out and well adjusted, thank 
you, and has moved on to the more 
pressing problem of finding Ms. Right, 
or at least Ms. Right Now. There’s 
Daria, who'll sleep with anyone (even the 
occasional man). Daria’s roommate Ely 
has a tenuous relationship with a woman 
in Seattle. Daria and Ely have a friend 
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Kia who’s a college professor; she’s been 
seeing a lot of Evy, who has left her hus- 
band of 10 years to live with her mother, 
though that relationship will be strained 
to the breaking point when Mom finds 
out about Kia. 

Then there’s the film’s heroine, Max, 
Kia’s roommate and former student. At 
24, Max is already despairing of finding 
her one true love. Played by co-screenwrit- 
er Guinevere Turner (who wrote her char- 
acter’s effusive, resonant, rueful voiceover 
monologues), Max is as fresh-faced and 
neurotic a romantic lead as you could wish 
for, a Woody Allen character in a back- 
ward baseball cap and T-shirt. 

Kia, who thinks Max has unrealistic ex- 
pectations (she refers to Max’s dream girl 
as “hip-hop Barbie”), connives with Evy 
and Daria to fix Max up with Ely. But do 
white homegirl Max, with her strategically 
pierced body parts, and crunchy hippie 
Ely, with her 100 different kinds of tea (all 
decaffeinated), have anything in common? 
Can Max set aside her romantic dreams 
long enough to see the potential in the un- 
likely person of Ely? What will Max do 
when she learns about Ely’s Seattle sweet- 
heart? Is Ely truly attached to said sweet- 
heart, or is she just an excuse to help Ely 
avoid commitment? Do you believe in 
happy endings? 

Troche is aware of the conventions of 
her girl-meets-girl, girl-loses-girl, girl- 
gets-girl plot, but she tweaks them 
enough to keep them interesting. For one 
thing, Ely makes a most unusual object of 
desire. She’s tall, gawky, and bespecta- 
cled — even Max finds her ugly at first. 
The severe buzzcut she gets later doesn’t 
help, though Max is touched by her awk- 
ward attempt to be hip. As played by V.S. 
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Brodie, Ely finally becomes endearing in 
her earnest geekiness, so that it makes 
sense that Max could discover something 
erotic in the task of clipping Ely’s nails. 

Troche also detours from her otherwise 
straightforward and simple plot with a se- 
ries of talking-head discussions (usually 
by Kia, Evy, and Daria). These digres- 
sions from the romantic comedy (as well 
as black-and-white cinematography by 
Ann Rossetti that’s surprisingly elegant, 
given the low budget) lead critics to in- 
evitable comparisons between Go Fish 
and Spike Lee’s debut, She’s Gotta Have 
It. As in Lee’s film, these sociological 
asides are often funny, sometimes la- 
bored. There’s one segment that is both, 
in which Daria is put on mock trial by a 
jury of politically correct lesbians for 
sleeping with a man. It’s a smart, chilling 
piece of dark satire, but it goes on long 
after it’s made its point, and its relevance 
to the central tale seems marginal. 

Still, what makes the film unique is its 
all-lesbian milieu, a multicultural ensemble 
like that of Alison Bechdel’s comic strip 
Dykes To Watch Out For that is no less rich 
in character or variety for not including 
any men or straight women. The conspira- 
torial asides begin to evoke a sense of com- 
munity, of support through humor. Two of 
the most amusing discussions are Kia’s 
classroom session on celebrity lesbians (al- 
leged or out) and the group brainstorm 
trying to come up with slang terms for the 
vagina that are less goofy than “honeypot.” 
Troche’s work here may or may not mark 
the emergence of a lesbian film aesthetic, 
but it does announce the arrival of a fresh 
personal sensibility. And sensibility, like 
lesbian films and romantic comedies, is a 
rare fish in the cinematic sea. Q 














More than lesbian chic 


that surrounds Go Fish — her writing/directing 

debut, which has the potential to be the biggest 
crossover success yet among lesbian-themed movies — 
is more an accident of luck and timing than talent. It’s 
just a coincidence, she says, that her girl-meet-girl ro- 
mantic comedy is being released as the so-called “les- 
bian chic” trend crests. 

“I've been making this film for three years. It was go- 
ing to come out whenever it got done,” Troche (it’s pro- 
nounced “tro-SHAY”) explains. “It’s not like, ‘Ooh, k.d. 
lang’s just come out! Let me hurry up and get my film 
out!’ I only just finished Go Fish. It hasn't been sitting 
around. It’s a good thing that Goldwyn released it right 
away.” 

Troche acknowledges that Go Fish was one of “the 
most talked-about, most liked films at Sundance,” 
where Goldwyn’s purchase made it the first movie at 
this year’s festival to find a distributor. But she at- 
tributes its success there to the dearth of comedies in 
the competition. “Sundance was so surprising. There 
had never been any thought about crossover.” 

In fact, the main worry of Troche and co-screenwrit- 
er/star Guinevere Turner was whether lesbians would 
like it, which meant they had to navigate the political- 
correctness minefields. “Those fears about being PC, 
being likable, don’t just come from oneself, they come 
from without as well. There was a certain amount of

‘Those things shouldn’t be talked about.’ * 

For instance, the scene in the film that exposes the in- 
tolerance among some lesbians toward lesbians who 
sleep with men had its echoes among the largely lesbian 
crew. “One of the hardest things was the decision of 
whether Daria should sleep with a man or not. I’m hap- 
py we included it, finally. But even behind the scenes, 
there were crew people and one of the actresses who 
said, ‘If that scene’s included, I’m not finishing this film 
with you.’ That’s when we got really adamant about in- 
cluding it. We were like, ‘Fuck you, fuck you! Like 
you’d quit a project for this, and you’ve done that same 
thing! I can’t believe your ass!’ ” 

Troche realizes that the rarity of lesbian films puts a 
lot of pressure on her film. “Go Fish has to take the 
weight of what is such a multifaceted community of 
people. Go Fish doesn’t speak to every lesbian. It’s not 
at all the universal, the most honest depiction of lesbian 
life, as the poster will say. This is fiction. Reviewers are 
like, ‘I saw it with a lesbian friend of mine, and I liked it, 
but she didn’t. She said it didn’t speak to her at all. She 
said, “Why do they have to be so in-your-face?” ’ Or, 
‘She said, “Why can’t they be more daring?” ’ You can- 
not please everyone.” 

Go Fish’s audacity in confronting taboos, its genre, its 
style, and its low-budget indie origins have raised com- 
parisons to another first film, Spike Lee’s She’s Gotta 
Have It. Troche remarks, “I’m more comfortable with 


that than with getting compared to Slacker or slacker 
films.” The 30-year-old Troche is, however, part of the 
media-saturated, irony-minded, genre-twisting wave of 
young, independent directors. “We're such savvy view- 
ers. Independent filmmakers of this generation are 
learning to play with images more. I still think it’s not 


enough. 

She doubts that Go Fish will achieve any more main- 
stream notoriety or commercial success than did Lee’s 
film, whose audience was still mostly black. “I don’t 
know if Go Fish is going to do what they claim. Eighty 
percent of the audience will probably be lesbian.” 

After all, it’s assumed that lesbians are so desperate to 
see their lives on screen that they'll flock to any lesbian 
film. “I heard something at Sundance, if you starve ’em 
long enough, they’ll eat anything. We don’t care what 
piece of shit movie you make, they’re going to go out 
and see it. To some degree they’re right. That wasn’t my 
attitude in making Go Fish. | was never thinking I could 
relax because I had a guaranteed audience. To give the 
lesbian audience credit, I think that’s going to happen 
less and less.” 

An irony for Troche is that the person who stands to 
benefit most from Go Fish’s likely success is Turner, her 
star (and ex-girlfriend). “She has the most financially 
promising caréer in front of her, probably more promis- 
ing than mine, because of her acting. She has a charis- 
ma that comes through on screen. Also, though, there’s 
the harsh reality that she is the most marketable com- 
modity in Go Fish. She is the most mainstream-looking 
character in that movie. It’s almost looksist, but that’s 
the way the world is.”

Jeff Bridges and Tommy Lee 
Jones sift through the wreckage

ou can learn a lot from a 
movie’s opening credits, not 
just from the names listed 
but from the sequence itself. 
The hit thriller Speed opens 
with an interminable shot of a descending 
elevator, and sure enough the film unreels 
its absurd theme-park-ride premise with the 
same relentless regularity. Similarly, Blown 
Away, which is essentially the same film, 
gives itself away within its first few minutes. 

The name of the director should be 
tipoff enough — Stephen Hopkins has 
graced the screen with such masterpieces 
as Judgment Night, Predator 2, and Night- 
mare on Elm Street 5: The Dreamchild. 
But the opening image, an aerial shot of a 
storm-lashed, cruciform prison off the 
coast of Northern Ireland backed by the 
keening laments of chanting monks, lets 
us know we’re in for real trouble. Unlike 
Speed, which dispenses with such niceties 
as style, acting, character, and plausibility 
to deliver mindless noise and action, 
Blown Away is meant to be profound, so- 
phisticated, complex — a tale of good, evil 
and redemption deepened with religious, 
and cultural allusions and arty photogra- 
phy. As a result, it’s a mess. Pretentious, 
ludicrous, incoherent, and dull, it’s an em- 
barrassment for all involved. 

The embarrassment begins with last 
year’s Best Supporting Actor Oscar win- 
ner, Tommy Lee Jones. He’s Ryan Gaeri- 
ty, an Irish terrorist locked up in the 
abbey-like prison of the opening for a 
decade and a half after a botched bomb 
job. Long-haired, quasi-mystical, and de- 
ranged, he’s a Gaelic Hannibal Lecter, a 
creature of superhuman evil and charis- 
matic appeal. As played by an out-of-con- 
trol Jones, though, he’s a boring, affected 
clown, one of the screen’s most risible 
murderous megalomaniacs since Marlon 
Brando’s Kurtz in Apocalypse Now. 

An oversized leprechaun with a giddy 
repartee that includes whimsical toys and 
quotations from “The Love Song of J. Al- 
fred Prufrock,” Gaerity also has his mo- 
ments of quiet reflection, his eyes filling 
with tears as his face lights up with the 
flames of his latest abomination. Mostly, 
though, he’s a genius at bomb making, as 
he quickly demonstrates by constructing 
one out of a toilet bowl, a condom, and 








some mattress stuffing. He blows a hole in 
the wall of his cell and flees across the sea 
to IRA-friendly Boston. 

There, Jeff Bridges is having troubles of 
his own, not least of all with his accent (ev- 
erybody does; it’s a good thing the city is 
so beautifully shot by cinematographer Pe- 
ter Levy or you’d think you were in Stock- 
holm). He’s Boston Bomb Squad officer 
Jimmy Dove, and his latest televised hero- 
ics have almost shoved him off the deep 
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end. He wants to quit, but Gaerity by 
chance catches his face on the news and 
recalls an old vendetta (let’s say Jimmy 
wasn’t always a Dove, and there’s a reason 
for his erratic accent, not just Bridges’s 
shockingly bad performance on the heels of 
his brilliant job in Fearless). Lame implau- 
sibility meets gratuitous coincidence, and 
with implacable predictability Gaerity starts 
blowing up Dove’s buddies on the squad. 
Time and again Dove realizes too late 
that a diabolical device is about to go off; 
time and again Gaerity calls to taunt him 
with his demented Lucky Charms accent. 
Neither the hero nor the victims display 
any brains or resourcefulness in fighting 
the bad guy, and the filmmakers help them 
out with neither speakable dialogue nor 
narrative ingenuity. In place of suspense, 
they offer “atmosphere” and “psychology” 
— clearly they had In the Line of Fire in 
mind when they made this, neglecting to 
provide the characterizations that made 
that film so rewarding. Other inspirations 
appear to have been The Crying Game and 
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the Book of Revelation; Blown Away gets 


more Christian iconography than Bergman | 


or Southie during Easter Week, and like | 


the IRA background and the film’s talent- 


ed cast, it’s bogus window dressing for an | 


inept narrative. 


Among the actors wasted is Suzy Amis | 


playing Dove’s bride, Kate; after her tour 
de force in The Ballad of Little Jo, her 
highlights here are playing violin for the 
Pops, getting chased through Beacon Hill 
in a jeep, and watching Tommy Lee Jones 
make a fool of himself with a bag of crabs 
on the beach. Jeff’s dad, Lloyd Bridges, 
must have been longing for a return to the 
wet suit while playing Dove’s bandy- 
legged Irish buddy who ends up in a paro- 
dy of the crucifixion. After a while, even 
the explosions grow wearisome; we’ve 
seen them all already during the massive 
hype during the film’s production here last 
summer. With the traffic jams and broken 
windows we’ve already paid our dues; it’s 
asking too much to expect us to watch this 
dud of a movie. QO

Hopkins encouraged Jones to find the humor in 
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Tommy Lee sounds off 


ommy Lee Jones rolls into a room like bad 

weather. The Oscar winner strikes fear into the 

hearts of young studio flaks, who fetch his cof- 
fee with trembling hands, and terrorizes journalists, who 
are reduced to babbling questions like “Do you like 
Texas?” and “What makes you happy?” 

His answers (“Yes” and “My family”) don’t give much 
away. When asked whether his reputation as a bully is 
unfounded, he glares and says, “I won’t respond to that. 
I won’t dignify that by answering.” The actor will appear 
in five films this year, but he is less concerned with over- 
work than with overexposure: “I think I’ve given too 
many biographical interviews to too many people.” 

Jones is more effusive on the subject of what ticks 
him off, like the script for Blown Away. In taking on the 
role of an escaped Republican bombmaker, he expected 
the movie to deal with the Irish troubles head on. He’s 
disappointed that it doesn’t. He told the film’s produc- 
ers that the script “seemed politically vague and ambiva- 
lent, and they said oh no, we're going to fix all that.” 

Did they? “No,” Jones says bluntly. “What about 
racism, colonialism, and imperialism in Western Europe 
in the 20th century. Does it exist? If so, why? If not, 
why not? Why don’t we deal with that? They said, ‘No, 


no, no, we don’t want to be that specific.’ Then why is 
everyone Irish? Why are we in Boston? They said, 
‘Never mind.’ ” 

Blown Away’s producers said they never saw the pic- 
ture as a political story; to producer Pen Densham, the 
movie is “a concert of emotions” about an altruistic hero 
with a richly textured personal life. Like Trilogy’s earlier 
films, Robin Hood: Prince of Thieves and Backdraft, 
Densham says, Blown Away “asks the question, who’s 
going to step between you and the devil?” Director 
Stephen Hopkins, the only one among the filmmakers to 
express sympathy with the Republican cause, was not in- 
terested in making a political thriller. “I don’t know what 
it’s like to be on the bomb squad, but I know what it’s 
like to be a man in love. I hope there’s love in the film.” 

Jones was also troubled by similarities between his 
role and the character played by John Malkovich in In 
the Line of Fire. “There came a point when we were in 
danger of having parallel ideas, or using someone else’s 
ideas.” So before shooting began, he requested that 
Gaerity not be depicted as another master of disguise, 
and a planned scene in which he poses as a mailman 
was omitted. Instead he focused on the effect that 25 
years in prison might have on an already obsessed man. 


Gaerity, even going so far as to direct him to play one 
scene “like Jerry Lewis.” The result is a scarily off-kilter 
comic performance: Gaerity taunts the hero with video- 
tapes featuring weird masks, stuffed animals, and bomb 
threats, and he engages the hero’s young daughter with 
an impromptu puppet show featuring live crustaceans. 

“Gaerity used to have friends,” Jones says. “He used 
to be a kid. There used to be peace.” The actor’s rapport 
with children was also on display in 1993’s House of 
Cards, a performance he’s particularly proud of. “I liked 
the idea of playing a child psychiatrist. 1 don’t often get a 
chance to play those roles. I should do more of it.” 

To prepare for the role in Blown Away, Jones worked 
with a dialect coach, read prison memoirs by Paul Hill 
(a technical adviser for the film) and Bobby Sands, and 
followed his Irish friends around. The hardest task 
among those? “Following my Irish friends around.” 

After completing Ron Shelton’s biographical film 
about Ty Cobb, Jones is set to direct a movie based on 
The Good Old Boys, a novel by Texas writer Elmer Kel- 
ton. Later this summer, he can be seen in The Client, 
and in Oliver Stone’s Natural Born Killers, in which he 
portrays a “paranoid prison warden.” 

Any other plans he'd like to keep to himself. “I don’t 
do anything except raise cattle, play polo, hunt, fish, and 
make movies,” he says. “It’s a great privilege to make a 
living with your imagination. Anyone who can do that 
would be very silly to do anything else.”

here was a lot of nervous 

laughter this March at the 

Walt Disney Company when 

it tried to play down its em- 

barrassment over reports 
that the laserdisc of Who Framed Roger 
Rabbit could be freeze-framed to reveal X- 
rated flashes of Jessica Rabbit’s flesh. At a 
press conference to introduce The Lion 
King, this summer’s jungle-themed family 
animated feature, Walt Disney Studios 
chairman Jeffrey Katzenberg joked that 
“there are four or five very devious little 
pieces where they’ve put clothes on the an- 
imals.” Lion King actor Nathan Lane 
claimed to have seen a pirated laserdisc of 
Disney’s 101 Dalmatians in which, “if you 
slow it down, you can see a couple of the 
puppies French-kissing.” 

Jokes aside, the occasion underlined a 
growing uneasiness at Disney over the in- 
creasingly adult content in fare from the 
studio that was once synonymous with G- 
rated entertainment. Uncle Walt probably 
wouldn’t recognize the current Disney 
empire, which includes the adult-oriented 
Touchstone Pictures and Hollywood Pic- 
tures, as well as the art-house favorite 
Merchant/Ivory producing/directing team 
(The Remains of the Day) and the often 
provocative independent distributor Mira- 
max (The Crying Game, The Piano). Even 
Walt Disney Pictures, the studio’s family- 
entertainment arm, has been releasing pic- 
tures whose suitability for children is ques- 
tionable (and not just because of prankish 
animators, a la Roger Rabbit).

long solely to Disney? Is Mickey Mouse 
enduring growing pains? 

The adult trend at Disney really started 
a decade ago, when Katzenberg and 
Michael Eisner (now chairman and chief 
executive officer of the Walt Disney Com- 
pany) came on board. In Walt’s time, all 
Disney films had been strictly for kids. 
The policy continued after his death in 
1967, though the cartoons and live-action 
features became blander. The studio didn’t 
release even a PG-rated movie until 1980's 
The Black Hole. 

In the ’80s, under Eisner and Katzen- 
berg, Disney created the adult division, 
Touchstone Pictures. Such early Touch- 
stone releases as Splash and Big Business 
were as sunny and high-concept as Dis- 
ney’s kiddie movies but included adult hu- 
mor, language, and sexuality. 

Touchstone’s success led to the creation 
of a second adult division, Hollywood Pic- 
tures, whose early releases tended to be 
cheap, exploitative quickies. None was a 
big hit until 1992’s The Hand That Rocks 
the Cradle, a thriller so lurid and mean- 
spirited it must have had Walt spinning in 
his freezer. 

Since then, Touchstone and Hollywood 
have released some exceptionally sordid 
and dark movies (Consenting Adults, 
Guilty As Sin). Cannibalism seems to be a 
popular topic (Alive, My Boyfriend’s 
Back). Disney’s entry into the current 
Western sweepstakes, Tombstone, is a 
bloodbath, with a prominent homo-erotic 
overtone to the relationship between Wyatt 
Earp and Doc Holliday. 

The Disney studios’ most acclaimed re- 
cent movies have dealt graphically with 
difficult topics. When a Man Loves a 
Woman was marketed as a love story, but 
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of alcoholism. The Tina Turner bio What's 
Love Got To Do with It? raised the contro- 
versial question of why women stay with 
men who physically abuse them. The Joy 
Luck Club related one sob story after an- 
other involving culturally ingrained sexism, 
racial insensitivity, the difficult relations 
between mothers and their grown daugh- 
ters, and even infanticide. 

When she was cast in When a Man Loves 
a Woman, Meg Ryan worried that Disney 
might water down the intense script. “I was 
concerned because of the kind of movies 
Disney usually makes.” But, she adds, “the 
cuts I saw, they used the stronger takes.” 
Director Luis Mandoki says Disney sup- 
ported his desire to make a strong film. 
“David Hoberman [then Touchstone presi- 
dent] told me, ‘I want to get rid of the 
scenes that are too Hollywood. We’re tak- 
ing a chance with this movie, and I want to 
go all the way. I want to make a tough, re- 
alistic movie.’ To my surprise, he stuck by 
that all the way through.” 

Most recently came The Ref, a very dark 
comedy in which Denis Leary spews a tor- 
rent of profanity that is customary for him 
but unprecedented for Disney. Asked 
whether Disney executives felt skittish 
about the dialogue, Leary says, “To their 
credit, they didn’t. They let us make the 
movie the way it was written, which was a 
very adult script. The characters spoke 
that way in the script.” 

Disney releases have also become more 
sophisticated with the revitalization of the 
animation department. At the end of the 
pre-Katzenberg regime, such talented ani- 
mators as Tim Burton and Don Bluth (An 
American Tail), who had grown tired of 
drawing big-eyed foxes and hounds in the 
Disney sweatshop, left en masse and be-

competitors. “When I was at Disney, there 
was a lot of talent there,” Burton says. 
“They could have been making the movies 
they make now 10 years ago. It’s different 
now. These people [the Katzenberg 
regime] are more intelligent. They under- 
stand that quality does count. They didn’t 
feel that when I was there.” 

Under Katzenberg, Disney rebuilt its ani- 
mation division with such challenging and 
innovative features as the live-action/ani- 
mation mix Roger Rabbit and The Little 
Mermaid, which was scored by Off Broad- 
way whizzes Alan Menken and Howard 
Ashman. These family movies had adult ap- 
peal, too, with their clever scores, their 
name voice actors, their state-of-the-art an- 
imation, and their often scary set pieces 
(the wolfpack scene in Beauty and the 
Beast, the Cave of Wonders scene in Al- 
addin). Thanks to Robin Williams, Aladdin 
was filled with pop-culture references that 
were certain to go over kids’ heads (William 
F. Buckley, Ed Sullivan, Taxi Driver). 

Even The Lion King has some bits that 
are questionable for wee ones. There’s a 
dark sequence involving marching, goos- 
estepping jackals that’s modeled on the 
notorious Nazi propaganda film Triumph 
of the Will. And there’s a parental death 
scene that could be more traumatizing 
than the one in Bambi, since lion cub Sim- 
ba not only watches his father get tram- 
pled to death in a vivid stampede but is 
told it’s his fault. Asked whether this se- 
quence isn’t too much for kids, Katzen- 
berg replies, “All I can say to you is, I’m a 
parent of an 11-year-old. We tried to ap- 
proach this with a great deal of sensitivity. 
On the other hand, these are lessons that 
we all grow up with. It makes these movies 
special. We’ve satisfied ourselves that what 
children take out of this movie is an ex- 
traordinarily great experience, as opposed 
to a damaging one.” 

Last fall, the release of Tim Burton’s 
stop-motion animated feature The Night- 
mare Before Christmas was marked by 
fears that its ghouls-kidnap-Santa plot 
would be as unsuitable for children as 
Burton’s Batman Returns (a Warner Bros. 
film) had been, even though that movie 
had been marketed to kids with Bat-meals 
at McDonald’s. To avoid controversy, the 
studio moved Nightmare from Walt Dis- 
ney to Touchstone. Explained Hoberman, 
“We wanted to be responsible. There are 
things that could be perceived by parents 
as too frightening for kids, things that look 
frightening on the surface. We thought 
we'd make it Touchstone and say, ‘Bring 
the kids,’ rather than make it Disney and 
say outright, ‘This movie is for kids.’ ” 

Yet at the same time, the studio released 
The Three Musketeers, which was filled 
with stabbing, drinking, and wenching, as 
a Walt Disney picture. It’s one of many re- 
cent live-action Disney studios releases 
marketed to young people that have been 
marked by content of doubtful suitability. 
Most notorious was The Program, from 
which Disney had to cut sequences of 
drunken daredevil college athletes lying in 
the highway after some teenage viewers 
died in alleged imitation of the stunt. 

The African adventure A Far Off Place 
begins with poachers strafing and dismem- 
bering elephants, continues with the 
slaughter of the teenage protagonists’ par- 
ents, and ends with the villain blowing up 
in an explosion worthy of a Mel Gibson 
movie. Hocus Pocus featured witches who 
suck the life out of children. The Adven- 
tures of Huck Finn is largely faithful to the 
book’s accounts of alcohol-fueled child 
abuse, blood feuds, and racial violence, 
making it far from the “spit-licking good 
time” the ads promised youngsters. Even 
Disney’s recent live-action musicals have 
wedded young actors and upbeat music to 
bleak, grown-up themes: a labor strike 
among paperboys in Newsies; jitterbuggers 
in Nazi Germany in Swing Kids. 

This winter, Disney released three films 
that pair barely adolescent kids and 
grown-up love interests. Blank Check has 
an 11-year-old millionaire courting a 
twentysomething babelicious bank teller 
(MTV VJ Duff). In the hardly released 
Holy Matrimony, fugitive Patricia Arquette 
takes refuge in a Hutterite community and 
is forced to marry a young boy to keep her 
cover. And in the vile comedy My Father, 
the Hero, a 14-year-old Lolita on a tropi- 
cal vacation tells everyone that dad Gérard 
Depardieu is really her lover, in order to 
impress the boy she likes. 

Of Disney’s 10-picture slate for summer 
(the biggest season of the year for young, 
out-of-school moviegoers), only two — 
Angels in the Outfield and The Lion King 
— are family films being released under 
the Walt Disney Pictures banner. The rest 
include the dick-joke-laden Julia Roberts- 





























Nick Nolte action/romance I Love Trouble 
(see review on this page), the explicitly 
erotic psychological thriller Color of Night, 
and Julia Sweeney’s Saturday Night 
Live-inspired androgyny fest, It’s Pat. 

Upcoming features from the Disney 
Studios include Tim Burton’s Ed Wood, 
starring Johnny Depp as the transvestite 
Z-grade movie director, and Pocahontas, 
Disney’s first animated feature based on 
historical reality — Katzenberg proudly 
refers to it as “the first movie in which 
they don’t live happily ever after.” Also in 
the not-exactly-for-kids department are 
such future animated projects as The 
Hunchback of Notre Dame and Aida. 

Disney hasn’t quite got the hang of how 
to market its adult movies. Leary attributes 
The Ref's box-office failure to an ad cam- 
paign that traded on his young-TV-comic 
status, the way Warner Bros. did for its 
puerile Jim Carrey vehicle, Ace Ventura, 
Pet Detective. “They marketed this movie 
wrong. They thought they had the MTV 
audience. This is the kind of movie where, 
if you’re 14, you probably don’t get it. It’s 
an adult story. It was a mistake, which 
they’ve admitted now in the press, but it’s 
a shame that they started out thinking, 
‘Hey, we’ve got Jim Carrey, Part II.’ ” 

Last year, Disney acquired the services 
of Miramax and Merchant/Ivory, perhaps 
to boost its adult cachet. Miramax has 
proven it can obtain and market indepen- 
dent films with controversial subjects and 
specialized audiences — something a mar- 
ket-saturating, lowest-common-denomi- 
nator, high-concept, low-risk organization 
like a major Hollywood studio can’t do. 
But now that it’s owned by a big studio, 
Miramax has to conform to the rule 
against NC-17 movies, which is why it had 
to sell the rights to comic Martin 
Lawrence’s concert movie You So Crazy to 
the Samuel Goldwyn Company, and why it 
might have to trim Quentin Tarantino’s 
hyperviolent Pulp Fiction, even though the 
film won the Palme d’Or at Cannes. Holly- 
wood Pictures’ Color of Night has been 
pushed back to late summer because its 
full-frontal male and female nudity of stars 
Bruce Willis and Jane March reportedly 
necessitated cuts. 

In April, Touchstone president David 
Hoberman was promoted to head of pro- 
duction of all three Disney studios, report- 
ing to Katzenberg. Hoberman told the New 
York Times that though he plans to contin- 
ue making the low-budget, high-concept 
movies that make up the bulk of Disney’s 
live-action slate, he wants to move into the 
more expensive adult territories of action 
extravaganzas and dramas by high-profile 
directors like Sydney Pollack and Mike 
Nichols. “There will be concept movies and 
the kinds of comedies that have been so 
successful for us. But | want to comple- 
ment this by making some risky films. I 
want to get more involved with high-end 
filmmakers and do business with them. 
And I want to do male-genre films. I want 
to take some interesting risks.” 

Such films are interesting risks only for 
Disney; the other major studios have been 
making them for years. What they’re doing 
now is what Disney alone used to do: 
make family films. Several major studios 
have created family-film divisions in the 
last year. Warner Bros. in particular has 
found success with the likes of Free Willy. 
Producer Lauren Shuler-Donner recalls, 
“I said, “Why should Disney have a lock 
on family films?’ Why doesn’t Warners 
have a division for family films? The great 
thing is that most of the people who run 
Warners and the studios have families. 
They want to take their kids to the movies 
and share the experience they had growing 
up with the movies. So they’ve all come 
around and seen this is very viable, espe- 
cjally with movies like Beauty and the 
Beast, animated musicals that parents and 
kids enjoy.” 

Disney, then, is bucking a trend. As the 
studio tries to strike a balance between 
kids and grown-ups, Katzenberg argues 
we shouldn’t make too much of the drift. 
“You’re mixing apples and oranges,” he 
says, noting that the PG-13 and R-rated 
fare at Touchstone and Hollywood re- 
mains separate from the Walt Disney 
movies like The Lion King that are still the 
company’s flagship productions. “What 
Touchstone and Hollywood Pictures are 
making are a continent away from these 
movies.” He does acknowledge that even 
these films, however, have broadened their 
base to reach out to adults. “Are these 
movies being made by adults who want to 
entertain themselves and understand the 
responsibility to the whole audience, from 
three to 103? Yes. These movies have 
grown up, but they haven’t forgotten who 
the co audience is.” -) 
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THE SHADOW 

Who knows what evil lurks in the hearts of 
men? The Shadow couldn’t care less. Based 
on the hoary radio show, this is a film about 
surfaces, with not much of a heart for any- 
thing to lurk in. They’re agreeable and di- 
verting surfaces, though — director Russell 
Mulcahy has learned his lessons well from 
Tim Burton and Sam Raimi. 

Alec Baldwin puts in a game perfor- 
mance as Lamont Cranston; he’s a man 
with a bad conscience that goes way back 
— to the killing fields of Genghis Khan, in 
which he was one of the more energetic 
generals. A Tibetan lama puts him on the 
path to redemption, teaching him invisibil- 
ity and hypnotism and sending him to 
New York City, where he metamorphoses 
from idle playboy into the familiar image 
of the black-caped, big-hatted crimefight- 
er. There he finds the latest incarnation of 
the Khan (John Lone), who’s bent, natu- 
rally, on world domination. In the ensuing 
conflict the Shadow’s heart is torn be- 
tween good and evil, between duty and a 
scantily clad Penelope Ann Miller; it all 
ends in a mirror scene ripped off from The 
Lady from Shanghai. 

Occasionally, Mulcahy shows a diaboli- 
cal genius. “Things are beginning to fall 
into place,” says Lamont while over his 
shoulder a tiny figure tumbles King 
Kong-style off the Empire State Building. 
Such flights of fancy are enough to give 
The Shadow substance. At the Cinema 57, 
the Fresh Pond, and the Circle and in the 
suburbs.

| LOVE TROUBLE 


Julia Roberts is a cub reporter named Sab- 
rina (I kid you not) who scoops Peter 
(Nick Nolte), a celebrity columnist at a rival 
paper over a story about a train wreck. But 
that’s just the starting point for this slick 
and shallow romantic comedy from Charles 
Shyer and Nancy Myers (Father of the 
Bride, Baby Boom), which quickly departs 
from its comedy formula in favor of becom- 
ing a prefabricated thriller.

Matador Records mogul Gerard Cosley, 
two pillars of the indie-rock community, 
are guilty of aiding and abetting a Spinal 
Tap-style satire of their beloved scene. 
Half Japanese: The Band That Would Be 
King, Jeff Feuerzeig’s mocking rockumen- 
tary, is about a real underground band, 
Half Japanese, whom Jad and David Fair 
founded in 1979. But in Feuerzeig’s film, 
they’re the lens for a hilarious, scathing 
look at major-label rock and its benevolent 
and slightly less ridiculous antithesis. 

Coley and Cosley know exactly what 
they’re up to. Interspersed with vintage 
home movies and more recent footage of 
Half Japanese, Coley, Cosley, Moe Tucker,

IN CUSTODY 


Ismail Merchant — the production half of 
Merchant-Ivory — makes his directing de- 
but with the anemic In Custody. Based on 
the Booker Award—winning novel by Anita 
Desai, the film is about Deven, an obse- 
quious university professor who valiantly 
tries to preserve the words and voice of a 
renowned Urdu poet by getting him to sit 
for an interview. (Urdu is an ancient, and 
now disappearing, language of Northern 
India and Pakistan.) But the movie’s ob- 
jective is to convince the outside world 
that the loss of Urdu is something we 
ought to be wistful over, if not downright 
upset about. 

Should we care? The deft Shashi 
Kapoor (the father in Sammy and Rosie 
Get Laid) plays the decrepit poet as a 
bloated walrus too far gone to remember 
the ecstasies he once lusted after and 
wrote about. The best parts of In Custody 
depict the hapless Deven’s attempts to 
record the poet’s voice as an ever-more- 
expensive endeavor with a goal that’s al- 
ways just out of reach — a lot like film- 
making, one might surmise. It doesn’t help 
that the poetry (supplied by real poet Faiz 
Ahmed Faiz) doesn’t translate well, that 
the storytelling is unfocused, or that the 
film’s idea of irony is to have Deven wipe 
up his idol’s vomit with some of his poetry.

LITTLE BIG LEAGUE 

Kids will be so bored by this half-assed at- 
tempt to co-opt baseball fantasy, they’ll be 
squirming in their seats. Little Big League 
imitates the plodding pace of the game and 
does little else. Luke Edwards plays Billy 
— a too slick and mature 11-year-old — 
whose grandpa owns the Minnesota 
Twins. When Gramps dies, Billy, who 
demonstrates a precocious mastery of 
decades of baseball history, inherits the 
team, installs himself as the manager, and 
spurs the struggling Twins into the pen- 
nant race. 

The film is billed as a comedy, but few 
attempts at humor are made.

“I’m just not having a very good time and 
I don’t have any reason to think it'll get 
anything but worse,” Jessie Cates tells 
mom Thelma as she methodically loads the 
family candy dishes — and Pop’s gun. 

What’s so remarkable about this coun- 
trified Greek tragedy is that the rest of it is 
a sort of countdown, measured out in real 
time by several on-stage clocks, during 
which Thelma — like some low-rent 
Judge Brack barking, “People don’t do 
such things” — tries to undo a done deal. 
As Robert Brustein observed back in 1982, 
when ‘night, Mother was having its world 
premiere at his American Repertory The- 
atre, the play is a testimonial to the endur- 
ing canniness of Aristotle’s Poetics. 

And not only does ‘night, Mother ob- 
serve the unities, but the time frame of 
the play — except at matinees — is the 
same one being experienced by the audi- 
ence, who can watch Jessie’s march to- 
ward, and Thelma’s flailing against, the 
inevitable tick by on their own watches. (I 
did not see the film version of ‘night, 
Mother, but it doesn’t surprise me that, in 
sacrificing this tautness, not to mention 
in inflicting Sissy Spacek and Anne Ban- 
croft on the valiantly nondescript person- 
ae of Jessie and Thelma, it went badly 
wrong.) 

At the intimate Gloucester Stage Com- 
pany, where ‘night, Mother was plugged in 
as a last-minute replacement, Norman’s 
play has a perfect venue for its interplay of 
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the tragic and the mundane. It also has 
two fine actresses in Paula Langton and 
Mary Klug, the latter perfectly cast as the 
frowsy, scrappy Thelma, a survivor who 
never thinks enough about life to pro- 
nounce it wanting. (Thelma’s idea of an 
Eternal Conundrum is asking why the co-, 
conut falls off her beloved Hostess Snow- 
balls.) In the small theater, Langton and 
Klug can laze in the guns-and-butterballs 
naturalism, as opposed to Medea-esque 
emoting, that makes ‘night, Mother so dev- 
astating. 

Blasé as Jessie sometimes seems about 
her decision, it does not come out of 
nowhere. (“You’re not going to kill your- 
self, Jessie,” reasons Thelma. “You’re not 
even upset!”) An epileptic and an agora- 
phobic, she pines for the taciturn father 
who died, the husband who walked out on 
her, the shiftless son who supports himself 
as a thief — and is probably pumping up 
for something worse. She has lived in this 
little house with her mother for some 
time, organizing the old lady’s Twinkies, 
doing her laundry, waiting for a self to 
show up. 

In the end, she concludes that, though 
something might occur to make things 
better, the only thing she can do about her 
life that is truly a choice, not a happening, 
is to end it. In one particularly memorable 
speech, she likens shuffling off this mortal 
coil to getting off a hot, noisy bus that’s 
not taking you anywhere. “As soon as I’ve 
had enough, it’s my stop. I’ve had 
enough.” 

But ’night, Mother wraps its concise, 
sometimes risk-takingly funny, imagery of 
the everyday around the most shattering 
examinations, and primal feelings, there 
are. Thelma, for her part, does not let 
Jessie go gentle into that good night — 
she fights for her child with ferocity, cun- 
ning, tantrums, and chat, finally flinging in 
her daughter’s face her own possibly irra- 
tional rage to live — if only for the cross- 
words and the red hots. 

Neither is Thelma — for all her ability 
to blend the unthinkable with the inane (as 
when, finally, heartbreakingly, defeated, 
she absentmindedly resolves to spend her 
first post-big-bang night at home rather 
than at her son’s house because “all 
they’ve got is Sanka”) — unaware of the 
filial payback in Jessie’s plan, which is both 
a flat no to life and a “Take that” to her 
mother. If there is a fault in the terse, 
homy Gloucester Stage production (apart 
from its seeming a bit under-rehearsed), it 
is that Langton, who perfectly captures 
Jessie’s hurt and dull resolve, misses the 
slight edge of surliness that Kathy Bates 
brought to the character in the original 
production. 

Under Grey Johnson’s mostly capable 
direction (Grey: can you do something 
about the fact that sound ostensibly com- 
ing from the attic is behind rather than 
above the action?), ‘night, Mother is 
played out both busily and inexorably, its 
two women puttering about the stage, 
stuffing couch cushions into covers, con- 
structing cocoa, making honest contact 
that is — alas — too little, too late. You 
spend its 90 minutes hoping love can beat 
the clock but knowing that’s a fairy tale 
and this is a death watch. Q 





Coming Soon gives lesbians 
a sit-com to call their own

n case anyone’s wondering about 
the fate of the evil twin, that tried 
and crude dramatic device that 
seemed to have gone the way of 
Dynasty reruns, she’s alive and 


well and drooling venom in British play- 
wright Debby Klein’s campy lesbian com- 
edy Coming Soon. As it turns out, she’s 
not the only character who’s drooling. 
The actual bedrooms in Klein’s play __ 
it’s about a pair of roommates who are 
looking for a third — are located off 
stage, but bedroom behavior is the calling 
card in a show that’s nothing if not up 
front about its sexual energies: After all, 
what’s a lesbian farce without some horny 
lesbians? 

But wait, you ask, what’s a lesbian 
farce? According to the program notes, 
Klein has no political agenda other than to 
prove that “lesbians are glamorous, sexy, 
and sophisticated, and we know how to 
make fun of ourselves.” At least that’s the 
plan when Kay, an uptight psychosexual 
therapist, and Ginny, her exuberant room- 
mate, advertise for another boarder and 


find Bentley at their door. No sooner does 
Bentley, a salacious biker-dyke, make her- 
self at home than she’s joined by Sister 
Bernadette, a lesbian turned nun. An un- 
wieldy abstract sculpture called WombEn- 
vy takes up space in Kay and Ginny’s liv- 
ing room but not much of the play’s comic 
arc. 

In the course of things (read: multiple 
re-couplings), Sister Bernadette discovers 
that the lover she thought she’d acciden- 
tally knocked off is still alive. And that the 
Mafia is onto her plot to redistribute their 
laundered-in-the-church funds. Add to 
the mix one evil twin (Jade, Kay’s unin- 
hibited sibling) and Miss T, the stock 
character who disappears in act one so 
that she can reappear in act three to 
straighten everything out, and the result 
is, well, something of a garden-variety 
comedy that happens to be peopled by 
lesbians. 

By my account, lesbians have been 
funny for about 10 years now, so it 
hardly matters that Klein’s aspirations 
rise no higher than the level of light en- 
tertainment. (After all, lesbians deserve 
to have their own sit-coms as well as ag- 
itprop.) What does matter is that the 
Threshold production is oblique to the 
niceties of comic timing and punctuation 
that can make a generic work like Com- 
ing Soon find its, uh, multiple climaxes. 
Instead, in its trip across the Atlantic 
and into‘the clutches of director Kate 


Caffrey, the play seems to have dropped 
what modest Noel Coward/Fawlty Tow- 
ers leanings it may have once had in fa- 
vor of a crude Benny Hill shine. And 
what starts out as a grab bag of promis- 
ing silliness becomes more tedious as it 
goes on. 

One problem is that the cosy dimen- 
sions of the Charlestown Working Theatre 
work against the high-decibel antics of the 
cast, who have been directed to belt out 
every comic insult as though the show 
were being performed in a much larger 
theater (one in which subtlety and modu- 
lation are apparently a crime). They deliv- 
er every emotion at full volume; the result 
is that the characters come off as one- 
loud-note comic types devoid of quirki- 
ness. That’s too bad, since everyone in the - 
production is likable, if not uniformly tal- 
ented. 

Vivianne Battikha works hard as Bent- 
ley, and none of her studied gestures goes | 
unnoticed. Lizza Riley has flair as both 
Kay and Jade, but she’s the production’s 
biggest screamer. Lies] Tommy’s Ginny is 
appealing but almost drowns in her vocab- 
ulary of shrieks and squeals. Sidne Ander- 
son is fine as Miss T, but only Brigid 
O’Connor seems to have any grasp of the 
timing required to play such a humorously 
off-the-wall part as that of Sister Berna+ 
dette, a character who, no matter what 
your orientation, you’re apt to hope is 
coming soon. QO

the heyday of Irving Berlin. Its composer 
and lyricist, Steve Dorff and John Bettis, 
are new to the musical theater but have 
penned popular hits for, among others, 
Whitney Houston and Kenny Loggins. 
Bettis was a founding member of the Car- 
penters. Rick Hawkins, the librettist, is an 
Emmy-winning television scribe who 
wrote for Carol Burnett. (Indeed, the mu- 
sical team has enough connections to have 
produced a Lunch “concept album,” on 
which the show’s now saucy, now belting 
tunes are sung by the likes of Faith Prince, 
Melissa Manchester, and Burnett.) 

So, what’s not to like about this “mod- 
ern musical myth,” with its angel in train- 
ing — like some combination Oscar May- 
er and Truman Capote — dishing up dogs 
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and answered prayers? To begin with, the 
show is much too long for its fragile con- 
ceit. Essentially a modern fable, Lunch is, 
according to its author, “a metaphor for 
hunger, needs, emotional desires.” But the 
metaphor isn’t simple enough — there are 
five intertwined stories here, and, though 
the on-stage clock registers the hour be- 
tween noon and one, it takes three times 
that long to set up and resolve all of the 
plots, even simplistically. 

And, well, the situations aren’t all that 
modern — unless you want to count the 
one about the feuding high-rise construc- 
tion crew that includes a woman. Other 
than that, there’s the society matron trying 
to win back her defected husband while 
railroading her daughter into an appropri- 
ate marriage; the Brooklynese Irish sibs, he 
a priest, she a tough-talking tartlet, fighting 
over whether to take comatose dad off life 
support; the retired couple fighting over 
whether to retire to New Mexico; and the 
lonely bombshell of a female executive out 
of Mackenzie’s past who keeps showing up 
to lure him from the pathway to Heaven. 
(In a previous and mousier incarnation, 
she was stood up by the rotter for reasons 
borrowed — and though lots of Lunch is 
derivative, this is my favorite — from 
Death of a Salesman.) 

Neither does the music forge new territo- 
ry. There is some soft rock, and one num- 
ber, “Requiem for a Lightweight,” that re- 
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calls the days when horns held sway in rock. 
music. But a lot of the score is of the Mar- 
vin Hamlisch A Chorus Line variety, and a 
few tunes are downright old-fashioned. The 
best song, called “Why Fall At All?” and 
sung by the shy young woman (the big- 
voiced Kirsten Benton) rebelling against her 
parents’ rotten marital example, is in the 
full-throttle, let-the-emotions-and-the-ton- 
sils-hang-out mode of Whitney Houston’s 
megahit “I Will Always Love You.” 

The performances, for the most part, 
are strong, with Andrew Hill Newman, as 
Mackenzie, suggesting the young Robert 
Morse and Barney Martin lovably befud- 
died as his Sancho Panza. Then there is 
the incomparable Marilyn Cooper (who 
won a Tony for her be-curlered duet with 
Lauren Bacall in Woman of the Year), her 
Lenore Northropp like an aging Laverne 
as she bulldozes and deadpans her way to- 
ward New Mexico retirement. 

Lunch definitely needs to become leaner 
cuisine, and cutting it, with its numerous 
stories, won’t be easy. One number, Mar- 
tin’s “What If?”, would not be missed. 
Neither would the pat sentimentality 
Hawkins and especially Bettis heap on the 
plate. Someone is going to have to decide 
whether Lunch is a modern musical, with 
a wry-noon sensibility, or an old-fash- 
ioned, over-obvious lesson in self-esteem. 
The combination platter is both unwieldy 
and hard to swallow. Q

erotic roundelay set in turn-of-the-centu- 
ry Sweden, was bittersweet; Sondheim 
and the book writer, Hugh Wheeler, 
couldn’t get the tone quite right. Bergman 
reached for Mozart and came within hail- 
ing distance; Sondheim and Wheeler tried 
for a cross between Noel Coward and 
Alan Jay Lerner and came up with soured 
Sigmund Romberg — an old-fashioned 
operetta gussied up with sardonic com- 
mentary on sex and marriage (Sond- 
heim’s specialty). The score is literate but 
erratic: it includes some good songs and 
one classic (“Send In the Clowns”). But 
then there are maddeningly knowing 
lyrics that make you want to throttle 


_ Sondheim: “Every day a little death/In the 


parlor, in the bed,” “The happiest mis- 
take,/The ache of my life:/You must meet 
my wife,” or, worst of all, “For now I still 
want and/or love you.” 

This strained musical seems an odd 
choice for the Williamstown Theatre Festi- 
val's 40th-anniversary season opener, and 


the prelude makes you fear the worst: a 
vocalized overture is followed by a symbol- 
ic waltz by all the principals. The actors 
practically crowd one another off the 
stage, and the conceit of having the one 
child in the cast race about quizzically 
from couple to couple is so clunky that 
you wonder at the credit to the distin- 
guished choreographer Onna White. 

Nothing else in the production is as dis- 
maying as that opening, though it takes 
most of the evening for the cast to achieve 
a level of comfort with the material. (I’m 
referring to the drama, not the music, 
which is generally well sung.) The indul- 
gent director, Gordon Hunt, allows far too 
much mugging; you’re grateful when 
Brent Barrett, as the narcissistic dragoon 
Count Carl-Magnus Malcolm, struts on 
for his first number, “In Praise of Wom- 
en,” because Barrett (memorable as the 
unlucky nobleman in Grand Hotel) is an 
elegantly economical musical-theater per- 
former. So is Tammy Grimes, as the des- 
iccated courtesan Madame Armfeldt, on 
whose country estate all the romantic 
turnabouts take place. Grimes’s expert 
phrasing rescues Sondheim’s dreariest 
song, “Liaisons.” 

Most of the rest of the cast flounder in 
one way or another. Marla Schaffel is an 
exasperatingly frantic Anne (the virgin 
bride). As Carl-Magnus’s embittered wife, 
Charictte, Maureen Moore lacks the brittle 
high-comic style that might save the role 
from being merely masochistic. Anne 
Runolfsson has a fetching manner as the

He does have one 
fine moment — when Frederik realizes 
that Anne has fallen in love with his son, 
Henrik (played with considerable charm 
by Marc Heller).

Local music heroes go

ere’s another musical theory shot to hell: 

the idea that only fans and critics get to 

spend their time absorbing every new 

sound that comes along, whereas musi- 

cians are too busy working on their own 
sounds to notice anybody else’s. 

We were looking for surprises when we asked 10 of our 
| local musical heroes to give us their personal 10-best lists, 
| and surprises were what we got. Orangutang singer Chris 
| Dyas may have put it best when he handed us his list right 
| before his band’s album-release party last month: “You 

know how all critics are supposed to be frustrated musi- 
| cians? I think that a lot of musicians are really critics at 
| heart.” 
| Who'd have thought, for example, that the experimental 
Los Lobos spinoff Latin Playboys — currently a favorite 
among most of the Phoenix’s music writers — would wind 
up at the very top of Steven Tyler’s list? Or that his list 
would be filled out with rap, modern experimental rock, 
| and a pair of great local records — just about everything 
| but obvious Aerosmith tie-ins? Emmanuel Music’s Craig 
| Smith wasn’t the only one to put classical music on his list; 
| songwriter Melissa Ferrick, who was classically trained, has 
| Itzhak Perlman right up there with Joan Armatrading and 
| the Pretenders as an influence. And jazz man Don Byron, 
| with a list including Schumann, Sondheim, and Ornette 
Coleman, outdoes everyone for diversity. As for Dyas, his 
list reads like the perfect résumé for a second career as a 
rock scribe — even including two of my own all-time 
| faves, English Settlement and'Underwater Moonlight. 

Other lists were less surprising. You might have guessed 
that Come’s Thalia Zedek has been listening to Nick Cave, 
Patti Smith, and the Gun Club (especially if you saw 
Come’s all—Gun Club set at T.T. the Bear’s last year), or 
that Jerome Geils, a walking blues catalogue himself, 
would pick a stack of blues and jazz classics — even 
sneaking in an 11th choice. Rap artist Ed O.G. stays true 
to the funk but covers a lot of ground between gangsta rap 
and smooth R&B. And since Extreme’s last disc was a 
full-fledged concept album, it makes sense that Gary 
Cherone chose a few conceptual classics stretching up to 
the ’70s’ final epic, The Wall. (For the record, only three 
albums — the Stones’ Exile on Main Street, Dylan’s Blood 
on the Tracks, and A Tribe Called Quest’s Midnight Ma- 

| rauders — got picked more than once, though Tom 
Waits, Muddy Waters, Stevie Wonder, Bob 
Mould/Hiisker Dii, the Beach Boys, and Schumann all 
got at least two mentions.)

I’ve never 
heard anything like it. Jon 
Wayne and his inbred side- 
kick Jimbo go on a drunken 
spree in a recording studio, 
slurring out lyrics about death, drinking and, of course, 
Texas. 

5) Slint, Spiderland (Touch & Go). Backwards 
rhythms, crawling guitars, and whispered vocals dominate 
this EP. I only listen to it when I’m alone and it’s really 
late. It always makes me nervous, but a good kind of ner- 
vous. 

6) XTC, English Settlement (Geffen). For a little while 
in the early ’80s, Andy Partridge was God. Then he had a 
nervous breakdown. If I ever recorded an album this 
good, I’d probably have a nervous breakdown too. 

7) Lou Donaldson, Pretty Things (Blue Note). I’m 





not a huge jazz fan, but I seem to like just about anything . 
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by Lou Donaldson. This album is the perfect music for a 
cocktail party. 

8) The Bags, Night of the Corn People (Stanton 
Park). I was initially a little disappointed, but after a few 
listens it became my favorite Bags album. I wish I had a 
hundred dollars for every time I’ve listened to it, 

9) The Beach Boys, Smile (unreleased). I will never 
forget the day this record came out. Well, seriously, it nev- 
er did, but bootlegs are easy enough to find. (Editor’s 
note: Many of the Smile tapes can also be heard on the of- 
ficial Beach Boys boxed set, Good Vibrations.) I absolutely 
hated the Beach Boys until last year, when a friend forced 
me to sit through Pet Sounds. When I heard Smile, Brian 
Wilson became an obsession of mine. It’s good enough to 
make you forget that he wrote “Be True to Your School.” 

10) Kyuss, Blues for the Red Sun (Chameleon/Elek- 
tra). This is the number one, most-listened-to tape in the 
Orangutang van. The only thing that all four of us ever 
agree on is that Kyuss rules. 


THALIA ZEDEKA. vocalist/guitarist, Come 
1) Patti Smith Group, Radio Ethiopia (Arista). This 
ERICANTONIOU ‘Might be my favorite al- 
bum ever. It seems really 
complete, one piece with 
the same mood through- 
out. I like the way the 
song structures are kept 
so loose. 

2) Gun Club, The Las 
Vegas Story (Slash). 
Great songs, a combina- 
tion of their earlier 
blues/country thing with 
a more cabaret feel and a 
more experimental side. 
Really different and inter- 
esting. 

3) The Velvet Under- 
ground (PolyGram). 
This is the quiet one of 
theirs. Lots of great 
songs that are pretty, but 
kind of twisted and scary 
as well. 

4) Bob Dylan, Blood 
on the Tracks (Colum- 
bia). I’m not crazy about 
every song on this album, 
but I love “Simple Twist 
of Fate” and “Tangled 
Up in Blue.” Something

5) The Birthday Party, Junkyard (4AD). This is an 
amazing record, for the rhythms and the way the vocals 
and the band seem to work together with the lyrics. 

My fa- 
vorite Stones record, with some great songs — pretty 
much all of them, especially “Sway.” (Editor’s note: this 
album includes “I Got the Blues,” which is covered by 
Come on 11:11.) 

7) Nico, The Marble Index (Elektra). Wow. A real 
special record. I hadn’t listened to it for a while; then I 
heard it on the radio and it sounded so different from any- 
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8) Diamanda Galas, The Singer (Mute/Elektra). An 
inspired record. I saw her perform live a few times and 
thought she was amazing. 

9) Gang of Four, Entertainment! (Warner Bros.). A 
record that changed the way I looked at music. I don’t

10) Nick Cave & the Bad Seeds, Your 


| Funeral . . . My Trial (Mute/Homestead) or Tender

1) Joni Mitchell, Blue (Reprise). I love this record for 


| sO many reasons. Probably the most incredible piece of 


songwriting work I’ve ever seen or heard. A must for every 
songwriter to own and listen to daily. 

2) Bob Mould, Workbook (Virgin). This record 
sounds so great; full of immediacy and passion. I really re- 
late to his up-front guitar playing and his voice . . . oh, his 
voice! 

3) Brahms Violin Concerto, Itzhak Perlman (EMI). A 
piece with very early memories for me; Itzhak has also 
been a hero of mine since I was a kid. This piece makes 
me cry every time. 

4) Suzanne Vega (A&M). I bought this record by acci- 
dent, and it was the record that made me try to become a 


| singer/songwriter. “Cracking,” “Small Blue Thing,” 


“Neighborhood Girl” . . . her simple, careless voice is 
haunting and steady, almost emotionless. Her ability to 
stay so “matter of fact” mystifies me. 

5) Joan Armatrading, Joan Armatrading (A&M). 
Someone asked me once, “If you could have written any

7) Stevie Wonder, Fulfillingness’ First Finale (Mo- 
town). I just discovered this record recently, and it’s blow- 
ing me away. He has such an incredible sense of rhythm; 
it’s a record that makes perfect sense from beginning to 
end. 

8) Chaka Khan, The Woman I Am (Warner Bros.). 
What a voice! This is also a record I just started listening 
to, but I love it so much I had to put it on the list. A great 
driving record, it gets worn out on tour. 

9) Liz Phair, Exile in Guyville (Matador). Ahhh, a 
record with guts and sass, a woman not afraid to stick to 
her guns, I mean her breasts. Liz is a great writer, and 
they made a fantastic record, my favorite of the year. I’ve 
worn through two copies of this on tour. 

10) Marvin Gaye, anything (mostly Motown). This 
man was a true genius. He had a voice no one could or 
will ever touch. I am constantly moved by his phrasing; his 
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is a great gift. I wish I’d had the opportunity to see him 
perform live. 


JEROME GEILS. guitarist, Bluestime 

A lot of the Bluestime album that we’re working on now 
(for Rounder) comes right from this list. 

1) Louis Armstrong, “I’m Not Rough,” Vol. 3: Hot 
Fives and Sevens (Columbia). This was also a cut that we 
recorded in the J. Geils Band. 

2) Robert Johnson, “Sweet Home Chicago” or “Dust 
My Broom,” The Complete Recordings (Columbia). By 

the mid 1930s, he had already established the feel that 
drives Chicago blues — that shuffle, turn-around, 12-bar 
feel. 

3) Charlie Christian with the Benny Goodman Sex- 
tet, “Breakfast Feud,” Charlie Christian: The Genius 
of the Electric Guitar (Columbia). Anything that Char- 
lie Christian plays on is terrific. I believe they spliced to- 
gether three takes of this one, so you get all of his solos in 
a row. 

4) Charlie Parker, “Parker’s Mood” or “Slim’s Jam,” 
The Complete Savoy Studio Sessions (Savoy). Obvious- 
ly my list is getting heavily blues and guitar oriented, and 
“Parker’s Mood” is just a classic blues. Slim Galliard was 
a terrific guitarist, and Parker was basically a blues player, 
despite his contribution to classic jazz. 

5) T-Bone Walker, “Strollin’ with Bone,” The Com- 
plete Imperial Recordings (EMI). This happens to be a 
particularly cool instrumental; clearly some thought was 
put into it. There are some great harmonica breaks that 
set up each guitar solo. 

6) B.B. King, “Why Did You Leave Me” (RPM). It’s a 
single from 1953, the flip side of “Blind Love.” A fairly 
standard piece for B.B. at that time, especially the guitar 
playing. Both the tone and the note resolution are real 
clean. It’s clearly something that Eric Clapton was listen- 
ing to a lot in his days with John Mayall. 

7) Little Walter, The Essential Little Walter 
(Chess/MCA). My favorite cut is “Flying Saucer,” a harp 
instrumental that I always go for. Nobody should be with- 
out this. 

8) Muddy Wa- 
ters, The Chess 
Box (Chess/MCA). 
My favorite cut is 
“Just to Be with 
You” with spectacu- 
lar lyrics that nei- 
ther Muddy nor 
Willie Dixon wrote. 
Classic Chicago 
blues with a great 
feel, a great harp 
solo; and the slide 
guitar is spectacu- 
lar. 

9) Otis Rush, 
“Three Times a 
Fool” or “Checkin’ 
on My Baby,” The 
Cobra Years (Paula/ 
Capricorn), or The 
Classic Recordings 
(Charley). Almost 
any of his stuff on 
Columbia is great, 
but these are the 
ones I always come 
back to. 

10) Buddy Guy 
and Junior Wells, 
It’s My Life, Baby 
(Vanguard). Half of 
this album is live. 
Junior sings great 
on it, and Buddy’s 
guitar playing . . . if anybody wants to hear where people 
like Jeff Beck took it from, here it is. 

11) Ray Charles, Live from Newport, 1958 (Atlantic). 
I’ll take almost anything from his Atlantic years, especially 
“Fool for You” or “Drown in My Own Tears” from this 
album. 


DON BYRON. teed player/composer 

1) Henry Threadgill, Too Much Sugar for a Dime 
(Axiom). One of the greatest records I’ve heard in my life. 
Henry Threadgill is one of my ideals, not even so much as 
a player, but as a thinker. That record is a killer in every 
way. It’s well-recorded, it sounds good, the compositions 
are stupendous. It’s amazing. 

2) Chuckii Booker, Nice and Wild (Atlantic). He 
knows a little more about harmony than one would think 
for an R&B guy. His lyrics are terrible, though. 

3) John Corigliano, Symphony No. 1, Chicago Sym- 
phony/Daniel Barenboim (Erato). It’s a heavy piece of 
music. It’s got a lot of concepts on it. There’s one move- 
ment that’s supposed to approximate AIDS dementia. It’s 
a tarantella, but the tempos change all the time, almost as 
if you were slowing down a tape. 

4) Schumann: Dichterliebe; Liederkreis Opus 39, 
Dietrich Fischer-Dieskau/Alfred Brendel (Philips). It 
sounds right. I’ve got some others, but they don’t sound 
right. 

5) Billy Strayhorn, on Duke Ellington’s His Mother 
Called Him Bill (RCA). Everybody who’s heard it knows 
it’s bad. 

6) Eddie Harris, The ‘In’ Sound (Atlantic). My song 
“Tuskegee Experiments” to me is pure Eddie Harris. That 
stuff on the jazz side of what I do, that eclectic mix, that’s 
what Eddie Harris was doing, that’s what Rahsaan 
[Roland Kirk} was doing. 

7) Luis “Perico” Ortiz, One of a Kind (Perico 
Records). He’s one of the most popular Latin arrangers of 
the late "70 and early ’80s. He wrote a lot of beautiful 
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charts for a lot of different bands. And in Latin music the 
arranger is the star. He also played trumpet as a sideman 
on some of the Celia [Cruz] and Johnny [Pacheco] 
records. 

8) Stephen Sondheim, Company and Sweeney Todd 
(RCA). He’s a good composer, a bad cat. He’s got a lot of 
chordal shit. The first time I heard Sondheim, I thought of 
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him as a poor stepping stone to Leonard Bernstein, be-- 


cause he wrote the lyrics for West Side Story — he was a 
lyricist for a lot of cats before he was writing music. He’s 
got as much compositional stuff as anybody. He’s a very 
smart musician and he’s written a lot of really beautiful 
music. 

9) A Tribe Called Quest, Midnight Marauders (Jive). 
I love their records and I would buy a record of theirs be- 
fore I even heard a note of it. They have a compositional 
touch that I like. And I like their tunes. I thought of cover- 
ing “It’s like Butter Baby” from Low End Theory because 
that’s a tune. It’s smart, it has harmony, it’s a tune. Maybe 
they didn’t write the harmony, but what they’ve strung to- 
gether is, I think, a tune. I’m very slow to call these [hip- 
hop] cats bands, but I would call this a band. 

10) Nat Adderley, Nat Adderley Live in Memory 
Lane (Atlantic). It’s the only document of Joe Henderson 
playing live in that early period. Cats play different live 
and Joe’s no exception. On that record he kind of sounds 
like Hendrix — very free. 

11) Me’Shell NdegéOcello, Plantation Lullabies 
(Maverick/Sire). That’s a very innovative record, one of 
the most innovative pop records I’ve heard in a long 
time. It’s got hip-hop, politics, it’s funny, it’s got good 
players. 

12) Gyorgy Ligeti, String Quartets 1 and 2, Arditti 
Quartet (Wergo). It’s a bad record. He’s a bad cat, Ligeti. 
He’s one of them kind of Stravinsky-type cats who throws 
down a lot of styles. 

13) Ornette Coleman, Beauty Is a Rare Thing: The 
Complete Atlantic Recordings (Rhino/Atlantic). What 
can I say that hasn’t been said before? I have a lot of those 
records, but the sound is really good on the CDs. When 
you hear them now, it’s amazing 
how many [chord] changes they’re 
playing. When the music first came 
out, it was supposed to be the an- 
tithesis of playing changes. Don 
Cherry, especially; it’s amazing how 
many changes he’s playing. They’re 
not all playing the same changes at 
the same time, but they play a lot of 
changes. 

There’s a whole lot of other things 
I could say: Memory Serves (Cellu- 
loid) by Material; Buy (Ze-Arista), 
the Contortions; Harlem Bush Mu- 
sic (Milestone) by Gary Bartz; 
Stravinsky’s Oedipus Rex (Colum- 
bia), Leonard Bernstein with the 
BSO, Harvard Glee Club, and 
Christa Ludwig. 


CRAIG SMITH. con- 
poser/conductor, Emmanuel Music 

1) I have been obsessed with the 
music of Johann Strauss recently. It 
strikes me as tremendously under- 
rated in its beauty and seriousness. 
There is a Sony two-CD set of the 
1989 New Year’s concert with the 
Vienna Philharmonic conducted by 
Carlos Kleiber devoted to the music 
of the Strauss brothers and one 
work by Strauss Sr. This is surely 
one of the greatest live recordings 
ever issued. Kleiber is transcenden- 
tal in his understanding and mastery 
of this music. Just listen to the open- 
ing of Kiinstlerleben to hear how serious he is. 

There is a new complete Strauss edition on Marco 
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_ Polo. I would suggest Volume 30 or 33 as a start. 


Freikugeln in Volume 33 is three of the fizziest minutes 
on record. Jascha Horenstein’s CD on Chesky is also very 





distinguished and contains some of the best-loved | 


waltzes. 


2) John Harbison’s Oboe Concerto and Second Sym- | 


phony have just been released on London with the San 


Francisco Symphony and Herbert Blomstedt. They are | 


marvelous performances. As a bonus, Sessions’s Second 
Symphony is included, making this one of the best discs of 
new American music released in a long time. 

3) Unfortunately, most of the big record companies are 
slinging swill such as music from The Piano as if it were se- 
rious music. To see what they used to do, go back and lis- 
ten to the complete Stravinsky conducted by the composer, 
just recently reissued by Sony. All of the performances are 
of interest, but I particularly love the neo-classic ballets such 
as Orpheus, a particularly wonderful performance with the 
Chicago Symphony. 

4) Perhaps the single most under-appreciated work from 
the 19th century is Schumann’s Faust. There is a wonderful 
performance on London conducted by Benjamin Britten. 
It’s just been reissued, grab it before it goes out of print 
again. 

8) Schubert’s heavenly E-flat-major Mass has just been 
recorded, beautifully by Claudio Abbado and the Vienna 
Philharmonic (DG). I listen to this one all the time. 

6) Sviatoslav Richter is one of the greatest pianists who 
ever lived. I am particularly partial to his recording of Schu- 
mann’s Symphonic Etudes and the Chopin Scherzos on Eu- 
rodisc. 

7) Bruckner’s Sixth Symphony is the least heard of the ma- 
ture symphonies. But it is a beauty. There is a wonderful new 
recording by Christoph von Dohndnyi and the Cleveland Or- 
chestra (London). Webern’s orchestration of the Ricercar from 
Bach’s Musical Offering is a lovely bonus on this disc. Q

WBCS COUNTRY SUNDAY: 
OUTLAWS, COWBOYS, 
AND A DIVA 


Travis Tritt headlined the “Boston 
Country Sunday” concert at Great 
Woods on June 26, and he did not 
disappoint. He’s a showoff; his stag- 
ing, like Janet Jackson’s, sometimes 
looks like a laser-science trade show, 
and in between songs he talks a lot. 
But he sure can sing — in a thick, 
chocolaty baritone that mocks the 
manicured, reedy-tenored James 
Taylor—style favored by so many of 
his male rivals. Waylon Jennings is 
the admitted model for his motorcy- 
cle-riding, white-trash entrance, and 
for his outlaw stance and melodically 
layered hard rock like “The Pressure 
Is On,” “Hard Times and Misery,” 
and the aptly named “Outlaws like 
Us.” Not to mention his cover of 
Steve Earle's “Copperhead Road.” 

But Tritt can also play guitar. He 
doesn’t just go through the strum- 
ming motions while the real guitarist 
works unnoticed, in the darkness be- 
hind him. Putting aside the noise and 
the fury, he devoted the middle five 
songs of his set to solo performance: 
just his bear-hugging voice and his 
slippery guitar to restate, as his songs, 
Johnny Cash’s “I Walk the Line,” 
George Jones’s “If Drinkin’ Don’t Kill 
Me,” and Merle Haggard’s “Mama 
Tried.” He’s less successful when he 
tries to recover country tradition, as 
opposed to shattering it. Sad drinking 
songs like “The Whiskey Ain’t 
Workin” and weepers like “Foolish 
Pride” fill out his set, and his yoice 
holds your interest, but the arrange- 
ments, messages, and sounds are 
nothing that his Nashville colleagues 
don’t do every night, in the same 
crystallized style. 

Still, Tritt’s massive music and hug- 
gable melodies completely outclassed 
the self-effacing, efficient cowboy mu- 
sic of Lee Roy Parnell and the campy, 
crowd-pleasing, jukebox caricaturing 
of Joe Diffie. Which isn’t to say that 
Diffie, known for “Prop Me Up Be- 
side the Jukebox (If I Die)” and “John 
Deere Green,” doesn't have a shtick of 
clownish distinction. 

Added to the bill, and in many re- 
spects segregated from it, was a one- 
hour, 11-song set by Trisha Year- 
wood, who came on stage wearing a 


cut overrobe that glamorized her bux- 
omness and tintyped her porcelain 
skin and Rhinemaiden hair. But Year- 
wood is more than a diva picture; 
she’s a concupiscent young presence 
whose tiny soprano, unaided by laser 
science, generates just as nasty a 
whiplash as Tritt at his wildest. 

a £2, SD, Yearwood’s performances 
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sound a bit thin and reticent, but on 
the Great Wood stage she made her 
sweet songs bite and her biting songs 
get down. And if Wynonna Judd as 
gospel mama has revolutionized 
country aesthetics, so have Year- 
wood’s “She’s in Love with the Boy,” 
“X’s & O’s,” and “Walkaway Joe” — 
young dreamy songs dripping with a 
sexual heat that never overplays its 
hand. Yearwood did feel the need to 
perform a Wynonna-style gospel 
song, and the audience well under- 
stood the acknowledgment. 

It would have been nice if Tritt had 
invited Yearwood to join him on 
stage for the show’s finale, as he did 
Diffie and Parnell, or at least thank 
her by name; but no. No appearance 


and not one word.

DEPECHE MODE: 
GRABBING ALL THEY CAN 


The absence of paying customers at 
the Depeche Mode Great Woods con- 
cert on June 23 (official count: 7300) 
is puzzling when you consider that 
over the last year or so, the English 
synth-pop outfit have gotten closer to 
being a real live band. For years, they 
maintained the stage approach that 
served them in the early ’80s: three 
guys on keyboards, one guy singing. 
It was a fair representation of the mu- 
sic, but it wasn’t exactly thrilling. 
Now, with Martin Gore stepping out 
more often on guitar, Alan Wilder 
spending a great deal of stage time at 
the drum kit, and singer David Gahan 
evolving into a showman, Depeche 
feel they have more to offer an audi- 
ence. They rammed this 
message home by releas- 
ing their last album, 
Songs of Faith and Devo- 
tion (Sire), in two ver- 
sions, studio and live, 
demonstrating just how 
much a song can change 
in concert. 

So why aren’t people 
clamoring to see them? 
Three possible reasons. 
1) No new material. 
They’ve been touring in 
support of Songs of Faith 
for the last year, and 
they already hit the Bos- 
ton area once before. 
Why should that make a 
difference? Because, 2) 
they’re still not that ex- 
citing to watch. Finally, 
3) Gahan has a truly 
odious stage personality. 
He left no rock-show 
cliché untouched, from 
frequent cries of “How 
yer doin’, Boston?” to 
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mce and an outlaw stance. 


stand tosses, and shirt doffing. I 
counted four crotch grabs, nowhere 
near Michael Jackson’s standard, but 
at least three too many. Particularly 
egregious was the one during “Every- 
thing Counts,” as one of Depeche’s 
best tunes was nearly ruined by Ga- 
han’s graphic reinterpretation of “The 
grabbing hands/Grab all they can.” 
Worst of all was the singer’s penchant 
for yelling “Oh yeah” or “All right” 
after almost every line of lyric. 

You have to give Gahan credit for 
trying to liven things up, but his an- 
tics were entirely at odds with the 
music. Martin Gore’s moody, intro- 
spective songs were not designed to 
be paraded around by some oily tat- 
too’d clown. A welcome break in the 
action came mid set, when Gore took 
over on vocals for “Condemnation” 
and “I Want You Now.” He’s a bit of 
a crooner, but his delivery is light and 
subdued, much more in keeping with 
the atmosphere of the songs than Ga- 
han’s boomy robotics. 

The show’s other highlights came 
whenever Gore strapped on his 
Gretsch hollow-body. (His long stints 
away from the synthesizer meant that 
old faves like “People Are People” and 
“Black Celebration” weren’t covered.) 
The raunchy riffs of “I Feel You,” 
“Personal Jesus,” and “A Question of 
Time” were mightily rendered, prov- 
ing that these guys, contrary to their 
detractors’ claims, are no wimps. Yet 
even here the presence of Gahan 
swiveling his hips and throwing the 
mike stand into the wings was de- 
pressing. Depeche may need a front- 
man, but this one’s a drag.

Laurie Sargent still matters — 
but do Boston and Butcher?

his is how Laurie Sargent re- 

calls one of the strangest mo- 

ments of her career: “I was 

in Los Angeles with Face to 

Face to record songs for the 
movie Streets of Fire, which was a hella- 
cious experience in itself. [Sargent’s old 
band did the soundtrack for this long-for- 
gotten film, with her parts lip-synched on 
screen by Diane Lane.] This one day, we 
were in the studio to record a Jim Steinman 
song, and when I got there I saw they’d 
printed my name on all the napkins and 
matchboxes. I was feeling incredibly em- 
barrassed, looking at all these napkins with 
a gold-embossed ‘Laurie Sargent’ on them. 
I think I sent them all home to my mom.” 

Suffice to say that Sargent doesn’t miss 
stardom, even the low-level stardom that 
Face to Face had, all that much. After that 
band’s demise in 1988, she spent a year 
without playing at all, then started her 
low-key, acoustic act in low-key, acoustic 
settings like the Tam and Toad. (She also 
won the Phoenix/WFNX Best Music Poll’s 
Best Local Female Vocalist category in 
1992.) Her low-key, acoustic solo debut 
CD, Something with the Moon came out 
this week with little fanfare. But the disc 
places Sargent squarely in the Local Vet 
Who Still Matters category. 

You might say that she’s done an Aimee 
Mann, by keeping the pop appeal of her 
old band and adding a lot of depth and 
subtlety that weren’t there before. Fans of 
Face to Face — and I wasn’t one, until 
their much-improved final album in 1988 
— will still hear the hooks (ex-bandmate 
Angelo Petraglia, now based in Nashville, 
co-wrote a few tunes). And Sargent still 
has a classic, East Coast pop kind of voice; 
in a previous era, Phil Spector would have 
loved her. What’s new here is that her cur- 


rent band (including local notables Billy 
Conway of Morphine on drums and 
ex—Push Push guitarist Adam Steinberg) 
are less inclined to play it straight down 
the middle. “I Repeat Myself,” which 
sounds the most like a Face to Face song, 
is imaginatively done with trumpet and ac- 
cordion. And the title track, which Sargent 
says is about men’s fears of women’s em- 
powerment, gets an acoustic blues setting 
that heightens the lyric’s sense of mystery. 

As in the old days, Sargent takes on 
weighty topics for songs. “Thinking Posi- 
tive” is a cautionary song about AIDS; 
“Revolution TV” looks at the airing of 
celebrity scandals as mass entertainment 
(a topic that’s certainly been relevant in re- 
cent weeks, though she wrote it after 
watching Robert Parrish get busted for pot 
on live TV). To her credit she worked a 
catchy chorus into each tune without wa- 
tering the message down. 

But it’s the songs on more personal top- 
ics that show how far she’s come. “Wait- 
ing for the Bell” is about seeing a friend 
take up with an abusive partner, and it 
goes past simple anger to deal with trickier 
feelings, like the disappointment one 
might feel at the friend’s letting it happen. 
“I Broke a Woman Down” is about steal- 
ing someone else’s boyfriend; what’s dif- 
ferent is that it’s one of the few pop songs 
to express sympathy for the rival. (Sargent 
volunteers one other, John Hiatt’s “The 
Way We Make a Broken Heart.”) In nei- 
ther case do you get the impression that 
she’s recycling her own diary to make 
songs (her own personal life is stable, 
thank you). What you hear is a songwriter 
stretching out creatively, not just Laurie 
Sargent’s lonely-hearts-club band. 

Sargent says she’s satisfied with the al- 
bum — something she won’t say about 
most of Face to Face’s output. But so far 
it’s not released nationally, and she isn’t 
sure where she’s going next; like a lot of 
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STRANGE INSPIRATIONS: “i saw Tom Jones a while ago — 


now there’s someone | can get excited about.” 
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smart rockers she’s gotten disillusioned 
with the biz. “I call it the Gap-izing of 
popular culture. When I was a teenager, 
you could act out your rebellion by dress- 
ing or behaving a certain way; now if you 
want to make a statement, it’s in the win- 
dow of the Gap within two weeks.” 

Still, she’s found that musical inspiration 
can come from the strangest places. “I saw 
Tom Jones a while ago — now there’s 
someone I can get excited about. Too bad 
Tony Bennett stole his thunder. I went to 
this show and at first I said, ‘Come on, this 
guy’s your father’s age.’ But when Tom 
Jones plays, you can still see him sweat, 
you can see it dripping on his butt. You 
can put that down: my lifetime goal in mu- 
sic is to be the female Tom Jones.”

MAINSTREAM DOINGS. In a time of 
pop culture when hipness is everything, 
you’ve got to admire the genuinely unhip 
artists who leapfrog over everybody. Last 
year it was Meat Loaf, this year it’s Boston, 
whose fourth album, Walk On, jumped 
into the Billboard charts at number five 
and will probably hit the top before long. 
Meanwhile another mainstream rocker of 
note, former Bostonian Jon Butcher, has 
returned to the major-label world after a 
few years in limbo with his latest band pro- 
ject, Barefoot Servants (Epic). In the past, 
both Boston and Butcher did mainstream 
rock with a little more smarts than the 
norm, but that’s not the case this time. 

Since Boston took eight years to make 


| Walk On (the previous album, Third Stage, 


took merely six), a few questions come to 
mind. Like, how many months did it take to 
come up with the song title “I Need Your 
Love”? And did it take more than one year 
to polish the following lyric (from “Surren- 
der to Me”) to its sharpest edge: “I know it 
never came easy/Girl, you drive me out of 
my mind/You’re fine and still kind of 
sleazy/Now I want to make you mine”? 
Okay, so Boston’s lyrics have always 
been pretty dorky (who can forget this im- 
mortal pick-up line on the debut album’s 
“Let Me Take You Home Tonight”: “I 
don’t want to down you, I wanna make 
you high . . . I just want to get loose with 
you tonight”?). But group mastermind 
Tom Scholz has had a few moments of 
real inspiration (“More Than a Feeling” is 
a great song, period), and he’s worked a 
certain alchemy on the rest of it. The 
sound of Boston has always been middle- 
brow rock raised to epic proportions. 
But sonic alchemy can go only so far, 
and the current Boston line-up (which no 
longer includes singer Brad Delp) sounds 
like the ultimate suburban club band, doing 
generic rockers and prom ballads as if the 
world depended on it — along with a nod 
toward art rock, “Get Organ-ized” (really 
dumb title) that sounds like a parody of 
Emerson, Lake & Palmer. It doesn’t help 
that Delp has been replaced by three clones, 
one of whom sounds like Dennis DeYoung 
of Styx. And it doesn’t help that this is a 
semi-concept album keyed to the easiest 
and most lightweight of messages: stand up 
for what you believe in (riskier statements 





about what to believe in are avoided). 

It helps even less that Scholz appears to 
have heard no new music in the past 
decade — too bad, he might have liked the 
way Nirvana borrowed one of his riffs on 
“Smells like Teen Spirit.” Also telling is 
the CD booklet’s four-page spread pro- 
moting Scholz’s four favorite causes,,only ,

one of which benefits humans. In a world 
plagued by homelessness, disease, and 
widespread social unrest, Boston are bold- 
ly taking a stand against veal. Can a con- 
cept album decrying sausage-and-pepper 
subs be far behind? 

Still, Boston’s album is sheer poetry 
compared with Barefoot Servants, which 
opens with a moment that will warm the 
hearts of anyone still mourning the demise 
of Spinal Tap. A slide guitar sets the stage, 
practically announcing that this is roots 
music. Then Butcher, now affecting a bad- 
boy growl, delivers a lyric of amazing pro- 
fundity: “You like it rough, and I like it 
sweet/You got the candy and I got the 
meat.” It gets better from there (“You 
want it tough and I want it nice/You do it 
one time and I need it twice”). You get the 
idea: this is a back-to-blues album, but 
only if your idea of a great blues artist was 
Bad Company or Foghat. When they’re 
not Butcher-ing blues classics (“It Hurts 
Me Too” is grafted onto the riff from Led 
Zeppelin’s “Lemon Song”) they’re aping 
all those ’70s endless-boogie bands that 
killed blues-rock in the first place. There 
was a time when Butcher had a lot more 
taste (his one national hit, “Goodbye Sav- 
ing Grace,” was a pretty good power bal- 
lad), but from the sound of things, that 
was more than a few brain cells ago.

RUMOR OF THE WEEK. Two words:

Proving once again that the Rumble jinx 
works, this year’s winners, Dirt Mer- 
chants, find themselves opening up Friday 
for one of the runners-up, Smackmelon at 
the Rat — but both are worth seeing, so 
don’t complain.

Toad the Wet Sprocket make 


user-friendly-sounding pop 


by Andrew Strickman 


irst there was the name. 

Even when music writers had 

nothing to say about Toad 

the Wet Sprocket, they could 

always talk about the name. 
The name that came from an obscure 
Monty Python sketch. The name that peo- 
ple loved or hated. The name that made 
sure once you heard of the band, you 
wouldn’t forget it. 

And then there was the song: “All I 
Want,” a smooth little ditty that hit adult 
contemporary and Top 40 radio like a 
sledgehammer in the fall of 92. The al- 
bum on which the song was featured, Fear 
(Columbia), had been available for over a 
year when “All I Want” exploded and 
tripled Toad’s audience. The success, as 
their current bio states, was slightly “em- 
barrassing.” This bouncy pop was unrep- 
resentative of the band’s more typical 
dark, brooding folk rock. Even with a song 
about rape (“Hold Her Down”), Fear gave 
no hint of the the band’s live intensity, of 
the compelling emotional rawness of lead 
singer Glen Phillips’s voice. 

With their new Dulcinea, that may be 
about to change — it’s an overdue return 
to grace for a band who have traveled 
from high school to the charts in the nine 
years they’ve been together. Toad released 
one album on their own (Bread and 
Circus) and had just recorded another 
(Pale) when Columbia came calling, win- 
ning a bidding war for the band in 1988: 
Columbia released the band’s two albums, 
staggered a year apart, under its aegis. 
They were CDs full of dark introspection 


— mellow in tone, but with strong emo- 
tional undercurrents. The songs dealt with 
anger, religious hypocrisy, child abuse, 
and other unusually tough topics for a 
folk-rock band. 

So when the group went into the studio 
with pop-producer extraordinaire Gavin 
MacKillop (Toni Childs, Melissa Ferrick) 
to record Fear, they took it as an emotion- 
al respite. Even though this was their their 
third album, on it they sounded for the 
first time like a young band. Despite 
“Hold Her Down,” the album had an 
overwhelming light, poppy feel. It didn’t 
help that the production tended to over- 
power the songs. On “All I Want,” the 
beefed-up background harmonies almost 
push Phillips’s voice out of the mix. “We 
were sort of chasing after this perfect al- 
bum ideal that maybe we shouldn’t have,” 
songwriter Phillips recalls.

Dulcinea, also produced by MacKillop, 
has a quartet of songs — “Woodburning,” 
“Listen,” “Windmills,” and “Something’s 
Always Wrong” — loosely based on the 
fable of Don Quixote. The album’s title, 
which refers to the illusory paramour of 
Cervantes’s noble gentleman, was a broad- 
based image for Phillips as he resolved is- 
sues from his own life experiences (which 
included getting married) in the three 
years since recording Fear. 

“The questions Don Quixote raises are a 
period of life I’m going through right now 
— how not to shut off, or shut down,” 
Phillips explains. “I don’t mind having a 
good life, I enjoy it, but I never want to get 
numb.” 

Despite Phillips’s brooding, Dulcinea 
succeeds less as a concept and more as 
good music. It was recorded live in the 
studio with few overdubs, and it sounds 
unrestrained. Phillips’s voice is earnest, 
conveying the intensity of those live per- 
formances for the first time. “When we 
went in this time we wanted to kind of.do 
what we did on the first albums but have it 
sound good too,” he says. “This time we 
learned that you don’t have to throw the 
kitchen sink into every song. It was great 
to set up in the same room and have the 
four of us moving a lot of air.” 

For a band that received minimal com- 
mercial airplay before the success of “All I 
Want,” the album is chock full of radio- 
ready mellow rock and roll. Apart from

the Don Quixote song cycle, there is the 
first single, “Fall Down,” a hard, straight- 
ahead rock-and-roll song that would fit 
comfortably alongside the “alternative” 
pop rock of Soul Asylum or Buffalo Tom. 
The drunken, pot-induced “Reincarnation 
Song” pays homage to Blue Rodeo’s Bob 
Wiseman with self-mocking existential 
musings like “Give me your eyes, I’ll show 
you things you never dreamed you 
thought you’d see.” And “Nanci” is an ad- 
dictive countrified jaunt comparing the 
relative merits of Nanci Griffith and 
Loretta Lynn. 

Yet radio is only an afterthought for a 
band who care more about their ardent 
fans, 50,000 of whom make up a very ac- 
tive mailing list. Along with Christmas 
cards, mailing-list fans have, in the past, 
received unreleased cassingles as a gift 
from the band; they now have the oppor- 
tunity to buy (at cost) non-album tracks 
from the Fear and Dulcinea sessions. 

As Toad the Wet Sprocket wend their 
way through the US this summer, playing 
their unassuming rock and roll to a larger- 
than-ever cult at every stop, Phillips will 
continue to point out that the band’s first 
song was not “All I Want,” and that their 
name came from an English comedy 
troupe. And he’ll hope that people = 
hear the music.

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Local alchemy 


Cobalt 60 turn childhood 


into gleaming hard rock

mages of children have long been 

gracing Cobalt 60’s show flyers, 

and they serve as a backdrop to the 

liner notes of the band’s new five- 

song EP, Radiator. And those chil- 
dren’s faces say it all: prescient expres- 
sions of breathtaking innocence dulled by 
barren, unflinching cynicism; of ghoulish, 
hollow-eyed dejection slapped against 
flowery, carefree elation. Kids of not more 
than six or seven casually strike adultish 
poses. One barely supports a drooping doll 
while clutching a cigarette. 

In the new song “Hit,” there is a phrase 
— “the elegance of decadence” — that 
could describe a photo of two jubilant ear- 
ly-elementary-school-age girls as they steal 
a drag and share a secret moment like 
renegade angels on a coffee break. It’s as 
if childhood were an act they’re putting on 
to hide their scars, and they’d been mo- 
mentarily caught out of character. 

These are the faces of warp-drive child- 
hoods, youth strained and exhausted 
by ... what? You know those looks 
shouldn’t be there yet. You can see in their 
eyes that they know it too, but they seem 
resigned to their exile from innocence. 

Yet to Cobalt 60 vocalist Keith Smith, 
children are not so much the damned as 
the saviors. There’s the resilience of their 
dreams in the face of uncertainty, the per- 
severance of their faith, and their as-yet- 
unmuzzled voices serving as a beacon of 
honesty and hope. “I think kids are so im- 
portant,” he says, brushing a purple 
dreadlock from his face before a recent gig 
at Bowlers in Worcester. “By the time I 
was 13 I was totally manic-depressive: 
‘We’re-all-gonna-die,’ ‘What’s-the-point- 
of-anything,’ ‘I-don’t-have-a-future,’ 
‘The-world-will-end-before-I-get-to-col- 
lege-so-why-care?’ These kids are grow- 
ing up with less than that. They think they 
won’t live to be 15.” His cure for nihilism? 
“Little kids, actually. Just watching kids, 
spending time with them. Realizing the 
world doesn’t have to be that way.” 

He says as much on Radiator’s first song, 
“Oh Yeah.” It’s the EP’s bleakest track, 


| opening with eerie, strangled whoops of 


guitar feedback and a gnashing, martial 
two-chord crunch. But about midway 
through there’s a sudden calm, as if for a 
moment they’d made their peace. The band 
drop down low and Mullen tentatively ex- 
plores the space with a dangling, introvert- 
ed riff. Then it’s over; the drums and bass 
build quickly behind him, and Smith is 
screaming louder than ever. In the next 
verse he puts his sentiments into words: 
“Look at life through children’s eyes/Maybe 
then you'll realize/That there’s tomorrow.” 


Not that Cobalt 60 are hard-edged 
rock’s answer to Mr. Rogers’ Neighbor- 
hood. “We’re not some ‘Save the children’ 
band,” growls drummer J. Potts. Their 
music’s just good old-fashioned rock-and- 
roll catharsis. “We all have our own prob- 
lems in our lives that we bring to it,” says 
guitarist Dan Mullen. “It’s like our own 
cry for help.” 

Incidentally, the Cobalts all trace their 
musical awakenings to early childhood. 
Mullen remembers hearing the “Dazed 
and Confused” riff when he was just three 
years old. Smith (a self-described former 
“punk-rock bum”) knew what he wanted 
to do when, at five, he saw Jailhouse Rock. 
Bassist Andrew Padua saw an anonymous 
band and knew he wanted to be a sax play- 
er — “But the sax hurt my lips, so it was 
like, I guess I’ll play bass.” And Potts ab- 
sorbed ’70s funk and drumming from an 
older brother. 

Although a year ago those influences 
seemed to be pulling them in conflicting 
directions, Radiator clicks into sharp fo- 
cus. Padua and Potts lock down piledriv- 
ing stomps; Mullen pulls the rip cord on 
doomy metallic riffs that surge with a 
spooky, claustrophobic tension. Smith’s 
gravelly, soulful snarl mediates the pace, 
bridging the gap between full-on charges 
and measured psychedelic pauses. 

It was an awkward, scrutinized two 
years before Cobalt coalesced. Local suc- 
cess came swiftly, but they lost their sense 
of direction. Three months before they 
played a gig, Noise reviewer Doug Thoms 
happened past their practice space and was 
so impressed, he reviewed the embryonic 
Cobalt simply on a listen from outside their 
door. From their previous efforts (Potts in 
Big Catholic Guilt and Skin, Smith with 
Zug Zug, Mullen and bassist Andrew Pad- 
ua from Shoot That Dog), the band 
brought an instant fan base. The first show 
was packed; their contribution to 1992’s 
Rock for Wood Walden Woods benefit CD, 
“Fix,” launched them onto local airwaves; 
and it wasn’t long before there were mur- 
murs about their breakout potential. 

“I think it just distorted our idea of what 
we wanted to do,” says Potts. “We were 
kind of catering. When you’ve got all that 
pressure on you, sometimes it’s hard to be 
yourself.” 

Their victory at last year’s WBCN Rum- 
ble was bittersweet. (Potts, eager to change 
the topic: “It’s the Dirt Merchants’ time 
now.” Padua: “Yeah, let them get all the bad 
press.”) But the soul searching it prompted 
was constructive: Radiator is a triumphant 
declaration of their coming of age. “We’re 
more seasoned, more together,” says Potts. 
“Even now that this stuff is recorded, we 
have new shit that’s even better. And it’s just 
going to keep snowballing.” QO

ll-vocal performers rule in 

world-music circles these 

days. Few acts have out- 

sold South African song- 

birds Ladysmith Black 
Mambazo or the unearthly Bulgarian 
women’s choirs. Indian singer Sheila 
Chandra now has two solo vocal releases 
on Peter Gabriel’s Real World label. And 
vying for the next wave, Warner Bros. has 
recently licensed the first recording from 
Grupo Vocal Sampling — six young 
Cuban guys who do a cappella renderings 
of Afro-Cuban roots music. 

This summer, the global vocal spotlight 
falls on two promising African acts based 
in Europe. Lokua Kanza has left the con- 
ventions of Zairean soukous far behind to 
forge a new voice-driven pop sound on his 
debut, Lokua Kanza (distributed by 
Stern’s). And Zap Mama, five female 
singers led by Zairean Marie Daulne, have 
just released their second CD, Sabsylma 
(Luaka Bop/Warner Bros.), in time for a 
1 US tour that includes a stop at the 
Somerville Theatre on July 8. 

Speaking on the phone from Chicago, 
Daulne explains, “A cappella music has al- 
ways been there. In the ’60s, you had doo- 
wop groups. Today, everything has be- 
come very electronic. But we mustn’t for- 
get that the earth was here before us — 
the sun, the wind, the essentials of nature. 
I am happy to see people responding to 
Zap Mama. It means they want to redis- 
cover their natural blood.” 

It may also mean they’ve never heard 
the likes of five women who can sing reg- 


gae, funk, swing, and African roots with 
verve and precision, all by themselves. “My 
school of music is my ability to analyze,” 
says Daulne. “I listen to music from all 
over the world, and I study what each in- 
strument is doing.” 

On Sabsylma, Zap Mama pay tribute to 
the James Brown sound (“Mr. Brown”) as 
well as the sinuous textures of North 
African pop (“Fi Dunia”). On the title 
track, they deliver a predictable but hard- 
swinging take on hip-hop. These singers 
from Africa and the Caribbean mimic pan 
pipes, wah-wah guitar, trumpet blasts, Bil- 
lie Holiday, and, on “De la vie a la mort” 
(“From Life to Death”), a rhythm section 
Bobby McFerrin would kill for, complete 
with loose-lipped bass notes, chest-thump 
drums, and mouth-sound cymbals. 

For all the playful theatrics, the spiritual 
core of Zap Mama’s music lies in the se- 
ductive, cooing cycles of Pygmy choral 
singing. When Daulne was a baby, her 
Belgian father was killed during Zaire’s in- 
dependence fray, and her Bantu mother 
fled with three children to live among the 
Pygmies, who are famed for their mysteri- 
ous, humming polyphony. From the age of 
four, Daulne moved back and forth be- 
tween Zaire and Belgium, avidly absorbing 
musical cultures along the way. 

As on Zap’s heralded debut release, Ad- 
ventures in Afropea (Luaka Bop/Warner 
Bros.), the Pygmy-based songs on Sabsyl- 
ma ring truest, particularly the dreamy 
“Locklat Africa” and “The Mama of the 
Mamas,” a deep forest romp. The group’s 
stylistic pluck occasionally lands them be- 
yond their depth, as on “India,” where a 
superficial take on Hindi music sounds 
more like parody than inspired eclecticism. 
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FIVE SISTERS: Zap Mama combine on ecteulle mix into a win- 
ning worid brew that’s gotten them plenty of attention. 


But Zap Mama’s theater reveals chem- 
istry even beyond their recordings. In their 
Boston debut last year, they charmed with 
flouncy stageplay and vivid vocal sound- 
scapes — an international airport, a 
recording studio full of bored technicians, 
and whirring reel-to-reel machines — all 
played for laughs. 

Daulne’s countryman Lokua Kanza 
shares her Euro-groomed traditional sensi- 
bility. But where she goofs and gambles, he 
offers serene, spiritual constructions. Un- 
like Daulne, Kanza came through the rigor- 
ous training ground of a soukous musician, 
playing lead guitar for Abeti, a major Zaire- 
an doyenne. After landing in Paris in 1984, 
however, he studied jazz and branched out. 
He collaborated with African pathbreakers 
Manu Dibango, Ray Lema, and Papa 
Wemba before recording his solo debut. 

Kanza has an impressive vocal range, 
from warm low tones to a clear, dry mid 
range right up through a wailing, flawless 


falsetto. Studio magic lets him multiply his 
voice, layering its many textures to create 
organic, intimate set pieces. “Mutoto” sets 
the mood with a silky choral hook that be- 
comes a bed for his expressive, pop-in- 
flected lead. 

His work is not quite a cappella. He 
plays tasty acoustic guitar on a few tracks 
and uses light percussion to ground his 
vocal fireworks. “Kunze” combines shaker 
and clapping, random whoops and cries, 
and an oblique chorus, like a cool jazz 
horn section. Against that, Kanza’s gutsy 
lead digs in at the edges with a hint of Ste- 
vie Wonder. 

Ladysmith Black Mambazo, the Bulgari- 
ans, and these two cutting-edge acts all 
succeed by balancing bold adventures with 
a healthy respect for tradition. That’s the 
soul of the best global pop. Q

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Roomful of Blues continue 


to be a hip-shaker’s delight

ake the people happy,” 
Louis Armstrong used 
to say. “That’s all we’re 
trying to do.” Satch- 
mo’s open-hearted 
statement also stands as the credo of 
Roomful of Blues, the nine-piece band 
from Providence who’ve been a treasure 
chest of rocking blues and shouting R&B 
for the past 25 years. The persistent won- 
der of Roomful is how the ecstatic move- 
ment of their music, a throwback to black 
theater showcases of the ’40s and ’50s, re- 
mains an open invitation to blow your wig 
and dance, dance, dance. 

“The main reason for the band’s appeal 
and longevity,” says manager Bob Bell, “is 
that Roomful has always been a musician’s 
band. Everyone who’s in the band really en- 
joys the music. Although the band does the 
same tunes night after night, they never re- 
ally do them quite the same way: the horn 
section will put different riffs in places, the 
solos will be different. It’s music of celebra- 
tion — not just pain and heartbreak.” 

The present should be an especially rosy 
time for these tireless custodians of jazzin’- 
at-the-jamboree joy. Relative newcomer 
Sugar Ray Norcia — a fixture of the local 
scene who’s led Sugar Ray and the Blue- 
tones and sung with Ronnie Earl’s Broad- 
casters —— gives true personality to the lead 
role, especially on the just-released Dance 
All. Night (Bullseye Blues), which is Room- 
ful’s first studio album in 10 years. And 
they’re soon off on a two-month expedition 
to Canada, sharing the stage with north-of- 
the-border rock star Colin James. 

True, the departure of bandleader and 





tenor saxophonist Greg Piccolo several 
weeks ago — after 24 years of faithful duty 
— alters Roomful’s special vibe, its sense 
of eloquent integrity. After all, Piccolo has 
tremendous swing in his playing, and the 
Kansas City-bound riffs he’s launched with 
customary panache in the company of al- 
toist Rich Lataille, baritone player Doug 
James, trumpeter Bob Enos, and either 
trombonist Porky Cohen or Carl Querfurth 
served as Roomful’s calling card. Certainly 
his wind-powered battering ram helped get 
over those memorable sessions and gigs 
with the Fabulous Thunderbirds, Helen 
Humes, Earl King, Professor Longhair, Big 
Joe Turner, Stevie Ray Vaughan, Clean- 
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head Vinson, and other luminaries. 

But Roomful have always been greater 
than the sum of their parts. And Piccolo’s 
departure to front the R&B outfit Heavy 
Juice is the kind of twist the band have 
weathered before. In truth, Roomful have 
taken more hits than a pillbox in the 
French countryside and kept blazing away. 
Group founder Duke Robillard, he of the 
incisive T-Bone Walker-oriented guitar, 
steered the band on an ascendent course 
from its late-’60s beginnings till his un- 
happy exit in 1979; during Roomful’s 
ducal age, they won over blues insiders 
like Dick Waterman (their manager for a 
spell) and songwriter Doc Pomus, as well 
as swarms of white collegians out for 
stylish, danceable fun. The estimable Ron- 
nie Earl replaced Duke and jump-started 
the Roomful juggernaut for eight years, 
departing in 1987 when substance abuse 
and the group’s increasingly strident rock- 
and-roll tendencies sucked the soul out of 
him. The retirement of swing era-veteran 
Cohen and the disappearing act of pianist 
Al Copley also staggered the band. 

Yet Roomful have made a very convinc- 
ing peace with R&B on Dance All Night, 
their strongest album to date. Norcia is the 
best singer they’ve had (apologies to Greg, 
Curtis Salgado, Lou Ann Barton). He’s 
got a warm, ingratiating sound, he knows 
as much about finding nuances of lucid 
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expression in a narrow range as anyone, 
and he takes a wry sophisticate’s shine to 
fine, little-known material selected by the 
band from the songbooks of their heroes. 
Sugar Ray injects an easygoing earnest- 
ness into gems like Little Walter’s “Up the 
Line” (the 1963 Checker single) and the 
young Ray Charles’s “Hey Now.” And he 
writes fetching tunes, notably the filé-sea- 
soned “Come Back Baby.” 

Sugar Ray isn’t the only one who cuts a 
dapper figure. The Roomful Horns (in- 
cluding Piccolo, on the CD) essay their 
hot licks in a typically intelligent manner 
and swing mightily enough to raise the 
roof of Harlem’s Apollo Theatre circa 
1950. Good solo features by various band 
members air out the arrangements. 
Lataille spit-shines the old Ella Johnson 
song “I’m Just Your Fool,” his pure-toned 
alto evoking the self-assured dignity of 
Benny Carter; and guitarist Chris Vachon 
proves on several tunes that his gift for 
melodic invention makes him a worthy de- 
scendant of patricians Duke and Earl. 
Drummer John Rossi swings and shuffles 
the rudiments with drive and dedication to 
craft, secure in the knowledge that he — 
along with his fellow players — has the 
most fun-packed gig imaginable for some- 
one born too late to have spanked the 
skins with hepsters Johnny Otis and 
Wynonie Harris in R&B’s goldenage. QO

PLEASUREDOT (New World/ 
Counter Currents). From their 
punning name to the adolescent 
humor of song titles like “Hey 
Hockaloogie” and the pop grooves 
that crop up throughout the tunes, 
Joey Baron’s good-natured trio, 
Barondown, practically beg you to 
like them. With Ellery Eskelin on 
tenor sax and Steve Swell on 
trombone, the instrumentation isn’t 
exactly conventional; this airiness 
gives clarity to the tricky composi- 
tions. Baron’s tunes dash among 
genres, and the arrangements 
have the band working together 
one moment, then splintering into 
warring factions the next. 

But the music never gets too 
heavy. Eskelin plays with a dark, 
gruff sensuality, like Archie Shepp 
without a chip on his shoulder. 
Swell conveys both comic 
absurdity and soulfulness with his 
trombone vocalisms. Baron takes 
a physical delight in just keeping 
time. He’s mainly content to let 
Swell and Eskelin roughhouse like 
lion cubs over his neatly phrased 
grooves, making tunes like

Although they’re still dragging 
some older tracks behind them 
like security blankets on this pol- 
ished major-label debut, there are 
good ones, too, like the clever, 
table-turning “Ten Commandments 
of Love” and the nice-and-sweet 
“Six Street.”

Werewolf 
movies are an inherently — some- 
times enjoyably — ridiculous 
genre; they aren’t meant to be 
taken seriously. Mike Nichols, 
however, tries to give us a fable:

bad as the man he’s possessed — 
and that Randall is inherently 
good. Does this sound like the part 
you were dying to see Jack 
Nicholson play? Here, he’s cowed 
by the scenes in which he has to 
act decent, and he doesn’t parody 
the role. As his lover, Michelle 
Pfeiffer brings a sashaying inso- 
lence to a role that shrinks as the 
movie goes on. It’s James Spader, 
clammy and furtive as his neme- 
sis, who takes over the picture; if 
the film’s overblown visual effects 
didn’t sabotage him in the last 
reel, it would be a classic worm-in- 
the-apple performance. But 
Nichols isn’t really interested in 


actors. Down they go in Wolf — 
and except for Spader, they don’t 
leave much behind.

*xWYATT EARP (1994). This 90s 
rendition of the Earp saga, which 
reunites the Oscar-nominated 
Lawrence Kasdan (The Big Chill, 
Silverado) and the Oscar-winning 
Kevin Costner (Dances with 
Wolves), belongs with the buf- 
faloes — it’s an overlong, boring, 
ultimately clueless attempt to chart 
the real life of the legendary law- 
man. Kasdan, the movie’s co-writ- 
er/director/producer, has said that 
in his films, “things just happen, 
like in real life.” Clocking in at over 
three hours, Wyatt Earp has few 
“things” happening; it’s merely a 
series of events occasionally 
made bearable by an engaging 
cast, which includes Gene 
Hackman as the Earp patriarch.
